London, Jan. 2. — The London Times 

reprlntK lengthy extracts from Vis- 
fotiiit Miln(!r's siu't'chi^'^ In Ciuiiuhv and 
I'fUloiiully <le;iling' with tlio prospects 
ul' tariff roCorni, says: "Thu moral of 
recent Ij y-clcctions Is not lost on the 
Doniinlons over the seas. They are 
waltinu now upon the fiscal contro- 
versy in this country." 

So far from regarding Great 13rit- 
ain'.s adhesion to free trade with im- 
patience, the Times tlilnlvs tin; Do- 
minions may tal:e tliis very reluctance 
to sliow tiiat \vhcn at last the nation's 
faitli Is shaken, as It is now sliakon, 
in free trade, tliey may await wltli 
coiilidence the triiinipli of tl;e policy 
wliicli imperial causes roipiire. "It 
will be well, meanwhile, if every nation 
witliin tiie empire, and every tariff re- 
former at home, would take to heart 
the statement of the imperial iJea 
which a series of Canadian cities have 
lately been privileged to hear. A.s tlie

SERIOUS RESULTS FEARED 



Apparent Plot to Re-Establisii 
an Absolute IVIanciui 
Autocracy 



GOMEZ IS PRESIDENT 



Takes Full Title as Castro's Successor 
in Venezuela — Changes Foreign 
Policy 

Caracas, Venezuela, Jan. 1. — Via 
Wlliemstad, Curacao, .Ian. 2. — Confer- 
ence's between "W. I. Buchanan, tho 
special commissioner from the United 
.Statis, and Foreign Minister Gulnaud, 
looking to tho settlement of the dlffl- 
culltcs between the United States and 
Venezuela, have begun and will con- 
tinue with as little loss of time as 
possible. 

President Gomez yesterday revoked 
the decree of May 14 prohibiting tho 
transhipment of goods at Curacao 
destined for 'Venezuela. Gomez now 
signs himself officially as president of 
the republic. ", 

It is feared lierc in diplomatic quart- 
ers that the inlssi(]n to Europe of 
,]os de Jesus Paul, who was foreign 
minister undiM- I'resldent Castro, will 
result in failure, for the reason 'hat 
.Senor Paul signed .all the obnoxious 
notes IssuihI liy ('astro. Senor I'aul 
Is now on his way to the continent 
lu an effort to compose! Venezue-la's 
troubles with Holland and I'^nnce. 

There has been ;uiot!ier little out- 
break in the Kt.'ite of lAiraco. Th) 
governor of this locality, ,a man named 
!\Iendeble, killed a Come/, ajipointee 
named Briceno, raided the local arsen- 
al, and is now In tire open country with 
a few fedlowers. Tho movement is not 

considered serious. 

The governnunt has received a des- 
patch from Clprlano Co.stro, |n Berlin, 
reading as follows: "I am Informed of 
what has taken place at- Caracas. 
Above, mankind Is Qbd." ■ 



Refugees Coming 
New York, Jan. 2. — News reached 
hero tonight In a cablegram to one of 
the Italian steamship lines that the 
first batch of refugees from tho strick- 
en districts of Italy had sailed for tlio 
United States. Tho refugees number 
seven hundred, and they stiilcd from 
Palermo today on tho stoamshlp Italia. 



Pekin, Jan. 8. — ^An edict Issued today 
dismissed from office Yuan Shi Kal, 
grand councillor and commander-in- 
chief of the forces. Tho reason given 
for this action is that ho has rheuma- 
tism In his leg. The edict orders Xuan 
.Shi Kal to vacate all his otllces and to 
return to his home, adding: "Thi! 
clemency toward him is manifested." 
A .second edict appoints Nan Tung 
coniptrolhjr of customs, and ex-gov- 
ernor of Pekin, grand councillor, prc- 
siunably in Yuan Shi Kai's iilace. 

In accordance with the regulations 
of the now regency the decree of dis- 
missal is marked and sealed by the act 
of the Prince regent and bore the sig- 
natures of the grand councillors, ex- 
cepting that of Prince Chlng. This Is 
evidence that Prince Chlng dissented. 

There are grave apprehensions here 
of revolutionary outbreaks In such 
centres a.s Canton and some ot tho 
most conservative diplomats already 
are suggesting tho return of foreign 
troops to the lines of communication 
between Pekin and Tien Tain. 
Situation Grave 

That tho situation is grave Is be- 
coming more and more apparent. That 
a governmental upheaval would fol- 
low tho succession had been generally 
accepted fact, but even tho Chinese 
did not expect this to occur before tho 
expiration of the hundred days of 
mourning. It is tho consensus of 
opinion that the ;\Ianchus do not un- 
derstand tho full Hignlllcanco ot their 
action, which, however. Is attributed 
mainly to tho regent, and is cliaractor- 
ezed as dangerous Inasmuch as it 
s'lves .for,ce. to.- thexrayo!utjpn^?lea' and 
5ef oPineraSsaar-^of s •iCtilsiif for V tte Chi- 
nese."-- " ■ .,-iv ■ ■.■b''»>J't''^;->: 

The eliminating of China's groat 
statesman Is a matter of great con- 
cern to tho foreign representatives 
here. They considered him one of the 
props of. China's credit, and tho cre- 
ator of tho only policy towards tho 
powers that China ever possessed. 

Apprehension i.s felt of Y^&R Shi 
Kill's ability to escape from Pekin 
allvo. It is believed that he would pre- 
fer almost anything to refuge on ' for- 
eign soil. An Immediate reinforce- 
ment of the legation guards has been 
advised. It is not thought that Chang 
Chi Tung or Nan Tung supported the 
dismissal of Yuan Kal, which is re- 
garded aa revealing tho reactionary 
character of the regent. Furthermore, 
It indicates a concerted movement to 
re-establish an exclusive and abso- 
lute autocracy. 

It is now known that the regent a 
fortnight ago humiliated Yuan Shi 
Kal, who thereupon formulated his re- 
signation. The appearance of Prince 
Chlng's name by proxy on the edict dis- 
closes the fact that he has been ill for 
two days. It is reported that he in- 
jured himself by a fall, but tho gen- 
eral belief is that he had suffered a 
stroke of paralysis. It was propho/ied 
that Prince Chlng's career, since tlie 
succession, was ended, and this now 
would seem to be confirmed. Tlio gen- 
eral collapse of tho reform organiz- 
ation is predicted. It is believed that 
Prince Tang Shao Yi, who is now- In 
the United States, will be recalled. 
The position of Sliih Chang, viceroy of 
•Manchuria, has been for some timo 
precarious. Other high olllcials are 
threatened, including Yang Shi Siang, 
tho viceroy of tho province of Chill, 
and Chang Jan Chun, viceroy of Liang 
Kwang. 

Legations Surprised. 
The mem'aers of the diplomatic corps 
at Pekin are well-nigh thunderstruck at 

tliu sudden dismissal of Yuan Shi Kal. 

Tho step Is believed to be tho outcome 
of a ..Manohu plot, and there are indi- 
cations that the Japjincso representa- 
tive alone had any Inkling of what was 
on toot. Tlio foreign mlnister.s becamu 
cognizant of tho edict of dlsniissnl be- 
fore :i o'clock tills afternoon and two 
hours later the Xirltlsh, Gerni.Tii and 
American ministers were In conference 
at the British legation. The diplomats 
were slUl in conclave at V p. in. and It 
conseciuently will be Impossible to learn 
what course the l^idlng iiou-ers will 
take in this surprising development. 

The home governnu'iits will act only 
aCti^r an lntercli.-i.nge of ideas, 'DUt there 
i.i reasun to believe tonight that Prince 
Cl.iiig. president ot the board of foreign 
tiffalrs, will be waited upon tomorrow 
by a strong diplomatic combination, 
such as the Britlsli, German and Amer- 
ican repre!.:entatives here. 

'I'horo is nothing to Indicate that the 
dismissal of Vu.-ui .Shi Kal means dan- 
ger to foreigners, but the good nemo 
of Cliliia's managi-nient of the crisis, 
following the demlsi; of tlio lOmperor 
and the Uowager l-Jmpress and the ap- 
pointment of a Fuecessor , lias been 
s\se-i)t away by this vindictive act whii^li 
will astcmlsh and arouse the out.side 
world, cripple Chlrja's credit and jiost- 
pono the withdrawal of foreign troops 
jirobably five years. Yuan Shi Kai's 
feeling are as yet unknown and the le- 
gations are anxiously awaiting a clue 
to the throne's future course of bcUon. 

Washington, D. C, Jan. 2. — ^Yuan Shi 
Kai's office corresponds to that of 
premier of Britain, and the action of 
the Ciiinese govcriunent Is considered 
in official circles in Washington as lit- 
tle short of revolutionary. Yuan was 
regarded las one of the most progressive 
of Chinese statesmen, .and the feeling 
Is general that the n-lgniag powers liave 
made a great mistake in forcing him 
from office at this important stage in 
the affairs ot the govermiicnt. Tho 
earnest wish was expressed 'nero today 
that the decision dismissing him may 
be recalled. The excuse given in tlie 
pres.s dispatches tor Yuan's dismissal 
is regarded as a flimsy one and rldlcu- 
lou.s. Yunn's disphieemunt is attributed 
to Mancliu, .tealousy. as he liail a great 
many enemies among the IMancbus. 

Nan Tung, his Successor, has 'been in 
tho foreign office a groat many years, 
and Is regarded as an oble man, but not 



of such progressive and advanced ideas 
as Yuan. About 50 years old. Nan Tung 
is a Manobu.ia people Intensely jealous 
of tha^.aoht^vementS! of Yuan Shi Kal, 
who is a Chinaman proper. Non Tung 
Is also the gonernl commander of tho 
Pekin police, and In lltOii had conferred 
upon him tlio office of grjind secretary 
of the imperial government, a purely 
honoray position in tho empire. 



Snubbed by the Kaiser 

Berlin, Jan. 2 — Con.sldorablc com- 
ment has been aroused by tho fact that 
Emperor William at the New Year's 
day reception yt-.^terday refrainetl from 
offering his hand to Count Von Stol- 
berg-Werengorode, the president of 
the relchstag. Tho incident is re- 
garded as an Intentional snub, express- 
ing Ills majesty's resentment against 
tho reiclistag for that body's frank 
criticisms of hi.s course In the matter 
of tho interview with him printed in 
the London Daily Telegraph last 
October. 



Father John of Cronstadt 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 2 — The noted 
priest. Father John of Cronstadt, is 
dead. He had for some time been 
suffering from chronic dropsy and In- 
iestlnal complaints. Father John was 
born in l!i2'J. He became a- priest of 
the Andrew church at Cronstadt. Ho 
drew aliout him hosts of followers, 
the enipcu'or constantly befriended lih-i. 
A iillgriinage of the jiresent empress 
to tlie shrine of St. Eraphln, which 
among jjious Ilussians was belie'-v ed 
to have been responsible for the birth 
of the desired heir to the throne, was 
undertaken on Father John's atlvice. 
He was autlior of si.x volumes of 
sermons and religious works. His best 
known controversy, that with Count 
Tolstoi, was waged with great fervor, 
both in the press and pulpit.

Anotlier Crime Laid to Ac- 
count of Niglit Riders of 
Terinessee. 



Union City, Tenn., Jan. 2.— An at- 
tempt to assassinate Attorney-General 
CaldwoU;^yiaB;fii5aae -tonight near li la 
honio here.

Mr. Caldwell was followed from the 
depot by a man who shot at him twice 
as he noared his home. Union City, is

The defence rested in Its case in the 
night rider trials this afternoon, and 
tho state began its rebuttal testimony, 
which wdll be concluded on Monday.

Curlln drove some of tho de- 
fence's witnesses to Walnut Log on 
the night the flsh docks were burned, 
and saw them leave his conveyance to 
join the night riders. On cross- 
examination he .said he took two 
quarts of whiskey isrlth him on the 
drive, and said at the end of It ho 
had a little less than a quarter left 
Asked if this had not made him "feel 
his oats," he grew indignant and re- 
jilled: "What"? Drunk on a quart In 
an hour's drive? AVliy, t can prove 
by Undo Bill Gibbs that I drink a 
quart bjfore breakfast and never 
feel it."

"In spite of herculean efforts, the 
Fuccor is still insulllcient. In the more 
remote regions tho unhappy injured 
are crying for want of food and medical 
tre.-itment.

Dyiria of Hunger 

Messina, Jan. 2. — Tho town is thor- ' 
oughly occupied b.v troops now. The 
sufferings of persons still burled in 
the ruins of fallen buildings here, who 
are slowly dying from hunger, is aw- 
ful to contemplate. Several persona 
have died gnawing at their arms and • 
hands, evidently delirious from pain ; 
and hunger. One woman had her . 
teeth fixed firmly In The leg of a dead 
body. 

The archbishop of IMessina has been 
found, sLill living, in the ruins of ills 
palace. 

The stories related by the survivors : 
in tho hospitals and at the food sup- 
ply stations, where rations are Issued 
twice a day, j-edoct the horror of tho 
fateful 2Sth of December. A cobbler . 
named- Prancesco ;\Iissiano relates 
tliat immediately after the first shock 
ho and his wifo and children rushed , 
into the street. Fires were breaking', 
out all round them. Hearings groans. 'v 
from a pile of debris nearby, the cob- 
bler made a hurried examination. He , 
found two girls dying. The Koaa of 
one was split open, while the,, cbost . 
of the other/had been crushed In. The 
cobbler picked up a baby, but the In- : 
fant expired In his arms. Seized with 
mail terror, the man 'fled towards the 
sea. It took li'ls party two hours and 
a half to traverse thn heaps ot ruins 
between his house and the w.aterfront. 
After placing his family in safety he 
r^-t.urned to seek his mother and sis- 
ters, but he was obliged to give up 
the effort. During the ihlrty-slx hours 
tho cobbler jiasseil among the ruins he 
did not see more than ,5,000 or 6,000 
survivor.i. Ho estimated the number 
of (lead at 130,000 and .say.s that about 
220 people succeeded in getting away 
from the city. This man owes his 
safety to the fact that he lived in a ' 
one-storey house. He says no help.' 
arrived for thirty hours after -the'.' 
catastrophe. 

Yesterday an old man who had lost 
all his family was seen going about 
tho ruins vainly asking for food. Ho 
had loaded himself down with his 
most valuable possessions. While on 
one of the docks he suddenly called 
out: "As nobody heliia me I will die." 
and with tliese words he threw lilmHolf 
Into tho sea. A sailor dragged him 
out. 

Bereft of Family 

Signer VId.ala, the proprietor of a . 
local newsiiaper, aays thM.t ho was su- a 
pcrlntending the printing ot an edition 'J 
wlien the shook came. He managed " 
to get out to tho street before tho 
building collapsed. He made his way 
to his lionio and found his family 
among the ruins. 

-As Vidala was telling. his tale, a 
wild-looking individual in strange

It wlll|;be recalled; that*.,wbon the 
Royal Cominissldn on Transportation 
visited this city one of tho matters 
specially brought to Its attention, and 
one of the subjects which received a 
very large amount of attention. In Its 
report, was the desirability of pro- 
viding the shortest, cheapest and best 
way "from the plains of Alberta to 
tlie ports of Vancouver Island." The 
question was a new one to the Com- 
missioners, but at the close of their 
session, Mr. Reford, chairman of the 
board, said it was tho most interesting 
matter that had been brought to their 
attention. The change that Has come 
over the public mind in this respoi't 
l.s remarkable. It Is well known tluit 
extension to tho Pacific coast v>as 
almost forced upon tho Grand Trunk 
liLoplo by Sir Wilfrid Laurler, and if 
we say that, even after the very 
liberal assistance given by parliament 
had been voted, the gentlemen at the 
head of the new enterptlse wore not 
specially entluialastlc about the west- 
ern end of it, we do not think wc will 
be doing them any injustice. Now 
wo venture to believe that they regard 
the prospticts of west-bound tralllc 
as at least as encouraging from the 
standpoint of earning capacity as 
ea.st- bound traffic. Brltttb Columbia 
has been some time In coming Into its 
own in respect to the ttdvantages of Its 
geographical i)osUlon, but the outlook 
Is vcr.\- favorable now. .\ writer in the 
I Calgary Herald gh es tho following 
I fans which are of great Interest in 
tills connection: 

Time and cost of delivery are two 
essentials in the determining which 
way our grain will move, and the fol- 
lowing figures will show for them- 
selves just why tho western route is 
feasible. 

Taking f.'algary as a centre upon 
which to base these rates, it Is found 
that the rate from that point to Liver- 
pool, Glasgow or London la, via: Fort 
William, 53 l-2c, time reaulred 50 
days: Montreal, 63 l-2c, time required 
50 days; Pacific, Tehuantapec railway 
and Atlantic ocean, from Vancouver, 
45c, time required 50 days; Vancouver 
and Suez canal, 45c, time required 80 
days; Vancouver and Capo Horn, 4Bc, 
time required 120 days. 

It is figures like the above which 
have at last drawn a fair percentage 
of trailie westward. What then may 
bo expected when the Panama canal Is 
completed, via which the rate to Great 
Britain will not bo more than 37 l-2c, 
and tho time required in tho neighbor- 
hood of oT) days. 

These matters lend force to the 
contention which the Colonist has boon 
making in favor of an understanding 
between tho provinces of British Co- 
lumbia and Alberta In regard to rail- 
way construction.

The most irritating 
element In tho situation, however, 
continues to be the Turkish boycott 
on Austrian goods.

It this 
is true more than half the Industrial 
activity of Austria may soon be hope- 
lessly crijipled. Thus a substantial 
liroportion of the business men of

Christmas day ought to be taken and 
a conference of the European powers 
concerned ought to be held as soon 
as jiosslble. Now that Russia has 
Indicated, through M. Iswolsky'a 
speech, that It does not Intend to pro- 
test against the annexation of Bosnia 
and Ui-rzegovina, it is f(;lt that .\ns- 
tria should not continue to h.old its 
stiff-necked attitude. 



Some In tereayng statistics respect- 
ing {he totaP *o^tp|tj 'of gold In the 
United' States during the year just 
closed are furnished by a Washington 
correspondent. We presume that the 
figures for Alaska would on invcstiga- 
timi be found to have bc<'n based to 
some extent upon the output from the 
Yukon district. But to quote: "Gold 
production in the United States ag- 
gregated $9l),31 ;),l'5C. an increase of 
almost 51;, 000, 000. Silver aggregated 
51,790,053 fine ounces, a not decrease of 
4,700,000 ounces from the previous 
year. Africa yielded $105,000,000 in 
gold, an increase of more than $13,- 
000,000. Alaska, California, Colorado 
and South Dakota showed increases in 
gold, reaching altogi'ther over $10,500,- 
000. De^roa.ses In Utah of 3,500,000 
ounces, Colorado of 1,250,000 and Idaho 
of 1,500,000 were notable in the silver 
output. The injuneliona against smel- 
ters on account of objectioiiiible fumes 
caused quite a shrinkage in tho output 
of both gold and silver in Utah, and 
the labor troubles early in the year 
had a similar effect on the yield of 
.Xevada. The shrinkage in these st.Ues, 
wltli tlie losses on some less Important 
producing sections, cut dOwn the In- 
croaso for the entire United States to 
about $6,000,000."

Xn 1857 the 
Hudson's Bay Company was still in 
full control and seemed lllicly to re- 
main 30 Indeflnltely, but events pro- 
gressed more rapidly than any person 
foresaw, and the close of tho half cen- 
tury sees- between Lake Superior and 
tho Paeilie Coast four Provinces not 
mer«'ly well organized politically, but 
traversed by rtiilroads and rapidly fil- 
ling up with settlers.

PLAYING GAME BY SIGNALS 



Guards Occupy Most Thank- 
i less and DifficQlf Positions " 
'\ On tfie Team 



Occupying the position n£ guard up- 
on a basket-ball team Is usually a 



obKcure oflico in.stead of dropping tho 
pastlnio altogether. In order that 
some of the oblivion may bo lifted 
from about the position of guard, 1 
have introduced a series of suard 
plays and from time to time I will 
renew the possibilities oi adding bril- 
liancy to the porfornianco of duties 
in that role by other combinations. 

Here, I am prctientlng tho first 
guard play of tho scries. This form- 
ation (as In the left-)iand dlasraim) 
In known aa "leCt forward to right 
saiard In right forward's position." 
The left forward (No. 1) as In other 
play.s, takes tho ball from tho center 
on the jump and shoots it diagonally 
across the floor to the right guard 
(No. fi) who has come up the lloor 
at a high rate of speed to the position 
which a minute previous was occupied 
by the right forward (No. 2). i'Yom 
that point No. 5 trios for a goal. 

The guards dash down tho playing 
arena neccsaarily leaves the left for- 
-ward-of ^thie .opposing team uncovered. 
Thls!hole 3s filled ,by the center (No. 
3) who drops back to that opponent 
until tho guard in tho play shouts 
that he will take his own man. Tho 
center, however, must not leave tho 
opposing forward until the play lias 
been completed and then only on cog- 
nizance of No. 5, who, if occasion 




thankless juli. "What lionor.s there, 
are to be divided are split among the 
forwards and center. 'I'lie gu.-ird, un- 
less a marvel, rarely scores goals be- 
cause he must defend the basket at 
the opposite end of the floor. Con- 
sequently he works valiantly keeping 
the sphere from entering tho net of 
the opposing live and plays through- 
out tho game unncitlced — unless ho 
happens to err. His is much liiie 
that of the jiosltion of lineman on a 
football team, who, if .slow, is un- 
ceremoniously bumped from liehiiid 
by his own backs, and if fast, his op- 
ponents centre their efforts to "get his 
goat." 

But we can't all bo forwards and 
centers and in consequence the devel- 
opment of guards is t&r harder a 
proposition than that of training men 
'for other positions on a basket-ball 
team. Tho guard's entire theme Is 
defense except when participating in 
a signaled play. Therefore, because 
there arc few honors for the guard, 
bis work in breaking up tlio forma- 
tions of the opposing tenni and his 
"sticking" (lualitie.s should be en- 
couraged by till; captain of a team 
and cheered by 'luijportersi with the 
same zest that Is accorded tho forward 
scoring wonders. 

For these reasons pay , tribute to 
the athlete whose love for the game 
tclI6 him that if be Isn.'t possessor of 
rapld-flre scoring quaUHcatlons he 
should do what he can in a more

of No. 3. 

While tho play is being carried 
out No, 2 crosses the floor in front of 
the basket, taking up the place whicln 
until a moment before was occupied 
by No. 1. Tho latter goes to a point 
directly In front of the goal, while 
tile gu.'ird In tho play holds his place 
on the right-hand side of tho goal. 
'I'hus all points from which the sphere 
may l)onnd in case of failure to cage 
it, are eo\'eri'd, 

In e\■o|^•in,:^ this jilay I h.ave ."^o ar- 
ranged Uii; ijlacing of men lliat it is 
possible to continue the series of 
passes in case the gu.-ird linds hlni.self 
lilocliod or otherv.'i.se hampered in tos- 
sing for tlio goal. I'"or In.stnnce, sup- 
pose that No. 5 Is .stopped fron Hhoot-- 
Ing at the basket, ho rr.ay clihor toss 
the ball to No. 2 on the other side 
of the goal, or Noi 1 coming down the 
floor to cover his place In front of 
the ■goal. No. 2 may secure the 
leather and find himself blocked from 
a try at tho net, in which case No. 1 
Is adojjted as a resource. Or tho 
guard may again find himself free, 
in which Instance he' is given the ball 
for tho jiostponed effort. 

In the d Ingram to the right, the left 
guard Is given an opportunity to show 
his splinting and biisket-tosslng abil- 
ity. In tills ease the right forward 
runs up to a point opposite tho center, 
i(H.elveB the ball and passes It di- 
agonally across tho floor to the guard 
under the goal. The center drops 
back to cover tho right forward of 
the opposing team, while the left for- 
•ward of tho flvo represented as tho 
aggressor crosses the lloor and No. '2 
lakes his stand in front of tho goal 
lo intercejit a posslljlc carom of tho 
sphere. As I have .stated before, tho 
l>ulk of tiio i-ffort for the success of 
these plays depoij^s on tlie jumping 
of your center. If ho cannot out- 
Jump his opponent It is up to tho 
guards to secure tho ball and continue 
tho formation at ^he' point which it 
has reached by the time the guards 
get down to work. If broken up at 
(hat tlmo tho general scrimmage goes 
on and tho plays, at least those given 
up to this time, are out of the ques- 



tion untill some one has scored and 
the ball again Is tossed up in the cen- 
ter. ' 

I have laid stress upon the fact that 
guard plays are dangerous, for they 
nece.'ssarily leave one of the opposing 
forwards uncovered for a short period 
of time and the possibility always o.x- 
ists that the ball may lind Its way 
into hi.s possession and, being un- 
guarded, points are almost certain to 
bo added to the -total, which your men 
like to see kept at a low point. 

When using these formations every 
precaution involved In the principle 
of defense during the maneuvers of 
tho ball must bo exerted. The guard 
must not show over ambition In cen- 
tering his efforts to score too long, 
for he alone can best keep his op- 
posing forward from scoring and tho 
c(;nter knows his individual opponent 
bettor than does the guard. Tlicre- 
fore, I would advise a guard to make 
It a point W'hen taking part in signaled 
plays, to get back to his place under 
the opponents' goal tho instant the 
sphere is about to be relayed back 
to dangerous territory. 

The practice of sprinting starts Is 
one of the best plans. If known^ for 
developing the guard's speed In 
journeying from his position to one 
under the basket. You will note that 
he must bo Just twice an fast In his 
movements as his forward:- who Is to 
take the sphere from the center. For, 
while No. 1 (as in diagram to tho left) 
Is moving to a point opposite the 
center. No. 5 traverses practically tho 
entire length of tho lloor. To ac- 
comrilish this feat I have coached 
guards to start for tho objective point 
the instant the' referee- .tosses' the 
sphere up In the center. Even then 
the guard having reached the position 
from ' which he tosses for tho goal 
has no time to turn to receive the hall, 
lie must take it oxf.r his left shoulder, 
imless, of course, he in entirely free 
from interference on the part of his 
opponents. In that case plenty of 
time may perhaps bo taken to guage 
the distance to the goal and throw the 
ball accordingly.

Wreckers' Barbarity. 
News wus brought by the Monteagle 
of shocking barbarity to thu-survlvors 
and victims of the disasters to the 
Japanese steamers Glnsci Maru and 
Nagato Maru, which woi-e, lost near 
Chefoo. In all 750 lives Were lost. The 
few sm-vivors wlio reached ' the shore 
were murdered hy the coast villagers, 
with the -exception of one Chinese, 
who hid from the wreckers. .\s fast 
as the bodies were wa.-ilied asliure they 
were not only slrippeii of all their 
clotliiiig and rol)bed of any mone.v 
found on their persons, but even their 
teeth were pulled out to get at the 
gold contained in them, and their 
lingers were cut off for the sake of the 
rings. It is stated that among these 
unfortunates there were a number of 
laborers returning from :\lancluiria 
with th(^ iiroceeds of the years sav- 
ings, and also a number of persona 
who liad visited Antung and its neiKli- 
hurliood for the purpose of purchasing 
the wild sills cocoons which are pro- 
duced In the country north of the 
Yalu, and which are carried every 
year to Chefoo to bo there reeled and 
spun. 

Fighting In Formosa. 

A passenger from l'\>rmnsa on the 
Jvlonteagle says there Ikw been .severe 
lighting bi^lween llie .lapanesi> trooi's 
and the aborigines in Formosa. 'J"lu; 
;\Ionlua.gIe brought news of tlu; nias- 
saere of a Jajjanese garrison at the 
cast coast of the Island. It seems tliat 
the aborigines plotted an insurn eii .n 
and attacked the regular force of Aiyu. 
which seems to have numbered only 
30. The fate of the Alyu Is not dennlte- 
ly ascertained, but it is believed that 
tlioy were all butchered. It is evident 
that the Insurgents must be in con- 
siderable force, for they surrounded 
!ind completely checked the advance 
of a delachmi.nt which was proceed- 
ing to tile relief of the above 30 men. 
Tills detachment lost 1) of its number, 
and would have been destroyed had 
not another force succeetled In brc'il;- 
ing the Investing lino and et'reetcd a 
timely rescue. A body of troops con- 
sisting or .artilh.'ry and infaiury — two 
batteries of the former and two com- 
panies of the latter are spoken of — - 
liave ))een sent from 'J'aipeli by forced 
marches to the scene of the eata.Mtro- 
l)he. 'I'he iii;nii/;eiUs have succeeded 
in cutting the li'legraiih wii-es eom- 
nniiiicating witli a jilace calli-d Co- 
x.enjo, where a number or lal>oriTs are 
emiiloyed on works of i-eelaH);i t ion. It 
may turn out that tlie.se ne u al.so liavi' 
been murderei). 'I'lie pl.aee nf lliese 
Incidents is near K.irenko. wliieii Is 
near the east c'oasl or the island, and 
was for some time the jirincipal 
stronghold the insurgents. 

Japanese Subsidies. 

News w.-.s In-oughl by the Monteagle 
that the ileclsion (jf the .lananese 
government, exii; i-ted tliis month, with 
regard to subsidies to steamship ser- 
vices, will bo to (Ix the iiresent outlay 
as a limit, but to increasi> the iniinber 
of .'iervii.'i'lj. As to the laws for en- 
iMUnviging navigation and slil|)ballding, 
they liav<! still a consiib'rable time to 
run, and thered'ore no liasly decision 
iiecMl lie taken with regard to them.

! 'ipect to those preceding it. Undoubt- 
;' odly Mr. Hartniani\ Is u master of the 
' vi(Hhi, and e(iually undoubtedly MIbh 
i Coodson iy a pianiste of remarkable 
. powers, l)ut the concert was never- 
' iheless some\s'hat of a disappointment. 
Mr. llartmann gave a remarkable ex- 
hibition of niualeal cobwebs, by which 
the cobwebs that get In tlio corners 
(It a room are not meant, hut those 
whose delicate, tracery Is, found spark- 
, Img wltli -tlow In the early summer 
: mornings — ^very- graceful, very beauti- 
: lul. and very unsubstantial. One can 
easily suppose that In his peculiar 
iiK^thod he has no equal. Greater dell- 
iMi'v of tone, or greater sweetness It 
Is IK hard to iniaglno, probably It Is 
Impossible, but while the audience 
j marvelled ;;t llie teehiUriuo whioJi en- 
abled the player to proiluce sucli ru- 
, suits, their hearts were untoiiehed. 
: ri'.ere waj no appeal to humanity in 
hi:' ijlaying, and su'di nn appeal is 
^ wnat one expects at times, at least, 
[ from a master of the violin. He came 
ne.-irest to this In tlie Cradle Song ot 
MacDowell, but even there he fell 
short of It. Tlie Zephyr, by Kubay, 
was exquisitely rendered, but it also 
lacked the huni-in touch. He keeps his 
hearers expectant, they wait for 
something that does not come. They 
admire, they wonder at the perfection 
I ol the teelinlque, they learn of a qual- 
Itv in the violin, which perhaps tliey 
(lid not suspect, but they are not sai- 
1 Isiied. Just as Kubellk's marvelloi s 
I perfection of execution made one hcpe 
that he would break a string or <lo 
something to arouse the human side 
of his nature, so In listening to Hart- 
niann one could hardly refrain from 
a wish that he would be provoked by 
something to give at least one note 
that would set the blood tingling. 

As a pianiste Miss Goodson undoubt- 
edly scored. Her strong feature is 
her interpretations. Many pianists 
equal her In technique, but her ideas 
of interpretation are unlciue. Tills 
was speciall ynotlceable in the Prelude 
by Chopin, and Llsxt's Rhapsodie No. 
XII. She is everything else than con- 
ventional; Is daring aiul forceful. Her 
fortissimo pa.ssages are majestic and 
her jiedalllng exceedingly effective. 
She plays with a freshness which lias 
a charm of Its own. 

'riie concerted mimhers for the violin 
and piano cannot be called successful. 
The temperament of the two artists is 
sn different that even if tliey were 
better acquainted witli eacli other's 
style, it is doubtful if they woukl 
make an effective combination. Miss 
Goodson delights in tours de force, Mr. 
Hartinann love.'i what Is daliit\' .-md 
gentle. l'\)r playing in concerto, artists 
slioiild he in a sense th(^ eomidement 
of each other. They should share in 
the same conception ot the composer's 
thought, and, while in an artistic ren- 
dition of a musical theme the highest 
elfects may sometimes be produced by 
contrast, the changes ought not to be 
aljrupt. Those present at the concert 
will recall instances where, when the

Clagny, dealing with the organiza- 
tion of the legislative authority in 
time of war. The author of this Bill 
proposed that wlien a war bretiks out 
til,' two Houses of Parliament siiall 
UH-et as a N;itlonul Assembl>-. and ap- 
point ,"iO delegates, composed of ;!0 
de|iuties and I'O senatots, who .sliall bo 
responsil)le for tile e.xereise of the 
legislative power while tlie wai' lasts. 
"1 do not nii^an," -jald ,M. Clautiiier do 
Clagny, "to demand an Immediate vote 
from the chamber, but merely to liring 
the (luestion bi'forc i)ublle opinion." 
Till' l.!ill was sent to a committee. 

It ui)penrs lliat the autlior of the Bill 
holds that existence of Parliament in 
time of war would bo incompatil)le 
wltli tlie national defence. ills jioint 
is that a Ministerial crisis at such a 
moment, nut . tp jspealc: of JnterBOlla- 
tlons and lobby intrigues, might be fa- 
tqj to military success. 



Provinces Distressed By the 
Impohs on Importation of 
Foodstuffs . 



Milan, Jan. 2.— The popular agitation 
In Italy against tho inltiultous taxa- 
tion of crfrn and "fWur, \Vhloh, after 
Spain,.4a actually the •highest- in Eur- 
ope, thrQEtcna to assumu serious pro- 
portions, since Signer Carcano, Minis- 
ter of Finance,' has definitely announc- 
ed In his Budget Kpeech that tlio Gov- 
ermneiit have no Intention either of 
ttbollKhing or reducing m- eve.'i -sus- 
pending file said tax in those provinces 
M-hlcli are most sorely crushed by the 
previilllng agrlcultiu'al and industrial 
crises. 

Tile abolition of the grain duties 
would, Hignor Cai'eaun d-'clared, in- 
volve a reduction in the military cx- 
liendlture, a course uiiieii the ccnintry 
certainly woukl not lolerate, above all 
at the in-esent period of disquiet. A 
suspoirjlon policy, he argued, would 
render the reimposltlon of the tax im- 
possible, besides preventing the com- 
pltttlon of urgent public works, and 
would also placu Stoclt Exchanges and 
tlie general public at the mercy of un- 
scrupulous specil)ators.

tariffs.

Kinlcy's llrst election. By McKin- 
ley's second election the period in 
which tho liberal constructionists wero 
In power exceeded that of tho strict 
constructionists for tho llrst time since 
the balance was destroyed in favor 
or tho latter in 1813. 

By the election of Koosevolt and 
Taft the period of liberal construc- 
tion of tho Constitution by the execu- 
tive power will ■ exceed that of strict 
construction by twelve yep.rs. During 
the fifty-two years succeeding' 18G1 the 
Republican party wilt have boon In ex- 
ecutive power forty --four years and tlio 
Democnitic party only olght years. Of 
the last thirteen Presidential elections 
tlie Republicans have won eleven and 
tho Democrats only two. The following 
table shows to tho eye the varying 
struggle between those two schools of 
Interpretation of the Constitulion 
since the establishment of our iiresc-nt 
form ot government In 17Sy. It also 
shows Unit although the llrst four De- 
mocratic Prosidents were re-eleeUd, 
no Uemocratlc President has bceu re- 
elected to succeed lilniHelf since Ja("Ii- 
soii, In 1832. The llgures represent 
the number of years that each admin- 
istration held ofiloo:

JAPANESE SKIPPEBS 
■ AJEJRITICIZED 

Chinese Papers • Declare That 
Japanese Navigators 'Are 
Careless 



Shanghai.- Jan. 2. — Japanese na- 
vl.gators are being severely criticiz- 
ed as Incompetents al Slianghal. 
Some time' ago attention was call- 
ed in I he Japanese press to the 
large number of wrecks and caauallles 
reported In the Japanese inercanllbj 
marine, and aomo recent correspond- 
ence In the North China Dally News 
suggests that the majority of Japa- 
neao master marhu-ra — at least tliose 
seen in the neigliborliood of Shanghai 
— are far from being compolenl to 
handle the craft entrusted to their care. 
The Japanese shipmaster is s.aid to bo 
notorious for getting his ship Into 
trouble, running down or into other 
ships, wharves and pontoons, and on 
the subject of navigation in the -river 
Huangpu up to Shanshai, some serious 
charges arc made agnlnst the masters 
of Japanese steamers. 

.\inong tho letters on this subject 
which hiive nppearod In nnr .Shanghai 
contemporary is one from a writer who 
has acted as wharnngi-r for Messrs. 
Butlerlleld & Swire for ten years. This 
corresiiondenl say.s that the Jaiianese 
sbiimiasters are not only ignorant of 
their business, but when bringing their 
vessels alongside or taking them away 
pay no reg.ard whatever lo any orders 
they may rec(.|vc, generally with dls- 
iistrons results, or al least with a large 
amount of los.s of llnie and unneces- 
sary work', Anothei' writer monlions 
havijig seen a Japanese steamor e.\- 
perlence two successful collisions and a 
stranding in twenty minutes, which ho 
consldera a record. It is certainly an 
unenviable one. 

Complaint is also made as lo the 
nianner In which many Japanese 
sle!Liiiers are taken up the river, it 
Is said to be a notorious fact that 
these steamers go to the Bell Buoy 
and anchor until a coaster or other 
sloanier which has taken a pilot comes 
along, when they promptly get under 
weigh and follow lln.' otiior steamer 
in. This answers vcr\' ivell till they 
get lo Woosung, from which point they 
have to navigate the Huangpu alone, 
thereby becoming a danger to Ihem- 
solves .and otliers, since, "generally 
speaking, they know little or nothing 
of tlie Inner river, the rule of the road, 
or anything else that goes towards the 
safe handling of shipping." This Is a 
rather severe Indictment, and ono 
which It would ijo well to accept wltli 
considerable reserve. A Plorweglan 
captain — taking up," the cuclgcls for 
some of his countryiojen, who were also 
said to be offenders- in this respect, 
.says that the navigation up river to 
"VVoosung presents ■:np - drfflculty to 
handy ships of mod.orate sl7,o, and that 
he has never had ahytroublc in taking 
his ship up to Shanghai; but, how- 
ever, easy the passage may be, if the 
master of a vessel knows iittlo or no- 
thing of the rule oJ the road or any- 
thing else that goOHi .'towards tho safe 
handling of ablppirt;?- Iho safest pas- 
sage becomes dangerous to other ves- 
sels in the vicinity. We observe that 
In the general ciindeninatlou of Japa- 
nese shipmasters, an exception ia made 
to ll)(. coniinaiulera of the Nippon Yu- 
aen Kalaha steamers, it being stated 
that the N. Y, IC, "stands out in con- 
trast to the rest of the Japanese ship- 
ping as a !jrif;lit example of a well- 
managed and safe business enterprise, 
as accidents to the steamers of this 
company within the pilotage waters of 
the port (Shanghai) are practically 
unknown, 

Tliese criticisms from Slianghai go to 
coiuirm the statements made In the 
Japanese \'ernaciilar press some time 
ago that, owing to the rajiid Increase 
of Japan's inorcantlle licet following 
the v.'ar, men witli very limited e.Ni^eri- 
ence were given command of ships, 
with the result that accidents of all 
kinds have become more numerous, 
and marine Insurance companies have 
sustained some heavy losses. The 
Shanghai wharfinger referred to above 
mentions that he .-»aw . a Japanese 
steamer come Into MoJI, let go her 
anchor, part her chain, and nearly cut 
another ship In two. Shortly after, 
anothet vessel did the same thing, 
and cut th<' lirst one down, sinking 
.her with riuito a number of horses. 

''Tli-ere was no necessity for any of 
these disa.^ters, they we<-r> .timply tho 
result of inexperliMico and Ignorance 
of the lirst rules of sranianshlp. But 
then Moji is in Japan, and Ih-ey do 
not seem to mind Irlllos of this kind, 
as the place is strewn with wrecks 
from collision."

The great distances between 
porta and other physical and economic 
conditions rccpiir.o boats of low Initial 
and nialnlciKinco cost. 

Since UiicKly settled countries, sach 
as lUilv and France, lind concrete boats 
econoniical, It is tho best asBuranco 
llmt America, with cheap raw materi- 
als for making concrete, can proflt by 
their experience. 

Royalty Takes the Veil 

In the course of tho last week two 
women of royal blood have bid fare- 
well to the world's pomiis and vani- 
ties and taken the veil. One is a niece 
of King Edward, the widowed Grand 
Duchess Serge of Russia. She has en- 
tered the convent of the Blue Nuns 
at Moscow, which numbers ainong its 
Inmates many members of distinguish- 
ed Muscovite families. 

The Grand Duchess Elizabeth I'oo- 
dorovna— such is lier Russian title— is 
4 4 and was married at the age .it 20 lo 
Serge, the Czar's uncle, who was as- 
sassinated at Moscow in l'J05, Train- 
ed in the niost rigid ProtealaiiUsni 
she witlistni-'d for seven years persist- 
ent efforts to convert lier lo orlliodoxy, 
but she was linally baptised according 
to Russo-Greek rites. 

The other royal nun is Princess Ade>- 
lalde of Bourbon, aged 23, daughter of 
Duke Bobert of Parma, who is famous 
among Eiinipoan royalties for his large 
family of uveniy children. The duke 
died suddenly last November. He was 
a son of Doulso of France, sister of 
the Count of Chambord and conse- 
duentlv a descendant in three lines 
from Louis XV, through Phillip V, 
Elizabeth of France (daughter of Louis 
XV), and through the Duke de Berry. 

In the Benedictine convent at Ryde, 
Isle of Wight, Princess Adelaide will 
be known simply as Sister Mary- 
Benedict, She was an Intrepid horse- 
woman and possessed a lively and 
cheerful dlspoBltlon. which mado her 
a leading spirit in all tlie amusements 
of the court, and her determination to 
forsake the world for the cloister came 
as a surprise to all wlio luicv lier.

Tills was the lirst rein- 
forced concrete structure, and in 1S55 
M. I,anibol took out a patenl on ids 
Invention. His patent claims show 
Unit be considered reinforced eoncrele 
lo lu: speciall.v well adaiiled lo boat 
building, aays e'enient --\ge, -New York, 
In Lsm, Joseph Moiiier, a gardener of 
Paris, coiistrncti'd aoiiie water-tanlis 
and lases li.\' forming loncrete over a 
framework of wire netting,' Moilier 
is usually given credit for the discov- 
ery of reinforced concrete, but Dani- 
boi's patent shows that his discovery 
antedated Monler's by several years. 
Tho Idea of concrete boats seems to 
have been lost until 1907, when the 
Signorl Gnbollini. of Kome, construct- 
ed a reinforced concrete barge of 150 
tons burden for use on the Tiber and 
in coastwise trade. This boat has 
iieon used continuously since being 
iiuilt and has given excellent satisfac- 
tion. Subsequently, a large number 
of boats and barges of various kinds 
have been built In Italy and the Ital- 
ian Government has made many ex- 
periments and teats with satisfactory 
and practical results. Tho l.^roncli 
Government Is also investlgal Ing the 
use of concrete for use in ita navy. 
lOxpcrinients have been nuide In this 
country by a firm i.if englnei.>|-s of 
Kanaaa L'ity. Mo,, with concrete Imats' 
for navigating the .'Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi Rh'ers. 1'lie inodcjs wore 
those of a self-propelled river boat of 
100 tona burden and of a 150 ton barge 
with loaded drafts of 3 1-2 feel, the 
s.ifo niaxlmum (or the present Mis- 
aouri nivrr chan:icl. The boats were 
almost without keel, the bottoni of tlie 
hull sloiiing from the ahu-s lo a very 
slight ridge line In order to secure a 
light load draft. The data-,gnined from 
these nioricls taken wdtli the cahnila- 
tion of tho design of full sized boats 
of 300 tons and over, show that the 
difference In weight between steel and 
concrete, as applied to boat construc- 
tion, is comparatively small. Concrete

lotte. These caused much comment in ship- 
ping journals of Great Britain, some comment- 
ing ni^on the exlravai^ant proN'isions for trav- 
ellers of British Columbia waters. Especially 
dill the provision for cabiiis-de-lnxc excite ad- 
miration, some newspapers referring to ilie 
Princess Charlotte in conscqvience as the 
"honevmoon steamer." The observation 
room, saloons, smoking room, and all other ac- 
commodations on the new steamer arc design- 
ed splendidly and furnished most thoroughly. 
The interior arrangements are now being 
made ready for service, and it is expected the 
new liner will be ready for service in a short 
time. 

The Route to Victoria 

The route of the Princess Charlotte to this 

port covered two oceans, and the time made 
by the vessel shows the marvellous progress 
that has been made in ship-building and navi- 
gation in the past few years. 

Leaving Glasgow on Novemljer 2nd at 8 a, 
m., the start of the long voyage to Victo''ia 
was marked with dirty weather, and fresh 
breezes were ex]ierienccd after the channel 
was cleared next day, general rough seas be- 
ing encountered to Tenneriffe, which port was 
reached on November 7. After loading coal 
in the Azores the steamer had good weather 
until when nearing Montevideo, a strong gale 
was encountered. Tiiis was the first experi- 
ence with tile steamer in a heavy sea, and the 
manner in which slie acted aroused enthusiasm 
on board. At Montevideo 798 tons of coal 
was taken on board and two days after ar- 



rival the steamer resumed her voyage on ■No- 
vember 26. Good weather was had to the 
vStraits of Magellan, where the steamer an- 
chored for the night at Puntas Arenas. At 
daylight on November 30 she started through 
the straits, having clear but cold weather. 
Leaving the straits to enter the Pacific at 3 a. 
m. on December 1 a strong gale with long 
Cape Morn seas was met. The wind blew 
strong from the southwest, shifting to the 
northwest, and the steamer labored in a heavy 
sea; but slie acted excellently, proving herself 
a thorough ocean-i^oing vessel. No water 
came on board. The gale lasted 24 hours ami 
from that time no further incidents niarkcd 
the voyage until Coronel was reached on De- 
cember 5. 

After taking 400 tons of coal the Prince.sS 
started on December at 2.30 p.m. for Callao, 
and had fine weather nntil arrival at Callao 
on l.X'Cember i 1. There delay was encount- 
ered in coaling. I'uel had io be taken on 
board in the roadstead from lighters and a 
heavy .sea rolling in made the work difficult. 
About 400 tons was loaded and the steamer 
proceeded on December I'roiii the Peru- 

vian port gootl weather obtained until Vic- 
toria was reached, thdugb from the 2ritli hea\-y 
confused seas, the le;;acy of the recent gale.s 
were encountered, priiicipaib' from the nijrtb- 
west and westward. Suiul.'i)' afternoon the 

vessel ran in close to Point Reyes, where she 
signalled and when north of Cape Blanco the 
steamer Manning was sighted. Cape Flattery 
was reached on Tuesday night and the vessel 
anchored at VVilliam 'Head until daylight 
\\ ednesday. 

The Launching 

.At this lime it seems fitting to recall the 
Interest that attended the launching of the 
new steamer Princess Charh.itte when .--he left 
the ways at the Clyde last summer. The fol- 
lowing acconiit was at that time ])iiblish.ed in 
the Colonist ; 

The launch of the new C. P. R. ferry liner 
Princess Charlotte, superior to all passenger 
steamers of her kind on this continent and 
rivalling the world's best ferry steamers, by 
the Fairfield Shiijbuildiug & Engineering 
compan}-, of Glasgow, was a reremony of 
more than usual interest. The bninching was 
attended by brilliant weather, in which the 
Clydcside looked its best, and which shoueil 
to great advantage the beautiful lines of the 
vessel, before and after she entered the watei;, 
and. also the summer dresses of the ladies in 
the large party of specially invited guests who 
were on the launching platform. 

The launch was timed for half an hour be- 
fore noon, and it took |)lace prompt to ihe 
minute. INIrs. R. .Marpole, wife i)f the general 
executive assistant officer df the Can.adian 
L'acific railway company in British Cohuiibia, 



1:1 Victoria lady, released and named the ves- 
sel, breaking the bottle of wine on her bow. 
Among the others on the platform were Air. 
Marpole, Mr. Arthur P icrs, manager of the C. 
P. R. sttamship lines, ilr. and Mrs. C. Gard- 
ner- Jc hnson, Dr. Francis Elgar, chairman of 
directors of the Fairfield company, and Mrs. 
Elgar Admiral vSir Digby Morant and Colonel 
Paget Mosley, directors, Mr. Alex. Gracic, 
managing director, and Messrs. H. E. Deatl- 
man, A. W. Sampson, George Strachan, Alex. 
Cieo-horn, James Syine, and P. A. llillhouse — 
ail 'xtcutive officers 01 the Fairfield company; 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Elgar, and a large num- 
ber of representatives of the Board of Trade 
and lyioj'd's register of shipping, as well as 
triends of the builders of the vessel. 

After the new steamer had been safely 
floated and taken charge of by tugs for berth- 
ing in the firm's private dock for fitting-out 
purposes, the launching party adjourned to 
the large model room at the offices, where 
liniclicon was served. Dr. I'.lgar, \\\\o pre- 
sided, after gi\dng ihe loyal toasts, propnsed 
"Success to the Princess Charlotte and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company." Mrs. 
Marpole had, he said, come all the way from 
X'ictoria to take part in the ceremony that day, 
and they of the l'"airfiehl comiiany were e.s- 
cccdiii.glv iileascd t(j see her. They all admir- 
ed the grace with which she had named the 
\essel, and also her iletermination in doing 
it so eflecti\el\-. The Princess Charlv)tie was 
not a large ship, as ships now went. Three 
years ago they built for the Canadian Pacific 
railway com]^any the two large '■I%m[)resses, " 
now running in the Atlantic service. He be- 
lieved it was because .she was not so large as 
these that the new boat was taking the title 
'■rriiice-s." They all wi-hed her well, and 
lliev h'lped that she would ha\-e a successful 
career, and bo. besides, a credit lo her build- 
ers. The Canadian Pacific railway company 
were great shipowners — among the largest in 
the world. If ihcy went on as they were do- 
ing, some day ihey would be the largest. A 
great deal was being said now-a-days about 
an '•.MbKed Route." He believed that they 
already had an .-Ml-Red K'lute. It was being 
uorkcd now. They miglu go from Montreal 
bv Canadian Pacific steamers, thence to \"an- 
couN-er anil N'ictoria b}' Canadian Pacific 
trains, and afterwards \n .-Xustralia by Cana- 
ilian Pacific steamers. So an All-Hed route 
was already in existence, and it was only a 
question of developing it and making it faster 
than it was at iircscnt. The Camulian Pacific 
rail\\a\- cc-impany were working it, and be 
wislieii them all success. lie hopeil there 
would sfioii be .-^till faster ships on the .-Vllan- 
lie than -were imw running to Canada, and 
\er\- much faster shijis on the Pacific. They 
at Fairfield had had the greatest pleasure in 



working with Mr. Piers, and if they were to 
work further with the C. P. R. in such niat- 
ter.s— as they probably would — they wouid 
have the greatest possible pleasure in doing 
so again with him. 

Mr. Piers, in replying, said that up to about 
five years ago the trade in the Pacific Coast 
was carried on by steamers of about 13 knots, 
and it was evident that in order to get the 
business vessels of slightly greater speed 
would have to be obtained. 'JMie necessity 
for getting faster steamers was apparent, but 
instead of working up slowly, beginning 
with, say, 14 or 15 knots, the Canadian Pa- 
cific company had at once ordered a vessel of 
19 knots. This vessel had carried on the 
business since she was put into service, but 
more was now required. Dr. Elgar had said 
that the Canadian Pacific were large ship- 
owners, lie himself hoped that before long 
they would have still more ships, and have a 
very firm hold on the shipiiing business of the 
world, not only on the .\tlantic but also on the 
Pacific. The success of the company rested 
entirely on the juosperit)- of Canada. The 
Dominion toda}- differed in some respects 
from its neighbors. It was well .governed, had 
good l.'iws and banks which prc\-ented finan- 
cial crices — virtues which were not character- 
i.-^tic. to the same extent, of their neighbors. 
W hile times were not good on the North 
American continent, they were sufficiently 
promising in Canada to make them all proud 
and confident regarding the country. As to 
the new steamer, her success was already as- 
sured. That was not the first time that the 
h'airfield cfimpaiiy had built for the Canadian 
Pacific, and their former vessels had bee' 
\ery far indeed from failures. 

Admiral Sir Digby .Alorant proposed "The 
Health of Mrs. Marpole." at the same time 
piesenting Mrs. -Marpole with a .gold watch 
l;racelet as a si:iuvenir of the. occasion. 

?\lr. Piers, in pro])Osing "the Fairfield Ship- 
building and Engineering Company," cx- 
•prcssed his great regret at the absence of 
Ca])tain Meiwalt. their marine superintedent, 
who had foinul it imiiossilde to be present. 
During the three }ears he himself had known 
the Fairfield company, the Canadian Pacific 
had built three ty])es of steamers at the yard 
— live vessels in all. The three tyj)cs were 
totally different. This showed the great 
adaptability and versatility of the firm. In 
the first place, they built "the two large Em- 
press steamers, the Enipres of Britain and the 
Empress of Ireland. In these vessels they 
were restricted exceedingly by contract con- 
ditions. The shi])s had to trade where depth 
of water was limited, they were restricted as 
10 length, there had to be the finest and the 
largest possible passenger accommodation, 
large cargo earr^'ing capacity and a high rate 



of speed. It was a great compliment to the 
Fairfield company that they solved the prob- 
lem with complete success. (Applause.) The 
next pair of ships built for the Canadian Pa- 
cific at Fairfield were of a totally different 
character, and of a kind which had never been 
built previously at that or any other yard. 
'J'hey were to be cargo and passenger stean^' 
ers of high class for the inland lakes, and 
were to be finished at Fairfield and then they 
sfceamed across the Atlantic, and at the other 
side they were each cut in two and taken up 
for 600 or 700 miles by rivers, canals, and 
lakcd without a hitch, and now they were in 
their places in the Lake service. Next had 
come the Princess Charlotte, again a different 
type of vessel. She was of limited size, of very, 
high speed, and fitted after the style of the 
coastal and river steamers of North American 
In designing her the Fairfield company had to 
go to a considerable extent by information re- 
ceived from the Canadian Pacific company, 
under his own and Captain Mowatt's superin- 
tendence. The gentleman in charge of the 
Canadian Pacific steamers knew all that waS/ 
required, and in order to make sure that he 
was getting it he made a voyage across to see- 
the new vessel as she was being built. He 
was surprised to find that there was nothing 
whatever with which he could find fault. 
(Laughter.) In all the time he himself had 
had dealings with Fairfield his relations with 
the company had been of such a character that 
he felt as if he were among brothers. They 
quarrelled .sometimes, but they always made 
up again. They met each other half way, and 
tried not to be unreasonable. 



SKATING

"The Londoner in Canada" 




SPECIAL correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, wdio was recently in 
Canada, wrote from .\ew York an 
article on the conditions prevailing 
in British inimi.gration to Canada. 
Jle named his article "The Londoner 
in Canada." It deals with the subject with a 
straightforwardness that is startling. Some 
of the writer's findings are given in the 
following: 

".\ month ago I was in Toronto, and the 
owner of one of the best known journals in 
Canada showed me over the beautiful build- 
ing which he has had constructed as a home 
for his newspaper. It was in the afternoon, 
just as the ]japer was going to press, and, 
taking me to a window in his own office, the 
))roprietor drew my attention to a remarkable 
spectacle. In the street below was a crowd 
of between 200 and 300 men, practically every 
one of them an obvious Englishman. They 
were all waiting for the paper to "come out" in 
order that they might examine the adverti.--c- 
ments of "Situations vacant." There v.as a 
similar crowd, said the \ cteran journalist with 
whom I was talking, e\erv day his news- 
paper was pi-inteil. 

"I expressed my pity for the poor wretches 
who, in a strange country, a country to which 
they had emigrated in the hope of escaping 
from the curse of non-employment, had found 
that this curse had followed them across the 
sea. "'S'es," said the newspaper owner, "it is 
sad. terribly sad; but what can we do?' 'I'lien- 
is generally work in Canada for till who arc 
able to wm-k ; there is work for these men 
at the present time if they were callable o{ 
anything. But they are helpless, hopeless. 
Why do >'ou send such wretched creatures to 
us? They can do no good here; I believe they 
arc worse off in Canada than they were in 
England." 

"A few weeks ago," he continued, "I 
wanted a night watchman, and I sent my man- 
ager down to see if ho could not .get a good 
man out of the hundreds in the street. The 
man, of course, would have lo show references; 
but no skill was required, (lie work was easy , 
and th-i wages were pretty good. You notice 
how all those men there are formed into 
group-s? That is always the way, and my 
manager went to every group — every group. 
'Boys,' he said, 'there's a good job waiting for 
one of you. W'c want a night watchman — $15 
a weelc. .\'olhiiig tei do bin .attend to the fur- 
nace and wind up the lime clocks. The first 
man who can prove he's sober and trustworthy 
gets it." 



"And not a single man out of all those 
hundreds would take the place. They 'wanted 
their nights to lliemselvcs.' Can \'ou blame 
us Canadians if we gel sick of trying to help 
the out-of-work luiglishman ?" 

Perha|)S had I bvcn newly arri ved in Can- 
ada I should, in spite of the hii;li ar.thorit_\- 
from which 1 obtained this stury. have been 
disposed to doubt it, or at an}' rate ti; argue 
that the men concerned could not have been 
representative, that by some extraordinary 
chance it was a crowd of hopeless derelicts 
which had collected (jutside the newsi)apcr 
f»fficc that iiarticular allern(u.)n. Pnit, 1 regret 
to sa}'. what I iiiyseli bad seen and heard had 
all gone tfi corruborate this indirinunit nf the 
i'aiglish oiil of-work. <Jne gentleman, a W'iii- 
iiipeg bu'-iness man. li.ad recently recpiiied a 
.-lenogr;q.dier and typewriter. .-X youngs b'-ng- 
li-liman who had just arrived with his wife 
piresented himself, showed himself capable, 
and was engaged. Me was to travel in 
.Alberta with his employer for a month, and 
then settle down pernianenlly in \\'imiipeg. 
lb' failed either to aj^pear or to write .any ex- 
planation, and when he wa- found he declared 
that he bad decideil ni>t lo lea\t- his wife foi' a 
month. .\nd the pair of them were starring! 

".\nolber iravellei' lold how he bad be- 
come interested in a young Fnglish coujile, 
had given the man $2. and had later called at 
(lie address given. One dollar of the two liad 
been spent on bottled beer, in spite rif the fact 
lhai tlu're were a star\-ing- wife ;iud child. 
"Aly husband always 'as to 'ave his beer,'' the 
woman had remarked with jiride. 

"IjUI it is useless to gi\e further instances, 
ft was a dreadful thing lo hear these keen- 
faced, clear-eyed, smartly-dressed Canadians, 
prosperous, happy, vigorous, discussing the 
"Old Country" as though it were a land of 
imbeciles, "played out," to use their own ex- 
pression. 1 asked them if they did not know 
oi other cases in which Englishmen had 
"made good." "Lots of them." one of the 
travellers replied, "It's the l:ini.l you're send- 
ing 'Over now that we're talking .about. 
What's the matter? Seems lo me there's a 
.sort of dry-rot come over the people." 

"Everywhere it was the same stor)' — at 
Vancouver, Banff, Calgary, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Chicago. A couple of ilays ago I vis- 
ited Mr. Thomas A. Edison at h'is laboratorv 
in New jersey. "Say, ndial's the matter with 
your peoi)le iwer there?" he exclaimed, .al- 
most as soon as we had shaken hands. "Mere 
I've had to close down niy phonograph factorv 
in England— what's the name of the place'? 



]\c forgotten; somewhere near London. AW 
the others in I.Mirope jiaying, Init we couldii t 
make that one pay. We get good work out 
Lif the b'rench ami the Belgians and the Ger- 
mans and yXiistrians, but the English — no 
good. Belgians <S5 per cent., English 30 per 
cent." 

"Mr. Edison meant ratio of- i)roductivc ca- 

pacit}'. lie went on :— 

"Mind, I'm not .-peaking of the r.iiglish 
mechanic. lie's all ri.ght ; none better in the 
world. I'm talking of the common laborer — 
man you pick up on the streets. What is it? 
Too imich booze? Or general deterioration? 
Or what?" 

"I thought I could reply to that question, 
and I told "Mr. Edison what my belief was. It 
was a belief that had been growing in me ever 
since 1 began to travel and to observe the suc- 
cesses and failures among Englishmen who 
emigrate t" tlie llriiish possessions ami to 
fiireign countries, iKU-ticnlarly to the I'liited 
Slates, h'or one hears the same thing every- 
where — the Englishman who succeeds is hard- 
ly ever a Londoner; the Englishman who fails 
completely is almost always a Londoner. 

What is the present population of London, 
the Greater London; the population, that is 
to say. computed on the same jjlan as that of 
Greater New York? Over 10,000.000, I sup- 
])ose. And the proportion of this 10.000,000, 
which coiisisis of persons of the degenerate 
"Cocknev" type is, we know, very large. It is 
these people wdio are the curse of the luninre. 
who arc the cause of the "No English Need 
Apply" advertisements, who are doomed to 
fail wherever they go, who arc, and must re- 
main, helpless, shiftless wrecks. For many 
years the philanthropists, the clergy, the stu- 
dents of sociology have been declaring that 
"something must be tlonc" for these poor 
stunted victims of generations of city life, of 
heedlessness and misgoveriimeiu. Reccntlv 
the "something" has taken the form of assisted 
emigration, under the pitifully mistaken idea 
that clearer skies and more generous space 
and unvitiated air will transform a man or • 
woman who has attained full growth from a 
useless to a useful member of the community. 
It will not do. In the second generation, per- 
haps, there may be a great change, for, after 
all, there is good stock in these "submerged" 
millions. Ill the meanwhile, however, they 
arc a burden on communities that can ill af- 
ford it, and they are becoming a source of ir- 
ritation on the part of the Colonies toward the 
Mother Country. 

And yet, surely, there can be nothing but 
pity for them — poor derelicts who never had a 
chance — and the Canadians and Americans do 
pity them and do help them, But it is felt that 
this is England's problem, and that it is Eng- 
land's business to solve it. 



Canada and British Empire 




.\XAD.\ and the Empire" was the 
subject of a lecture recently de- 
livered by Mr. 11. J. Mackinder 
ai Ca^tcui Hall, Westminster, 
the lecture being the second of 
a series of three on Canada, or- 
ganized by the Compatriots' Club. Sir Gilbert 
Parker, .M.P., presided. 

\ir. Mackinder said his hope was to carry 
home to them the conviction to which he had 
come in the course of three months in the 
Canadian Dominion — that we were dealing 
there no longer with a group of colonies, no 
longer with a colony, but with a nation. It 
was a nation in the process of making. On 
the two central doctrines of responsible .gov- 
ernment and an independent judiciary the ex- 
cellence of Canadian institutions resfed in 
large measure. lUit no sooner had those insti- 
tutions been inaugurati.d than Canada was jnit 
lo a very severe test liy the peilie\- of its great 
neighbor, the L'niied States. The result of 
that policy was that a drain took place on the 
j»opulation, both French and English, of Can- 
ada, a drain into the neighboring great Repub- 
lic. Then there came the McKinjey tariff, the 
worst blow of all. Sir .[ohn Maclonald in- 
augurated the iiational policy, a ]K-ilie}- which 
had been follo^ve(| by both parties, each hold- 
ing long terms of office. The essence of that 
policy lay in the con.striiction of railways and 
in the creation of a tariff — the latter to com- 
pel the manufacturer to manufacture within 
Canada and not without, and thereby to com- 
pel him to give employment and to build up 
the population, in the place of using Canada 
merely as a quarry and a field and a forest. 
The result had been that, to take a single 111- 
dnstry, that of agricullural implements — ne- 
cessaril}- one of the greatest in Canada — in To- 
ronto the,v had great agricultural implement 
works ; and that of Hamilton, the chief rival of 
those works, had had to establish works which 
employed men within Canada, Canadian citi- 
zens contributin.g to the upbuilding of t!ie race 
— which, after all, was the very essence of the 
national wealth. To what degree that tariff 
l)olicy hatl .gone was indicated by that all-ini- 
portant clause in Canadian legislation which 
was known as the Dumping Clause. That 
clause gave discretion to the Government at 
Ottawa, within certain limits to impose in- 
creased duties where evidence was forthcom- 
ing that an attempt was being made on the 
part of vast industries of the United States to 
;;ell in Canada at a much lower price than in 
the United States. There could be no doubt 
about the strength of the ga,se for tariff legisla- . 



{'.on of the kind he was dcscribing'when they 
had a sniall nation determined at all economic 
cost to build up a people, and when alongside 
of that was the greatest industrial nation of 
the world, with industries so great that in a 
single }'ear they could dump out of existence 
any industry built in Canada. It was a ques- 
tion of economic rebellion, and of a successful 
rebellion, the result of which had been, no 
doubt, higher prices for some commodities, 
but also the reversal of that stream of man- 
hood which was crossing the frontier south- 
ward, and now the incoming of some of the 
best of the American farmers from the south. 
Canada was retaining her own increase of 
population, and was obtaining also not only 
immigrants from Europe, but immigrants from 
the United States. In the long run that coun- 
try was a nation wdiich had a great people, not 
that country wdiich sold the products of its 
mines, its forests and fields for the largest 
sum of money and spent that money- ou the 
lowest priced imported goods. Figures sup- 
plied to him by the Canadian representative 
in charge of the Emigration Department in 
London showed that Canada, and behind Can- 
ada the Empire, was holding its own in the 
prairie provinces of the west — Manitoba, Sas- 
Icaichewan ami Alberta. Up to the end of 
September last the number of immigrants in- 
to Canada was 41 per cent, less than last year, 
yet 3,000 more homesteads had been taken up, 
.showing a change in the character of the im- 
tnigration. A visitor to Canada who had op- 
portunities of meeting all sorts and conditions 
of men in all parts of the country came rapidly 
lo the conclusion that the young men wen; 
t liiiiki ng. There was a most excellent institu- 
tion in every town 'if any importance which 
\\-as known as the Canadian Club, and there 
had sprung up among the young professional 
and business men of those clubs a spirit of dis- 
cussion from which few things were safe. 
These young men were thinking things of the 
Em])ire. The Empire had nothing to lose by 
frank discussion in Canada. A question which 
might prove to be a vast one was that of 
Oriental immigration. The vast mass of Cana- 
dians agreed that Canada was to be a white 
iinm's country. Then there was a dislike of 
some of the English people. One of the. 
changes in this country which Would count to* 
wards Imperialism in Canada would be greater 
.sobriety. One of the reasons why there' was' 
not more synipathy between the unskilled Eng- 
lish laborer and the Canadian was due to the' 
fact that the Englishman was the slave of his 
beer. 
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N the beautiful valley of the Connec- 
ticut River, which Aviuds through 
central Massacliussctts, one hun- 
dred tnilcs west of Boston, is a 
colony of young women, a thousand 
and a half strong,. Their camp is 
the historic city of Northampton, a 
place once known for its purple 
hills behind wonderful sweeping 
meadows, and for the brimstone sermons of 
the puritanic Jonathan Edwards. But North- 
ampton today suggests, even more than scen- 
ery and religion, the great advance that cdu- 
(:ation has made among women ; for it is the 
home of the largest woman's college in the 
world. Smith College. Do not mistake and 
think that is the largest institution where a 
woman may obtain a higher education. There, 
are many universities open alike to women 
and men that far outn'.imber and surpass 
Smith College, but as an institution where on- 
ly women attend it holds first place in its roll 
call. 

Yet it is only thirty years since the first 
class of less than a dozen members was grad- 
uated. Thirty years of honorable achievement 
and constant progress! In that time a little 
college scarcely known beyond the Connecti- 
cut valley has become an educational institu- 
tion of foremost world rank. 

It may be of particular interest to Victoria 
readers at this time, when a new university is 
soon to be established in British Columbia, 
and when university clubs are forming in the 
province, to know that this large institution 
■was founded upon the small sura of $300,000, 
bequeathed for that purpose by Miss Sophia 
Smith, a maiden lady of keen insight and gen- 
erous instinct. That sum would be consider- 
ed meagre indeed in these days of million- 
dollar legacies. But then it sufficed. Perhaps 
this was because a man was found to act as 
president of the new college whose intellectual 
ability was coupled with keen financial and 
executive powers. To Rev. L. Clarke Seelye, 
Hhe first and- only president that Smith Col- 
lege has known, is due the greatest possible 
credit for the success that has come to the in- 
■5titutibn. " 

The ideal which he has set before, the stu- 
dents a. e sane, broad, and up-lifting. These 
are a few of the ma.xims which every gradu- 
ate carries away with her and which always 
recall the gray, kindly face with its dcep-sci; 
eyes glowing with the keenest sense of 
humor, and its fringe of whiskers around the 
chin. 

"The ideal of each college girl should be to 
obtain a sound mind in a sound body." "Aim 
to be a womanly woman." And the one which 
is first of all the goal of the institution, "We 
must educate our girls to become Christian 
gentlewomen." 

The reverence \vhich the large body of 
students feel for the president is ver}' deep. 
One of the most impressive customs of the 
college is the opening of the chapel exercises 
every morning. A spectator witnessing the 
scene for the first time can almost feel the 
thrill of sincere love that passess OA'er those 
1500 girls \yhen they rise to honor their presi- 
dent, as, tall and erect, his gray head moving 
forward between the rows of fresh young 
faces, he walks up the long aisle to his place 
on the platform. 

A natural life is insisted upon at vSmith 
College. The mental and physical, moral and 
social arc all equally balanced. y\ll work and 
no play makes Jack a dull boy" is well ap- 
preciated, and the students who break down 
from over-study are very few While on the 
other hand, a sufficient amount is insisted up- 
on to keep the standard high. One feature of 
the place that has done much to keep the stu- 
dents in good health is tiie required gymnas- 
tic work. Every student in the freshman and 
sophomore years must take four hours a 
week in the gymnasiuni classes imder a com- 
petent instructor. When she enters the col- 
lege she must undergo a thorough i)li3'sical 
and medical examination by the liead of the 
gymnastic work and by the college physician. 
If any part of her body needs special attention 
she is put in a class where she can get it. No 
student is allowed to play basketball or field 
hockey until she has passed these examina- 
tions successfully. One of the largest under- 
takings of the alumnae has been lo donate a 
perfectly cquipiicd gymnasiuni to their alma 
mater. Here the regular comj)ulsory classes 
are held, and besides these, fencing, swim- 
ming, basketball and athletic dancing are 
taught to any who elect to learn. Many a 
happy hour is spent in this building where 
young women of twcnty-twQ frolic al^out like 
children. Often the students do not ajipreciate 
the value of this e.xerci.?e until after they leave 
college. This was illustrated in such a funny 
way when a graduate who had been captain 
of the basketball team returned after two 
years to visit her alma mater and insisted up - 
on playing a game in the old gymnasium. She 
put on her suit and started in bravely while 
many of her admirers who had been under 
class girls when she was a senior, cheered her 
enthusiastically. But after the first ten min- 
utes the eager "alma" was obliged to ask for 
tinie. and wdicn the first half ended she had to 
give up, panting, 

"I haven't played since 1 left college," she 
said apologetically, "and the sight of the run- 
ning track and the baskets made me lumgry 
for a game. .But now I am quite satisfied," 
and she laughed, rubbing her stiff.iiiHSclif^..

and pastimes especially attractive. Smith 
College is very fortunate in its situation. Ly- 
ing in the wonderful Connecticut Valley with 
Mt. Tom, Mt. Holyokc, Nonotuck, and Sugar 
Loaf as towering sentinels, and skirted by a 
picturesque little stream, knovwi to the un- 
initiated as Mill River, but to the college girls 
as "Paradise," it (iffcr.s \'arie(l and charming 
opportunities. Each season brings its own jojs 
and each has its devotees. Tennis, golf, and 
hockey are the fall games while a favorite au- 
tumn pastime is mountain climbing. This is 
so general and approved a pleasure that the 
faculty set apart a day early in each October 
known as "Mountain Day," the first college 
holiday (if the year. There the students go in 
large jiarties to the top of any of the surround- 
ing mountains, taking pi.cnic lunches and 
cameras. The long climb is well rewarded by 
the view frpm the top which is superb. 

The oal^s and niai>les jiaint the scenery in 
gorgeous red and yellow and brown. Many 
a freshnian lo.ses her homsick feeling with her 
first mountain view of the heautiful, scarlet- 
tinged college town. Tlie Mount llolyokc 
House is a favorite resort on moonlight even- 
ings, when four or five girls and a chaijeronc 
often take supper and spend the night there. 
The stars seem 'close and very clear, while 
the city lights are far below, dim and misty. 

The students like to bring their parents to 
?\lount llolyokc liccause they can better un- 
derstand wdiy their daughters love the college 
life and all that it means. 'J"he sense of peace 
and beauty that comes to tiiein as they look 
down upon the college grounds, marked even 
from that distance by the chapel spire tov.'cr- 
ing above tall elm and oaks, makes them glad 
to give up their daughters to such a life for 
four long years. And if the girls treat their 
parents to that climax of college fun, a bacon 
bat, they give them a glimpse of the life that 
they will never forget. 

A bacon bat is a picnic in the avoocIs v/here 
the entire meal is cooked over a bonfire. There 
is no pleasure in culinary art that can compare 
with the fascination of holding a long stick 
which has pierced the centre of a dozen slices 
of bacon, while the fat drips and sizzles into 
a roaring fire of pine boughs. Or perhaps it 
may be a stick of frankfurters that are roasted 
and' then eaten between buttered rolls. Other 
dishes that the girls delight in preparing are 
coffee, steak, cho])s, roasted potatoes, and 
toast. When the dishes are all preparod the 
company sit on the ground around an impro- 
vised table cloth of paper and cat from wooden 
plates and drink from tin cups. "Nothing ever 
tasted so good before," is the verdict of all the 
parents. 

The meal is usually timed for sunset, so 
that the view from the mountain top is glori- 
fied by the beautiful red light that spreads 
over the valley. The silvery winding curves 
of the Connecticut change to golden bands, 
and then fade away as the darkness comes 
slowl.v on and the stars appear one by one. 

.-\nother fall diversion is the three mile 
walk to the Hadley cider mill. A characteris- 
tic group about this old mill is composed of 
eight or ten college girls in sweaters and caps, 
drinking cider and eating ginger snaps as they 
sit about on the sawdust-covered platform, or 
perch on piles of boards near by. 

One attraction of the place is the price. For 
five cents one can buy all the cider she can 
drink, and it is delicious, freshly made, and 
served by a kindly old New England woman, 
who makes cookies that go with it. She li\'es 
in a quaint farmhouse near by, where the girls 
often stay over for a home-cooked supper of 
fried chicken, brown bread, milk and pic. 

When winter comes, college sports change. 
The mountains are no longer accessible, but 
"Paradise" takes their place. Here the girls 
skate by sunlight and moonlight. A fee of ten 
cents is charged for every "skate," which 
money pays a nian to keep the river clear of 
snow. 

It is a pretty sight to look down from the 
back campus upon the graceful, swaying 
figures, black dots against the background of 
evergreens and snow. 

Sometimes, in unusually cold weather, a 
thick crust will furni over the snow, and then 
the college girls lia\e the best time of the 
whole winter. Armed with tin covers, hits of 
niletoth, carjjet or lioard, they ,go to a steep hill 
and "coast" on their improvised sleds. It is 
exciting fun to go whizzing down, turning 
round and rouncf if the cover is not shaped 
right. Shrieks of laughter are heard if some 
girl tries to dim].) llie hill after sliding down, 
it is almost impossible to get up the slippery 
surface, and many a girl reaches the middle 
only to slide down Ijackwards on hands and 
knees, vainly calling to the others, who stand 
at the top and laugh at her. 

But tlie best time of the college year is the 
spring. Any graduate will .tell you that the 
memories which are dearest and freshest are of 
the long hunts in the woods for arbutus and 
violets, of the rowing and canoeing on "Para- 
dise," and the drives across the beautiful mea- 
dows to the mountain-top. 

So, after all, there is 110 good time like the 
good time of the college girl. There are the 
chosen friends at hand, the pla.ces rcnf>\vned 
from j'car to year, each for its distinctive plea- 
sure, and, Jjest of all, the time to enjoy the 
friends and the pleasures. 




LA FONTAINE— ANARCHIST 

La Fontaine, the great French author, as an 
Anarchist, is surely a new v^eyv, of .the man 
who made Aesop's Fables household literature. 
Yet ill a recent lecfurc at the Grafton Galler- 



ies, Paris, Edniond 1 iarancourt, the poet, 
treated of La Fontaine under this heading. 

M. llarancourt said it was a paradox that 
Jean de la Fontaine, one of the most popular 
and original of French poets, in the freshness 
and vividness of whose writings children de- 
lighted, was by nature an Anarchist, and a 
rather dangerous one. lie commented on the 
curious personal character of La Fontaine, his 
absence of mind and indifference to business, 
and recounted many anecdotes concerning him. 
Lq)on an allegation of misconduet on the part 
of his wife he left her and^ bis childrdri, and, 
25 years afterwards, being struck with the in- 
telligence of a young niaii he had met in a 
Paris salon, he inquired pf a friend who the 
unknown was. On being. Ibid that it was liis 
own son, he replied, "t)h, yes; I thought 1 
had seen him somewliere." The story of La 
I"oiU;i!ne's insisting on fighting a duel" with a 
supposed admirer of his wife, and then, when 
honor had been satisfied, imploring him to 
visit his house just as before, was also told. 
Tiicrc were many stories bearing on his child- 
like nature. That was exemplified in great 
measure in his beast Fables. He w\is an ad- 
mirer of simplicity, or even stupidity — he 
loved a state which was as near nature as pos- 
sible. On the other hand, he disliked society 
on account of its conventions. That was illus- 
trated by his saying: "To go back to nature 
and become like an animal is for me Paradise 
on earth." La Fontaine's life was exactly 
suited to his belief — it was a natural life. He 
held that men had the same qualities and the 
same defects as animals — pride, strength, cun- 
ning, and the like; and that justice and morals 
did not exist among human beings any more 
than among animals. His Fables pictured a 
state in which justice was on the side, not of 
right, but of might, and contained severe criti- 
cisms of the rulers. His desire was to show 
that it was the strong only who ruled the 
world, and whenever he spoke about the king 
of animals he liad in mind Louis XIV., whom 
he criticized as much as he dared under the 
laws of that time. L<a Foniaiue'.s attacks ui)on 
society, upon law, aiul upon tlie order of tliin.gs 
made him really an .Anarchist. And yet, l.ie- 
cause of his charm, his perfect style, his ver- 
satility, and tlie freshness of his stories, he 
was loved by every one who read him. His 
readers considered not so much the ifleas to 
which expression was gi\'en as the artistic mas- 
tery shown in the form oi his narratives. An- 
other reason \vl13' he w;is so bclo\'ed, notwith- 
standing his .Anarchisi tendencies, was ih-U he 
was I'Vench and full of t.aste. J^a h"ontaiiic, 
v,lu) had been singled out for favorable com- 
])arison with Aesop, might be considered as the 
best re|irescntative of French literary style in 
the 17th century.

A THIRTEENTH CENTURY TOMB 

Workmen at the minster in l^.asle, .Switzer- 
land, while installing a new heating plant a 
short time ago discovered in an interior crypt 
a tomb which has been made the subject of a 
curious investigation. 

It was evident that the body enclosed in 
the stone walls was that of a liigh functionary. 
It v>';is clad in the vestment of a bishop of the 
Roman Catholic Church. The j.keleton hand 
still clasped the wooden crook symbolical of 
the shepherd. 

The many folds of cloth were of the rich- 
est description, including'' embroideries of line 
workmanship and intricate and beautiful de- 
signs. There were prnanients of ^old, gold 
embroidered sandals covered the feet, and gold 
rings and emblems of the high office which 
the dead man had occtipicd •\vere scattered in 
the dust of dcca}'. 

Who Avas th.e prelate buried in this box of 
slonc? Inquiry showed that the body was that 
cither of Bishop Liitold I. of Ari)iirg, who 
died 1213, or of Bishop Heinrich II. of Tlnm, 
who died in 1238. It is known, at least, that 
the opened tomb contained the remains of, a 
man who died nearly seven hundred years ago. 
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The proceedings foUowin.g this discovery 
were somcwliat remarkable. A photograph of 
the open tomb with the body in it Avas tak'cn 
with great difficulty, for it was almost impos- 
sible in that narrow iindergroimd hole lo make 
a clear picture. 

For the purpose of thorough examination 
the body was taken from its bed of centuries 
to a room in the museum of the cit}'. This 
was difficult to do, for the slightest touch vi'as 
lil-:eiy to crunilde anything in the tomb to dust. 
The examination required two days and '.hen 
the remains were Iniricd again, it is hoped 
ne-i-er more to be disLiiilied. 

'I'lie liody li.'ul lircn em li.-ilnicd, hut the jiro 
cess "'Mily delaA'cd aiu] (Hd not ari'e;;t the pro- 
cess of deca\-. The tomb consisted simpK- of 
slabs of stone cemented togeliier, ami the re- 
mains in their splendid vestments were laid up- 
on a bed of flat stones placed in position witli- 
out cement. 

The head had been pillowed on a .stone 
scooped out a little. But the head bad not 
survived the interval of seven centuries. .\o- 
tliiiig of it was found except some handfuls of 
dust, a small bit of the lower jaw, and a few 
teeth. 

Some of the fingers were cnxered willi 
skdii that liad turned to ijarciunenl, hut iliey 
crumbled at a tniieli. A {c\v of the cloths 
plainly retained their te.xturc and ornanienlal 
designs, but the greatest care in handling 
them was required or they woiiid drop to 
pieces. All were discolored so that they look- 
ed like brown tobacco leaf. Chemical tests 
were made of some of the cloth, but Hotliiiig of 
importance was discovered. 

The highly ornate shepherd's staff had 
been made of jiieces of ash, linden, rmd oak 
wood, mortised together, but now rotten to 
the centre, though still perfect in shape. 

The most striking results of the investiga- 
tion were the photographs, twenty-three in 
number, of the cloth and embroidery patterns, 
the tattered featlier sandals, and the tomb. 
Some of the embroidery patterns are of re- 
markal)'e beauty and intricacy. 

'J'liere was great difficulty in fixing the 
.sandals so that they might be photographed, 
for they were little more than_ dust that a 
Ijreath' would blbvy ^way. 'J'li'ey had been 
fitted to the feet of a dead man nearly thr|Cc; 



hundred years before Columbus discovered 
A)ncrica. 

\N'e know of the reniarkable scKHiny that 
has been gi'.'cii to the mummified rei,-'ains of 
the ancient kings and c|ueens of F.gypt ; Lhis is 
probably the first time that the dust of a 
Christian prelate has been subjected to similar 
investigations. The ancient processes of pre- 
.serving the bodies of the dead far excelled 
those of the Christian era. as is strikingly 
shown in the ju'escni case, for the attempt to 
preserve the l.)o<ly from total decay utterly 
failed.

His character is that of a phlegmatic, cold- 
hearted man with much vanity and slender 
abilities." This was a swift .and sweeping 
feminine verdict, and it was quite true. I<a- 
fayette was one of the mischievous little band 
of young h'reiich nobles who ]Kitroni/.ed the 
.American Re\'olulioii, ratlier to the di.ignst 
and aiiiioyauce of Washi ugion. lie was dis- 
liiictly iraiiiinius to l.ouis the Sixteenlh. In 
disgust at the ie\'olution he crossed the fron- 
tiers and was made prisoner by the l^rnssians, 
who had little sympathy with l^is .cha,ngcabl,e 
emotions. He returned to France to be a 
t''ailor to Charles the Tenth and a cautious 
jjatron of new revolutions. Few men have 
obtained so much celclirity with so little ability 
and honesty. 

Concerning h'ninia. Lady Hamilton, she 
.' ays: "Tha-, he ( I iamiltr.i/.i i should admire her 
beauty and v,-oiiderful attitudes is not singu- 
lar, but that he shpuld Ji|cp, her society cer-. 
tainly is, as It is impossible-to go beyond her 
in vulgarity and coar5,cness." This yerdict -is 
corroborated hy much later evidence. "That 
she fascinated Nelson is most unfortunate, 
Had he lived she would have ruined even his 
great name. Alen are to be often judged by 
the v.'omeii they admire. Where sweetness, 
grace, innocence, and charm are di.sspcialed 
from beauty, beauty ought to have little in- 
fluence, on superior Iminds. — M. J. S., in Mon-

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PAST FINDING OUT 

DoulitlesH many thouHands of i)eople have asked 
the question which a corresponUent has put to the 
Colonist, that Is how the terrible calamity that toefell 
southern Italy can bo reconciled with the Idea of a 
merciful God. Wo do not protesy to bo able to give a 
.satlslact'-ry answer, but it may not bo impossible to 
suggest a few thoughts which m»iy be of some value. 
V/hat was It that came to Messina, Resglo and thf> 
surrounding villages? Suffering, destruction and 
(loiitli. But the world is full of suffr-rlng destruction 
and uoath. Tlio very day that tlio awful eartluiuake 
was recorded, there was a despatch telling of a coai 
mine accident occasionlngr the loss of several lives. In 
the case of those Individuals the calamity was Just as 
great as that which befell the Italian cities. The 
death of a ((uarter iif a million people is not 250,000 
times more terrible than the death of one person. If a 
stone had fallen from a Sicilian ellffl and crushed the 
life out of a chUd playing on the spot where It fell, no 
one e.xcopt perhaps the afflicted mother, would liave 
:'aisi'(l any iiuestion about the exi.stenee o£ a merciful 
Providence. AVe may not judge of the Infinite by our 
comprehension of things. Whether one person or one 
million persons die, the relations of God to humanity 
rei.iaiM. tiii' same and our eonceiitiun of them ouglit not 
to 111' allcrc'd. Till' l'\iuiiiliT of I 'hri.stianity who prcarli - 
1 11 love to all manlilnd dird upon a ero.ss in such agony 
that even from His uncomi)latning lips came forth the 
iry: "My Gocf, why hast Thou forsaken Me?" That 
rry rlntrs tlown lliroUKli tin- eentiirie.s. but it has not 
]iri>vi-n!ed the spi-.',nl of llir (olsju'I of peace and K^nt^\ 
will, nor the ijrogn-sM of luiman society towards better 
things based upon a religion of which the fundamen- 
tal principle is that God is love, and that love is the 
fulfilling of law. With our meagre grasp of things 
<jur i-eayon may be stunned by such awful calamities 
as that wlikli has elaimed so many victims amid such 
frightful sufferin.LVS. 'out the ndalions of God to th(^ 
I'niveirie. that lio ha.s made, are not to be judged from 
the standpoint of our iiitolligence. We must look be- 
yond those things. If we li.dieve in God. we must ad- 
mit that His ways are not ouv wa.\s ami His thoughts 
not our thoughts. If we have been able to learn from 
our own experience that God is Indeed love, .w© may 
rest confident that, in some way which Is beyond our 
comprenension that Inve will be suflieient to meet even 
the most terrible ealatnity. Our nu-asure of events is 
of necessity inadeciuate to estimating tlie problems 
of the Infinite. We are told by Christ tluit not a 
sparrow falleth but God takes iu)te of it. Must we not, 
if we arc Christians, believe in confidence that a city 
Qiinnot fall to ruins without His Ineffable purposes 
being served in some wa.v thereby. How this may be 
we shall not protend to say, but It must be so or else 
thoroVls no. (Jod, And agatn we remind readers that 
there are millions of deaths every year, and of the 
victims ■ of the grim reaper many die in 
angtiish. That thousands should fall in ahuost the 
twinkling of an eye doubtless seems more terrible to 
us than ii similar immber of deaths spread over a 
longer period of lime, but there Is no ni.-eessary dif- 
feronco between the two things in the economy of Dl- 
vlno' Providence. 

There is an aspect to the case to whfph some at-, 
tcntlou rpight advisedly be; paid. Sicily a"nd southern 
riafy,' and'espeoially that part of these regions, which 
were the scene of the late disaster, .nre and have for 
years been known to be centres of seismic disturbance. 
The people knew that they lived on the verge of peril. 
True long years passed and they were immune from 
calamlt.v, but to have lived there was to place, one's 
self in a danger zone. If a colony of people .•should 
see fit to locate in the crater of a volcano and should 
bo destroyed by an eruptloji, no one would think of" 
attributing their death to anything but their own folly. 
If a city, which has been once overthrown by .-in 
earthquake is again overthrown, it is difficult to say 
that those who suffer by the second catastroiihe are 
not themselves to l)laivie to a very largi- extent. Tlie 
IH'opIe who saw lit to livf In thi' unstahle ri'i^-ion whioh 
has just been afflicted chose to do so, and tliey did so 
at their own risk. If they chose to build homes ui)on 
a foundation, which e.^tperience had shown was not 
secure, they cannot escape the responsibility. Let us 
bring the matter down to a concrete case. Let us 
suppose that there are two families. One of them 
fears to live In a rcRion .-iu'ojeet to eartluiiiakes; the 
other, for some reason wliieli api)ears satisfaet.or,\' to 
Its licad. chooses to di.sri L.'ard tlie i-i.^u. .\n I'arth- 
(luaki- comes, .ind the latter i.imily peri.sliis, Wli.-it 
would tile lirst menliimcd f.uails think of their deatli? 
Would tliey not ascribe it to the fact that the victims 
had taken a foolish risk? This may seem a cold- 
blooded way to speak of a ciilamlty, which In i)oint of 
the number of its vlctiins stands unparallelled by 
anything related In authentic hi.stnry, but Is tie re not 
a large measure of truth iniplleil hy it? 'i"hi' iiropjc 
w!io (II. 'd. Unit is thns" of lliciii who were of \'.'ars of 
ili;-cretii)n. knew pcrtectly well tlial the\- ji\-i-(| in peril. 
Tli.>\- clio.so to laki- Iho risli. Thry lia\i- suffi red the 
<-onse(pienccs. TIk >• Ijccarno victims to tlu- o]M'ration 
of natural forces, of an earth-sjiasni. u hich could only 
have been prevented by the direct Interposition of the 
Creator. This consideration does not In any way les- 
sen the terrible sadness of tne event, nf)r detract In 
any way from the obligation of u.s all to do what lies 
in our power to relieve the distn-ss of the siUTi'rers; 
but it does serve to throw some liulil niion a r|u<stloii 
whicli u f venture to say is pu/.zlinK niarn- ininils to- 
day. 

It (loiilitless is the ease that tens of thousands of 
tliose. who met their ileatli, were unable to leave the 
eoiintry, but tills is pnreij- the fault of human society, 
^vhich is so (jrgani;;ed that it Is necessary for people 
to live under conditions and In places where they 
should not be ol)llj,'ed to live. .Vearly all the great ca- 
lamities, uliicli ha\e lieiall..|i mankinil. ;ill indeeii of 
which We can speiii; wllli any di'^ree oi ceiininty, 
have l)e<'n calamities wliicli x\oiilil not iia\-e li.-id human 
victims if mankinil li.ail ;i|\v.i\s li\e(I ari,^'ht. It is 
true, in a sense in wlii. h the e.xpresslon is not often 
used, that the wagi s of .-^lii is death. In other words 
humanity Is wounded because it disregards the laws of 
God, which if they found e.xpresslon in practice would 
save millions from imtold siffferlng.

One writer, dealing- with earth- 
quakes, says that the quivering motion, wlilch a horse 
can give to his skin, when he wishes to drive oil a fly, 
is Immeasurably more violent by comparison than the 
greatest earthnuake of wdiich we have any ri^cord. Tl-.e 
earth is about -ll.OOO.OOO fi'ct ir, diameter. .\m uplift- 
ing or a suhHiilenee of a foot would tlierefore he i-.pial 
to one forty-mllliontli part of ilu- di.onetei-. lliinian 
Ingenuity could not consti-uct a f;lelie upon w liieh sucli 
a movement occurring over one-millionth part of Us 
surface would be noticeable. Yet the groat Italian 
earthquake bears about that proportion to the size of 
tlie earth U was a terrible thing only because men 
are i)livsic,illy relatively Insignlflcant and their 
ureatesl structures more trifles compared with the 
nia.=^s of the earth. In othi.'r parts of the I!ni\'erse 
movements of matter are in iiro.^ress eoiii|iared to 
which the most violi^nt earlluiuake' jiossihlc, c\-eii one 
which might, rend the globe in twain, would \„) almost 
as nothing. There are sliu-ms in the .Sun in which this 
world would be blo.vii about lllke a toy balloon in a 
gulc, and great caverns open in Its surface into which 



the world might be dropped with.out touching Iho 
sides. If we go further into space, and note tlie move- 
ments taking place in the great nebulae, we will see 
action on a scale that dwarfs even the tempests of 
the Sun. When we consider all those things and re- 
flect that the experience of humanity In all ages is 
that there Is a God, who in his own incomprehensible 
way is mindful of men, we get a new conception of the 
dignity and iiotentlalltles of our nature, and we may 
hear even above the crash of ruined cities a voice 
saying: "It Is I; be not afraid."

Whether or not those who write the story of 
human progress two or more centuries from now will 
assign a very iironilnent place as a .Maker of Hist(U-y 
to Napoleon Bonaparte is uncertain. To his con- 
temporaries he loomed up very large and •-.]« 
shadow lay across Europe like a storm cloud 
from which at any moment the lightning 
■nighi sj)rlns forth, striking no one eould fore- 
tell whore. To his immediate successors he was 
the personification of all that was brilliant in the art 
of war. But to Us, who read and think of him a cen- 
tury after he was at the zenith of his power, he suf- 
fers by comparison with the other great leaders of 
iiu'ii who preceded him; and he does not seem to bi' 
so iniineasurabl.\- the superior of those witli whom h.' 
contended as the writers of tlu' last geiier.ition weie 
disposed, almost nnaniinously. to regard hini. Vet he 
made lilstoi-y, nnidi' it more luMI 1 ian 1 1 \- and more rapid- 
ly than aii\- man In I'hirope since tlu- <ia.\s of Charle- 
magne or an,\- man in Asia since l.leber fouiuled llie 
Mogul empire. He might liavo established a national 
edltlce and a dynasty which would have endured for 
cimturles If it had not been for Britain, which "com- 
passed by her Inviolate sea" was able to check his 
jihans and in the end overthrow thrm. Napoleon pos- 
sessed a .L,'enius for civil or.^:ani/.atlon as well as for 
war: he Licked In stri'ngth of piiysical and a 

sense of moral responsildlit.\'. His doiniiuiut iiualily 
was an intense selfislini'ss. which preveiiteil him fi-om 
forming i-mrect jiulgmeiits in houi'.'-; of cri.sls. This 
is the imijression of the man created by the perusal of 
the memoirs of those who knew him personally. His 
thoughts, his hopes, his fears, his ambitions, all seem- 
ed centred upon himself, and he exhibited a pettiness 
of soul wholly out of keeping with those qualities, 
which at times made him wise In counsel and Irresis- 
tible in the lield. He was never for a moment self- 
sacrificing. Vet he iRissessed a personal magnetism 
which drew people to him and retained their loyalty. 
Of all the great characters in history he was the most 
remarkable bundle of contradictions. Able to dietiite 
terms to emperors with a dignity which seemed to in- 
dicate an unapproBchaMe loftinesB of soul, ho was 
capable of acts of petty meanness, which might have 
been expected from a spoiled child, but not from one 
^vho had carved his way with the sword from a humble 
home in Corsica to an imi)erial throne. 

It does not appear to have been Xapoieoii's early 
ambition to bo the arbiter of Europe. This position 
was, forced upon liini by events. He himself looked 
to Asia as the theatre w!i(>ri he could give expression 
to his aspiration. He was famlliur with the history 
of the groat commanders, whose careers have been 
briefly sketclied in this series of articles, such men as 
Genghez, Tlmur, Hober. Kublal and the others, who 
played with millions of men as with toys, and he 
hoped to surpass their achievements. Ileiiee his 
cu-lglnal intention of offering his services to the Sul- 
t;in of Turkey. Hence liis expedition to lOgypt. If he 
had not been thwarted In this ste|) by the prowes.s of 
Great Britain, and by his own selfish jealousy, there 
Is no means of saying what might not have been the 
irxtcnt of his achievements, for there was not at that 
tlm." any man in Asia, who measured up even to the 
standard of mediocrity as a leader. The field was 
ready for the man to till it, and Napoleon realized it; 
but he was unetiual In the oijporluulty. 

He was a. iiuin in whose eliaraeter the finer ciuall- 
ties of human nature seemed to have been kicking. 
WItnes.s his treatment of Josephine, not only in the 
divorce proceedings but all through their married life. 
Possibly she herself gave hiin just cause for jealousy. 
History has thrown a kindly veil over this accom- 
plished woman's weaknesses, but nothing can excuse 
-Xapoleou's treatment of her. lie kinnv her character 
when li(^ m.irrieil her, .and tlieri' is siiiiie ground for 
sayirn; that he was influeiieeil In this stei, very cioi- 
siileral)l.\- hy his ileslre to stand well with H.iri'as. 
then the most influential man in I'Yance, concei-ning 
whose relation with the merry widow Beauharnols, 
the less said the better. She made him quite as good 
a wife as he deserved, and his divorce was purely for 
political reasons, for he really was as infatuated with 
.losephiiie as it was in his nature to be Infatuated 
with an.\- one. 

.N'apoleori \>,as horn .Augtif.t ITp. I7t;;i. ,\ t Last this 
is the accejiteil ilale. although one of his l)|of;rapliers 
,isse;-ts that there is more than a doubt whether .\"a- 
IJoleon was really Napoleon Bonaparte by baptism. 
This writer, the author of the biography published by 
t]'3 Century Company some years ago, asserts that 
another member of the family was substituted for tha 
lad to whom a place In the military school was of- 
fered, and he asserts that the real name of the l,:m- 
jieror wa.s .Xabullion. Other biographers have! sought 
to account for these' two naniex among the Itonaparte 
children, b,\- saying Ih.it the latter w.as only a cliildl.sh 
pronunciation of the former. However this may be, 
it is only of passing interest. We llnd the young 
Corslcan — and it Is to bo remembered that the great- 
eat of FVenchmen had not a drop of French blood in 
his veins, entering the army at 16 years of age, a 
taciturn, sour, peevish and financially embarrassi-d 
lad. He sympathized with the revolutionists, but not 
openl.\', and after the execution of the king he return- 
ed to Corsica. He asked for and obtained i niiiloymenl 
from tlie Convention. This was in ITliL'. and he entered 
upon a career of success which even today dazzles 
the world. It Is not necessary to tell the story of his 
life. He was not always as successful us his admir- 
ers would have the world believe. Ho tasted the bit- 
terness of defeat on more than one occasion. Marshal 
Wormser with an Austrian army drove him from the 
walls of Mantua. In the early pari of the campaign 
of 17!'« he mot freiiiient reverses. In ISO" at Pultush 
and I'^glaii he was drlvi'U back, anil agiiln in ISOl) at 
Asjieme and I'lasliiig he was badly worsted .The Rus- 
sian camjjaign was a record of disaster. Al Leipsie 
he sufferiMl ;i crushing reverse. His expedition to 
Spain was another failure and w'e all know the story 
of Waterloo. Yet this remarkable man had mony 
great victories to his credit. Mondovl, Lodl, Casll- 
gllone. Areola, Austerlltz, Jena, Eckinuhl and a score 
of other battles testify to his ability as a eomm.auder 
and a strategist. He became 10mi)e|-or in l.SOi; he 
was illvorced from .losephine in ISl:j; Iv abdicated in 
l.sil and was ey.lleil to lOlba; he returned to Kraiicc; in 
.M.ii'cli L'^ITi, was recoj^iii/ed as emperor and on June 
It), of the same year was overthrown at Waterloo. On 
October IB, 1816, ho landed at St. Helena, where he 
died on May 5, 1821. 

Conceding all that can be claimed of Napoleon as a 
s.ildier, It may be said with much truth that he was 
even greater as a civil administrator, but unfortun- 
ately lie had little opportuiill.v to demonstrate his 
))owers in that, lie represimted the aulocratie- Idea, 
and I'Vance at that time nee(U-d an autocrat. What his 
career would have been if he did not permit a hatred 
of England to douilnati: hl.s foreign po,Ucy, no ono 
can venture to sny. This was the cause of his monuj- 
mental failure. 
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THE GERMANS 

In this series the Germans will be the llrst nation 
to be considered, as In the light of recent events Ger- 
many haf, been so mucii before the eyes of the world. 

Long after the Kast had become advanced in the 
arts and sciences, when the merchant ships of Phoen- 
icia and Carthage were sailing upon the oceans, and 
Itome was beginning to attain power and eminence; 
wdion all along thi> shores of the Mediterranean the 
countries were making rai)id strides towards an ad- 
vanced form of civilization, Germany was a vast un- 
known forest, where the bison, the hear, the buffalo, 
the eik and the wolf roved In savage freedom, and 
where the trees grew to such gigantic proportions, 
that the trunks when hollowed, made boats that 
would hold more than thirty men, and the enormous 
roots of which curling up from the ground formed 
arches through wliieh a horseman could ride at full 
sp.'cd. 'i'he Homans regarded these enormous north- 
ern forests Willi suiierstitious dreail, ami told tales of 
mysti'rlous hands of huntsmen, roaming the savage 
wilds, wlio i-eulil travid as swiftly as v\iiid could blow, 
whose courage was indomital.de. whose slren.gth was 
resistless; men of enormous stature and wonderful 
symmetry of limb, who, upon the exercise of their 
will, could assume the form o; wild beasts and pre^ 
upon their enemies. The legends which the Romans 
bidleved were not wholly' without foundation. The 
primitive tribes that scantily peopled th(! German 
forests were justly renowned for tlieir fearless (|uall- 
ties, for their slrenath and for thidr beauty. .Most of 
the men were sevt'n feet tall and over- and of propor- 
tioiiati' breadth. As ijroof of this we have the enor- 
mous b(mes found in the ancient burial places of the 
Huns, and even today people of extraordinary stature 
are to be met with on the coasts of the -Xorth Sea 
and the Baltic. The skin of these barbarians was 
very fair, their hair abundant and of a golden color, 
their features i i gular. They were intrepid hunters, 
living wholly h.\- the chase. They know no govern- 
nieiit and were alwa.ws at war with one another. The 
only law which seems to have been <djs(u-ved among 
them was that which Insisted upon chastity, and any 
infringement was punlsheil with torture and death. 
The women were no loss courageous tlmn the men, 
they were cast In a more delicate mold and of ex- 
traordinary beaut}'. Historians tell us that In order 
to jjreserve the strength and physical perfection of 
the race, it was customary to destroy all sickly or 
deformed infants iit birth, and to drown all who be- 
came crippled; while old people who had become In- 
lirm \-oluntarily deiudved themselves of life. In Nor- 
way toda.s- one may see the great rock overlooking 
the ocean wliero hundreds of years ago the old men. 
after dividing th(dr wealth among their children, cast 
themselves into the water, thus winning a last honor 
by a brave death. AH lu.xUry was •despised by these 
hardy people, and accustomed to the unlimited free- 
dom of the forest, they built no cities and destroyed 
those of an>- country they invaded. It can readily be 
understood why their bodily vigor was so great, their 
health so unimpaired; the simplicity of the life they 
led in the pure open air of the forests, the exercise of 
the chase could not fall to produce a physique well- 
nigh perfect. A malady was common among them, 
however, though quite unknown except In Germany 
and the Norselaud. It was called Berserkerwuth and 
often seized the people at the very height of their 
health and strength, while excited by any very great 
emotion. It was a sort of madness and Incited them 
to an excess of fury, when tliey would murder friend 
or foe, or destroy Ihemselve.s, tearing to pieces any- 
one with whom they came in contact. The prevalence 
of this malady ;;a\ e rise to the legend of the were- 
w(df or of men who at will were able to turn them- 
selves into mad animals. 

Tacitus, the Boman historian, gives us the earliest 
authentic accoutits of the German people. He tolls 
us that their tactics in war were very different from 
those of the riomaMs. The huntsnieii warriors laugh- 
ed ;it the i-eprescntati ves of civilization for using sad- 
dles 11]. on their horses, the Germans disdaining all such 
sniiport. Tlii> latter expn-ssed tiieir i-ontempt also for 
all the strategems of war. They fought only in the 
open, taking no advantage of an enemy's weakness, 
preferring to sacrifice a victory rather than to win It 
by any trcielierous artifice, such as falling upon an 
enemy's ie;ij-, surprising them, using poisoned weap- 
ons or taking any part whatever In a contest unless 
they considered b dh sides to be evenly matched. They 
wore nil armor, but dressed themselves in the skins 
of \'. lid beasts, wearing upon their heads wings, horns 
or antlers. .-V warrior's death was the aspiration of 
every German, for only h\- so dying could he hope to 
reacii "Walhalla," the hall of the dead, to take part In 
the never-ending battles and eternal feastlngs of the 
gods. When naval chieftains grew old or stricken 
with dise.ase, they embarlied upon their shiiis, which 
they set afire, and sailed away towards th(> sunset, to 
lierish with their ves.sel In the llaiiies upon the sea. 

Women held a \ er\- hlnh place among the ancdent 
German people. They were supposed to have super- 
natural gifts, and to be on a spiritual plane a little 
Silgher than the men, so that they were able on Im- 
portant occasions to hold discourse with the gods, 
and to forcdell moinentous events. But even In thoSa 
jiriinitive days the women were renowned for their 
\ irtiious iliiniestk il.\ , a iiuallty which the German 

w i-n honor themselves iiium jiossesslng today, and 

take pride In the claim that they inherit it from those; 
long-ago ancestors. .Miu-eover the women were the 
physicians, being very prollcient in the use of herbs 
and having some skill in surgery. Young women did 
not marry before the age of twenty and men seldom 
until their thirtieth year. Second marriages wore al- 
inost unknown, and wives very frequently sacrificed 
themselves upon their husbands' bodies. (,"lalrvoy- 
aiice was iiractlsed amiuig the prophetesses (Wolon), 
who were enalileil h.v the possession of this power, 
apparently to work miracles in ease.s of illness, and 
to have the gift of prophecy. The W.alkyreii, familiar 
to us in old (Jernuin songs iind stories, wore celestial 
maidens who were supposed to hover over every bat- 
tle-Held and to choose from uiuong the heroes who 
perished there, consorts who should enjoy with them 
the bliss of Walhalla, 

There were thr«'i> high festivals held during the 
.\-ear, the holiest of them corresponding to our Christ- 
mas, During the \idnter solstice, the twelve darkest 
nights of the yetir, gods and spirits wrvo. supposed to 
di'sci. mi to earth. This festlv.al was callenl the "Yule- 
feast," and from It desceiuled Ihi' legend of lUc wdid 
Juintsmaii, wlio in the person of Woden, the chief God, 
led the sBirlts In tholr revels. A second festival was 
held In the spring at the time of the first appearance 
of the vlolcds, when the image of death or winter was 
carried in .solemn state to the river and there des- 
troyed. A f( :-:tlval in honor of Thor was h.eld In the 
autumn, and eakes in the shape of lifirns were baked 
•and eaten .and wild geese were roasted as a sacrifice. 
Klves, fairies and gnomes were bolioved to inhabit the 
flowers and plants and ;me,tnls, and. a race of giants 
to dwell In the mountaliis and tho sea,- and to rule es- 
pecially over tho country to the far north. When 
Qerdha, the daughter of tho giants closed her house 



door at the end of the day, she waved her wdiito arms 
that the earth might not bo in darkness, and the re- 
flection of them caused a golden brilliancy In tho 
heavens; which we term the "northern lights." There 
are countless old sagas, full of poetry and Interest 
that have come down to us froin these primitive na- 
ture-loving people, there are scores of brave tales and 
thrilling romances, and reading them and of tho 
heroes, from whom the Germans claim descent, wo 
cannot marvel at the pride of such a people In their 
country and their race.

own. Not a word could be hei'.rd on the plat- 
form, but, judging by the way in which liie 
speaker swayed her body and gesticulated, sb. ?

Mr. f^loyd-George, wdio had resumed Ids 
scat, Avas urged by many voices to "Go on," 
but he shook his head. Lady McLaren, how- 



tlie women, was accompanied hy the automa- 
tic I'.roie.-is "i low .awfiii! How- dreadful! 
SlKinie! ,sl);iniel shame!" "W'e shall get 
p.e.ace and oi'der L^i-adually by this process of 
elimination," Lloyd-George remarked. 

,\iioihcr man exclaimed "Tuining them out 
ruthlessly," and se\'eral women in front — 
who. it may be noted, though they intei ru])l ed, 
continuously, were only expostulated with 
from time to time — tried to howl the speaker 
down. "Two more years of Holloway 
Prison!" cried a woman at the back of the 
phitform udiose voice had been heard many 
times before. She fought the stewards who 



approached her with desperation and obliged 
them to u.se a good deal of force in taking her 
to the door. "Brutes of men ! brutes of men 1" 
screamed a woman in the galler>. 

More Ejections 

"Well now," said Mr. Lloyd-George, who 
had remained standing and had watched the 
last scene with apparent pain, "I am exceed- 
ingi}^ sorry that all this should be necessary, 
and the more sorry because I think it is doing 
infinite harm to the cause of women. It leads 
people to believe that the women who do this 
sort of thing reuresent the political cajiacily of 
womanhood." (A voice, "So they do.") 
"Then, if they do, God help women." 

A disturbance was proceeding in the gal- 
lery, and Mr. Nevinson, who sat in the body of 
the hall a few rows from the platform, called 
out something ;uid engaged in an cxpostula- 
lion with the stewards around him. "Xow, 
.^ii'. .Wwinscju," exclaimed .Mr. [,lovd-Ge(.>rgc, 
shaking his finger at him sternly, "you ouglit 
to know how to behaxe yourself." "1 do be- 
have." replied Mr. Nevinson, "but I cannot sit 
still and sec a lady thrown out ruthlessly." 
"Well, if you cannot," .Mr. Lloyd-George sug- 
gested, "ytui had better go out rpiictly." .'\ 
woni;iu in one of the boxes shouted, "If you 
li:i\e ,1 dei-|;nation lo niau'e, make it ;il once." 
"I really like the insolence of that," he retort- 
ed; anil turning to the audience, he would 
make tiiiother effort t(.) resume. To a woman 
who exclaimed that he should make another 
effort lo iiass Mr. Stanger's Hill, be suggested 
that she should make an effort to restrain her 
hysteria, llis was not a voice, he proceeded, 
which could talk down the tunnels, and if the 
ladies really thought it was a triumi)li — 
"\\ liy," asked a persistent interrupter, "do 
you address this meeting and sail under a hos- 
tile flag.'" She was taken otit, and .Mr. .\evin- 
son .stood up and again cried "Shame! shame !" 
He resisted removal, but not so vigorously as 
the women, anfl he \Vas removed more easily 
and with less consideration, though no one 
was hurt. "They don't want votes— they want 
lo .stop them; that's what they are fighting 
for," a man shouted. Mr. Lloyd-C'COrge, re- 
suming, said he would like to say a few words 
as. to why he was in favor of woman suffrage. 
Stopped by the uproar, he exclaimed, "Here, 
steward, there is another lady there who is 
anxious to be turned out;" and the steward 
hurried to the place indicated. 

lie had never been able to discover, Mr. 
Lloyd-George s;iid. why men, as men, should 
be considered fit to lake jjart in the govern- 
ment of the Limpire. (screaming)— while wo- 
men, however eiiltm-ed. however gifted 
(screaming and crie.s of "Go on, George"), 
wdiatever their accomplishments miglit'^ be! 
were treated as if they were unfit for the ele- 
mentary rights of citizenship. There were 
people— ("Your words are an insult to wo- 
men, ' beg.m a woman, who tried to make a 
speech. She was removed, and a man rose in 
one of the boxes and said, "I protest against 
tins treatment as a liriiisher." He was 'taken 
out. A banner, inscribed with the words 
iMLsh the Cabinet," was .-stretched in front of 
one of the boxes, but was torn down bv a 
nuniber of women and was seen no more 
the ^nnie time another woman, who had ui 
leriuiJted from the beginning, said "Go 
prison yourself, .Mr. IJovd-George. ' You are 
a humbug What about .Mrs. Bankhur.st in 
IT^'t', '}r^'' ^ a.diamerl of yourself?") 

Mr. Lloyd-George tried ag.iin to sa'v he knew 
there were people-when more 'screamin- 
arose, and the militant suffragists near the 
platform repeated the familiar chorus "Oh' 
mwv awful! How dreadful! Thev have 
knocked her right down. Shame !' shame ' 
shame! \ou are not men." 

The Organist's Humor 

There w as so much uproar at this point 
that .Mr. 1 .loytl-Georgc had again to sit down 
1 he organist, wdio had his back to the audi- 
ence and was unable to account to himself 
for these pauses in the speech, suddenly de- 
manded upon the organ, "Oli, dear! What can 
the matter be?" Sir Ifeni-y Xornian came 
and si^okc to the Chancellor of the I'.xcheiiuer, 
w ho seemed to express his willingness lo make 
another attempt. 

Lady McLaren said Mr. Lloyd-George had 
an important message from the Government, 
and this would be the last chance the meeting 
would have of bearing it. 

lielore he liail spoken a sentence Mr. 
Lloyd-George was again silenced with screams 
and interruptions. "Vuu h;u-e been talking 
long enough," said one. "lie a man," exhort^ 
ed another." "Give us the message at once 
and then we shall have quiet," suggested a 
third. There was a scuffle in the body of the 
hall in which an umbrella could be seen to be 
playing an active part. :\ wfunan near the 
platform was ejected after a I.erce struggle. 

-Mr. 1 ,Io\'d-(/ieorge said the disturbers of 
Ihe meetino- could not exasperate a great audi- 
ence without some \'iolence, and he was not 
goino; to be resi)i5nsil)Ie for that. The uproar 
eoiitiiiuing, he .sat down. 

Lady McLaren said if there had been \ io- 
lence it was because persons in the audience 
bad taken the management of the meeting 
from the hands of its promoters. Mr. Lloyd- 
Georgc would try to make his speech once 
more. 

Mr. Lloyd-George was advising the suf- 
fragists not to under-estimate the forces op- 
l^o.sed to them wdien there was another dis- 
turbance. One man su.ggested that the inter- 
rupters were barmaids hired by the brewers, 
and another recommended those who wished 
to hear the speech to receive the interruptions 
in silence. Mr. Lloyd-George supported this 
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recommendation, and' he thenceforth made ex- 
cellent progress, fie said the suffragists niu.st 
convince the public, and he had come there to 
assist in that process of education. With that 
object in view lie proposed to give the reasons 
which had driven him to the conclusion that 
it was fair, just, and equitable that the suffrage 
should be granted to women. (A voice. — 
"Give us a Government pledge; that's all we 
want.") He was going on to speak of wo- 
men's work when a man in one of the boxes 
began to scream, threw his arms about, and ul- 
timately leapt over the ledge of his box as if 
to asault the two or three thousand persons 



not merely for his parly, but for his Cabinet as 
well ; and it was tiiat declaration which had 
enabled him (Mr. Lloyd-George) without the 
imputation of disloyalty to his chief or his col- 
leagues to stand there and advocate woman 
suffrage, and it was that declaration which 
would enable him and several of his colleagues 
to vote in the House of Commons for the in- 
clusion of woman enfranchisement in the Gov- 
ernment Reforiri Bill to be submitted to the 
present Parliament. (Cheers.)

between him and the platforni. lie fought 
cpiite as desperately as any of the women, and, 
esc.'tping fremi the stewards, he rrjiled himsi-lf 
down the steps \\hieh led Uf) from the area to 
the higher seals. There was also some gen- 
ei'a! disorder, and the manager of the hall 
^\■ent uptMi the phitform and suggested that the 
meeting slunild be closed. 

Intentions of the Government 
The speech, howe\'er,. was resumed, and 
though there were more interruptions and 
more ejections. Mr. Lloyd-George had not 
again to sit down until he had finished. He 
wished to give reasons, he said, wdiy be 
thought the present Parliament would come 
to the conclusion that women had a riRht to 
the vote and why he believed that conclusion 
would be inc(u'porate(l in ;iii .Vet of Parlia- 
ment, ( .\ \'oice. — "I,<ots (.f Cabinet Ministers 
ha\-e said that before.") Cabinet Ministers 
bad never said so. That was the first time a 
Cabinet .Minister had appeared upon a woman 
suffrage platform. (Cheers.) ("You are not 
sincere, or you would resign as Mr. Chamber- 
lain did on tariff reform," a woman called out,) 
■ The women, the speaker pri'iceeded, had shown 
the same ;idmiiiistrati\'e and business ability 
as men, and they h.ad lakeri equal adv.antage 
of modern educational facilities. 'S'et ;is citi- 
zens the}' were not on a level with the sand- 
wich-man. 'I'liat was indefensible, it w;is ir- 
rational, and it must come to an end. (Cheers.) 
There was nothing that exceeded the stupid 
ity of tb;it position excej'Jt its arrogance. If 
Queen Eli/.alietli had been born today, she (\ 
\'oice. — "Would lia\'e been in llolloway 
J^rison.") — she would ha\e been much too 
sensible for that — she would not ha\'e heeii 
deemed fit for the right of citizenship which 
would ha\'e been conferred upon her coach- 
man. (\ voice. — "Please give us the mes- 
sage.") He could not resist the note of en- 
treaty in that last appeal. Even a man was 
amenable to per.suasion, but he would not 
stand being bullied. (Loud cheers.) The wo- 
in;in suffragists had with them the great ma- 
jority of the Liberal jiarty — a majority inside 
the Cabinet and a majority oiitsicle; iierliaps 
also a maj(M'ily of the Conservatives; but there 
was a minority against it in both parties 'which 
was strong enough to prevent either party 
from taking up the question as a plaijk of its 
programme. For the first time a Prime Min- 
ister had declared it to be an open q[u?stion^ 



the inscription of woman suffrage upon the 
vStalute-book. (Cheers.) The l^rime J\linistcr 
had pledged himself to bring in an Electoral 
Keforin Ihll. (A voice. — "In the dim and 
speculatix'e future.") Not in the dim and dis- 
tant future, hut before this Parliament came 
to an end — and that was neither so dim nor so 
distant as some of them wished probably. 
(Laughter.) The introduction of the Bill 
would be an indication that the Prime Minis- 
ter liad come to the conclusion that Parlia- 
ment should go to the country. W^ell, that 
was not 3'et. (Cheers.) The Government had 
a few accounts to settle before that (cheers), 
and the}- would demonstrate to the Ilouse of 
Lords that the Commons were not so impo- 
tent as the Lords imagined. (Cheers.) The 
Cabinet was divided upon woman suffrage, 
but the Prime Minister had said that if an 
amendment were moved to include woman 
suffrage in the Reform Bill the Government 
could hardly resist it, because two-thirds of 
his colleagues in the Cabinet were in favor of 
it, and the matter would be left to the decision 
of the Idousc. (Cheers.) That inevitably 
meant that woman suffrage wotild be included 
in the iJill, and that from that moment it 
would be part and parcel of a measure for 
which the Government would be responsible. 
The only risk of defeat la}'' in the possibility of 
a re.'iclion caused b}' tactics of violence and 
petty pei'sceution. (Cheers.) A woman had 
rcmiiuled liim of the I'rime Minister's condi- 
tions — that the enfranchisement must be dem- 
(KM'.'ilic, and that there nitist be a clear demon- 
stration th.il women wanted the vote. (A 
voice. — "They burnt down prisons and evcry- 
Ihiiig; they shed blood.") That meeting was 
Idle way, and ihe condition could easily be 
satisfied. lu conclusion he declared that there 
could l.)e no effective social legislation until 
Ihe women bad been oiveii the vote. (Cries 
of "XVbcre's the message?" which were drown- 
ed in loud clieers.) 

It was I'o minutes to 6 wdien Mr, Lloyd- 
George finally sat down. The meeting had 
opened at 3, and he had started to speak at 
JO minutes to 4.

George bad been treated by interrupters who 
had beeri sent- there by responsible leaders 
iL.

The New Woman in China 



T IS extremely difficult for the Cana- 
dian to obtain at this distance an 
accurate idea of the suffragist move- 
ment in England, and of the remark- 
able turn that movement has taken in 
the past year, ["or that reason the 
description given by .Miss Kthe! .\I. I Uirlbatt, 
warden of the Royal Victoria College, i\lon- 
treal, in a recent article in the Martlet, the 
weekly organ of the McGill university stu- 
dents, on "The Woman Suffrage in CTngland," 
is most interesting. Miss Hurlbatt writes: 

"The object of the movement is to obtain 
the Parliamentary Suffrage for Women on 
the same terms as it is or may be granted 
to men. It is not a movement for adult suf- 
frage. It does involve granting the suffrage 
to married women. Those fearful that this 
■would be iniinical to domestic peace should 
read J. S. Mill's statement of the case in 
favor of married w-omen voting — tliat a man 
may be helped, not hindered, in ])utting i)ublic 
before jjrivate interests by the influence of 
his closest intimate, who will, liowe\-cr. ha\-e 
little conscience al)Out public good if she is 
to believe that it is no business o{ liers. 
It is well, moreover, to emphasize two points; 
First, that giving the vote to married women 
will increase the weight nl the family vote ;.nd 
so of the stable element in political power. 
Second, that marriage and motherhood are the 
fulfillment of women's life, and matrimony 
should never be made to iin'olve a loss of 
status. The extension of the francliise would 
involve the addition of about one and a half 
million voters to the present seven and a half 
million voters. Of these .some 80 per cent 
would be women economically independent of 
men. This fact is important, as it is generally 
held that tlie strongest claim to the suftrage 
lies with those w-ho ha\-e an obvious ccononiic 
stake in the government of their |)ro])ert _\-. 

"It is difficult to marshal evidence and 
arguments in faxor of women's suffrage with- 
out appearing to say the obvious. 

"If women are different from men repre- 
sentative government without them is incom- 
pletely representative of the State. If women 
are the same as men they have presumably 
the same need lo nou- as men. .Again, laws 
framed b\' only .-i fraction rjf the citizens can 
never be other than the expression <jf the 
thoughts, .-ispirations and desires of that frac- 
tion, or again, it is only through our country 
that we can have a recognized collective exist- 
ence, and there is no true association except 
among equals. There arc the two time- 
lionored theories that representation should 
go w-i1li taxation, that the foundation f)f all 
])olitic.il liberty is that those who obey the law 
should ha\e a \-(Tice in choosing those vlio 
make the law. There is no need to explain 
their a|)plication lo the urjnien's suffrage ar- 
gument. To those wdio \alue lightly the use 
of the vote it might yet be expected to appear 
an insult to withhold it ; it leaves women rank- 
ed with infants, lunatics, paupers and criminals. 
I'he theory of the disability of the sex can 
no longer be maintained. In the past fifty 
years three great changes ha\-e come over 
England and our western ci\ilizatioii. First, 
the achieved economic indejK ndencc of women, 
whether to be reputed or not is a fact. The 
franchise, if it did not effect immediate direct 
changes for the better in women's wages, 
would undoubtedly improve their status and 
indirectly be beneficial to their economic posi- 
tion. Second, the industrial revolution witii 
the growth of town centres has led to new 
developments in legislation and in administra- 
tion. There has been an - .extension of State 



activitj', such as demands a larger increased 
number of public servants, and public servants 
of new- aptitudes and qualifications. A \'ast 

amount of brain power and practical business 
talent can here fiml an outlet instead of run- 
ning to waste. Thirdly, the spread of educa- 
tion, and especially of higher education among 
women with the natural consequence — a de- 
sire that those who receive it should be allowed 
to place thf advantage of their education at 
the ciisposal of the nation. These great 
changes have led women to claim the parlia- 
mentary suffrage as niembers (if a modern 
industrial state — seeking to rc|;reseiit their 
own interests, to remove their o.wn disal)i!ilies 
and to perform with the fullest opportunity 
their work of social service. Is it not uu 
generous of women who are supported in com- 
fort to hinder the less fortunate in protecting 
tlieii labor by the ballot? Is not it foolish, 
when the usefulness of w-omen in local and 
municipal affairs is admitted, to exclude them 
from a useful participation in the work -if 
Parliament and r>f dci)artmenls of state — at 
least where women aii<l children are concern- 
ed; for Parliament and the Home Office, 
Board of Trade, Colonial Office, India Office, 
Foreign Office, Local Government Board, 
r.diication ( )ffice — all ileal with matters affect- 
ing women ;ui(l cliihireii. 

"Jt may be a'-ked whether women slii! 
suffer frcnii grievori> disabilits- under the law. 
In l'!iiglan(| an e(pial iiior;d staiidiiig for men 
and women has _\ et t() be recognized, and a 
man still is more lightly i)unislied for a gross 
cruelly to his wife than for a paltry theft. The 
argument that all law rests ultimately upon 
the power t<i enforce it — a jiowcr lacking in 
the case of women - may be met by the counter 
arginneii! that there are other ^er\-iccs essen- 
tial to nalion.'il and to soci;il existence ivhicli 
w-(jmen can perform .-iiid which ;irc eipial to 
those performeil by soldier and sailor. it 
should be sufficient to sustain the bearing and 
rearing of children. But the physical fo:ce 
argument in a less crude form asserts that 
centuries f)f practical cx|5erien'ce ha\e le(' men 
to ;in understanding of what is or is not prar- 
ticrible, and that women laclciiig this training 
of experience would l)e hkei\- to ,-ittcmpt the 
impossible in legislation. Is that .'i ^'ood 
reason f(jr ]h ist |ion iiig WDinen's experience 
since she already wields a \ast influence which 
nnist be vitiated by an absence of practical 
experience? Another f)bjcction made to wom- 
en's suffrage is that it \sould add largely to 
the ignorant \-ote. There is mi indieati , 1 that 
an ediic,-it ional (piali fication for th^ male 
voter will be introduced, and w c ha\e the 
aiiomalv of the educated woman iirojierty 
holder, taxpayer without a \ote ;ind the ii^iuir- 
ant nian with one. .\gain, there is the fear 
of adding a large number of those alreadv 
marshaled to orders played upon for petty 
purposes. But against this is to be set the 
danger of leaving a .section of the comniunity 
to hold opinions and tow-n influence without 
responsibility. It is not necessary lo give up 
belief in the educational influence of respon- 
sibility. In Xew- Zealand and .Australia wdiere 
women's suffrage has been an aecom|)lishcd 
fad six to fourteen years, it docs not appear 
that homes ha\-c been neglected or faddist 
legislation been promoted, that women have 
been specially subservient to party rn-ganiza- 
lions, or tliat they have .sold their vote, neither 
lia\'e they neglected to use it. 

"N'or can 'I be truly said that women in 
I'.ngland do not want to vote. Women's suf- 
frage is now adopted by Women's Trades 
Unions and .Women's .Co-operative Associa-. 



tions all o\-cr the countr\-. The conference of 
the National l'ni<_iii of Women Workers, repre- 
senting all iiii])orlant i)liilanthroi)ic organiza- 
tions of women, has declarerl ein|diatically in 
its favor. In June last 10,000 professional 
women, including a large contingent of uni- 
versity graduates, marched from the Thames 
embankment to the Albert Hall, and ioo,oo(j 
working women paraded in llydc Park to 
demonstrate their su])pori to the claim to the 
suffrage. It has been a claim of women 
against men. It has always been suiii>orted bv 
some of the ablest of men, and has iir)\\' the 
support oi three of,\tIic leaders of the four 
parties in the House of Commons and of 470 
of the 670 members of the House. 

"Increased activity has been evident since 
1905. The (jve of the General Election of 1906 
offered a favorable Opportunity for pressing 
.forward the recent losfi of the right of repre- 
sentation in the administration of education — ■ 
by the transference of this duty from School 
Do.-irds to Boards and County Councils pro- 
voked a special effort to avert like calamities. 
It has taken fi\-e years, at least, to get this 
rcm'7dicd by allowing women to serve on the 
councils. Sixty years of hard work of con- 
stitutional method had borne much fruit. What 
is [lopularlv k'tiown as the suffragette nio\-e- 
ment came into |.>rominence .'ihont this tinii-. 
and has in the mind-^ of many been discredited 
by the regrettable cxcc-ms of the few. But 
it is oiil}' fair to remember that in previous 
fr.-mciiisc nio\-cments there was interference 
with law- and order, ])eoide assembled in their 
tens of thou.sands and experience showed that 
predominencc of argumcnl alone was not suf- 
ficient. Hence the necessity of more demon- 
strative measures." 



APPLYING WISDOM OF SOLOMON 

A British cxdc, li\-ing alone in the \\''^st 
.\frican bush, a hundred miles awav from the 
iie;n-cst l/'uropeaii settlement, sends to th(> 
Standard of l-'.mpire ;i brief account iif some 
curious features of native litigation in .Vcn'tii- 
ern .Xigeria. 'I'liis correspondent is not con- 
nected in aiiv way with the legal pn.dession, 
but, as the solitary White .Man in that lonely 
(but promising) outpost of emjjire, be is often 
appealed to by the natives to act as jiulge 
or arbitrator. The court house is the verandah 
fif his bungalow, and the sittings of the court, 
he say.'i, are delightfully erratic and irregular. 
One day, towards the middle of Scptcmbe'- 
last, a ca.se of witchcraft, invoking 'Trial by 
Ordeal, in quite the orthodox old English 
manner, cropped up. An old woman of the 
village was publicly arraigned, and accused of 
being a witch. Slie had i)ut "ju-ju" on the 
countryside, it was declared, and cast a blight 
upon it. "The natives," writes the corres- 
pondent, "brought a bowl of poison from he 
surrounding forest, look it to the woman'.s 
house, and, after beating tomtoms and sing- 
ing and dancing round it, commanded the old 
woman to drink it. If she was innocent of 
witchcraft the poi.son would not work. If 
guilty she would die. Naturally enough, the 
poor old dame refused to drink, and her son 
came over to mc for advice. .After summon- 
ing the people who bad obtained the drug, f 
told them they must first prove their own 
innocence by drinking the poison themscKes, 
and the woman should thereafter follow suit, 
I need hardly say that they refused any niani- 
festations, and dispersed, the ordeal being post- 
poned sine die. I should perhaps add that 
the poison is made from sass wockI, indigenous 
lo the whole of West .Africa, ami often used 
on the Gold Coast and Liberia, as well as in 
Nigeria; in trials of a similar character/' 



p*^^^ ME death of that remarkable woman 
the Dowager Enipress of China will 
be regretted by none of her subjects 

more than by the women wdio are 
ijSij striving to improve the position of 

their sex in fhat vast enijMrc. We 
bear a great deal in these days of the Women's 
IMovcnient in Europe, and surprise has been 
expressed and interest roused in many quar- 
ters by the unexfjected part the Avomen of Tur- 
key have taken in the recent political upheav- 
als of their country. Few people, however, 
ba,ve any idea of the vast changes that are 
gradually, but all the more surely, taking place 
in the position of the Chinese women, owing 
largely to their own initiative, and also lo the 
help and encouragement given by their ruler. 

The late Empress always cultivated the so- 
ciety of foreign ladies, and those who visited 
her court were generally sure of a welcome 
from the shrewd old lady. Many were the 
questions she asked of all comers concerning 
the ])ositioii of the women in their lands, and 
dull indeed must have been the stranger from 
whom she could not exti'act some useful iii- 
formatiun. The result of all these inquiries is 
thai th.e etlucation of Chinese women and girls 
is now i^oing forward by leaps and bounds, 
and this has been in a large mea.sure due to 
the iCmpress's fostering care. Her example 
has been followed by the imperial princesses, 
who have gladly gi\en their patronage to ally 
deserving cause which has the improvement 
in the position of women as its object. 

The Chinese woman has manv grievances. 
Iler subjection is so com|)lele that she has no 
individual existence. When a Chinaman has 
only daughters be says he has no children, and 
girls are of so little value that they arc often 
ncjt named, and merely called firstborn, sec- 
ond-born, etc. At no time of her existence is 
she considered an independent human being. 
As a daughter she is the chattel of her father, 
who can dispose of her in marriage as he 
jdeases and without consulting her wishes ; as 
a wife slie liecomes the possession of the man 
who will pay llie liigliesi price for her. She 
then 110 longer Indongs to her former family, 
hut to that of her liusbaiid, and if she becomes 
a widow they can resell her to whom they 
please, or else the control of her pas.ses to her 
.sons. Widows of high social position, how- 
ever, are allowed more freedom. She can 
never inherit property, but she is entitled to a 
small dowry on her marriage ; it may be only 
a few clothes or a humble chest of drawers 
wherein lo put llieni, but if the bridegroom 
does liui sui)iilv the dowry, her father is oldig- 
etl to (jo so. .\s it is considered the duty of 
every Chinese to marry, from both social and 
religious points of view, the number of unmar- 
ried women in the Qelestial Empire is incon- 
siderable, and practically all are brought under 
the yoke. The Code of Alanus contains very 
different laws for men and women. The la-vv 
for a wiilovver slates that "after having accom- 
plished with consecrated fires the funeral cere- 
mony of a wife who has died, let him contract 
a new marriage "; but the widow is informed 
that "a virtuous woman who desires to obtain 
the same abode of felicity as her husband mu.st 
do nothing which may displease him, either 
during life or after death.. . . After losing 
her husband, let her not pronounce the name 
of an}' other man." 

Now, how'cvcr, the Chinese women are 
awakening to the brutality and injustice of 
this state of things, and lliey are demanding 
education and legal rights. The old empress 
willingly heard their cal^l and answered if. 



Schools for girls have recently been- estab- 
lished with foreign ladies, principally Japan- 
ese, as teachers. They arc crowded with 
pupils, mostly from leading Chinese families, 
in Pckiu the college for young ladies of the 
court is very popular, and fourteen Mongolian 
princesses arc receiving their education there. 
.English is taught in a'l the schooI,s, Many 
women arc not content with tli^' education 
China can supply, and have left their coiuitry 
to study in European universities. Miss Li 
Tsu-zung, the daughter of a doctor at Shang- 
hai, has recently been admitted to ihc Berlin 
University on the special recommendation of 
I he Chinese Minister, and many others are 
following her example. That the result of this 
education will have far-reaching effects is 
obvious, and, indeed, signs are not wanting 
that a revolt has already begun. The women 
specially resent the unjust marriage laws, and 
two books wdiich have lately been published, 
"The Germs of Feminism" and "The Right of 
the Chinese Woman in the Choice of a Hus- 
band," have met -with great popularity, and 
have already borne fruit in Canton, where a 
number of women recently left their homes 
and husbands, declaring that they could no 
longer submit to such degrading marital servi- 
tude. They were brought before the magis- 
trates, who have the power to punish them 
with imprisonment, which we are told has 
been done. 

The revolt of the Chinese women against 
existing social arrangements is also spread- 
ing into the world of politics, and they arc 
now beginning lo take a public part in the 
history-making of their countf}'. A few- 
months ago Canton was startled by the an- 
nouncement that the women were to dem- 
onstrate in support of the recent boycott 
of the Japanese, and although this was the 
first lime that native ladies took part in public 
life, their English sisters will learn with satis- 
faction that it was a complete success. One 
of the largest halls in Canton was engaged, 
and, although the rain poured down persist- 
enll}- all day, it was filled to its utmost 
capacity. We arc told that about ten thou- 
sand women were present, the audience being 
drawn from all grades of society. The streets 
were crowded w-ith women, dressed in wdiite, 
as a sign of mourning, the wealthy ladies ar- 
riv-ing in chairs, and their humbler sisters oii 
f ol. Inside the hall the sight was extra- 
ordinary, and full of hope for those who have 
the welfare of the Chinese women at heart. 
Large banners were suspended from the plat- 
form and round the hall, while bands played 
before the proceedings began. Everything wa.s 
done by women. Miss Pun Kut Fang prc- 
.sided, and in a stirring speech she called upon- 
the women to support the policy of China's 
ministers. She concluded hf;r appeal with the 
following words: "It rests with us to contri- 
bute our portion of patriotism and loyalty to 
our country and our emperor. I say women 
never lack such patriotism, and I call upon 
you, one and all, to show that China can rely; 
upon us whenever there is a call." 

This meeting is specially interesting as 
being the first occasion on which women Lave 
taken an'active arid pfomiii'e'nt par', in political 
life. There is no doubt that it has inaugurated 
a new era with results that' no one can forsee. 
If the men of China arc wise, they v/ill realijce 
thai they arc face to face with a tronicndous 
force, which can neither be ncglec;etl nor 
ignored, and they wdll hasten to alter the 
shameful and degrading laws under whicli 
their countrywomen have suffered for s'| ^long.

1 have re- 
solved — well, never mind, 1 ha.yc resolved. 
Some Historical Data 

Whence comes the New ^'ear's rcsohuinn?' 
Would that some philosopher would explain 
the psychology of the annual luxury of our 
race ! The Chinaman goes forth and i)ays his 
debts when the calendar of Confucius show.-? 
the birth of a new year imminent. We resolve 
to pay ours — and we sometimes do. One au- 
thority tells us that, it being in the nature of 
man to dread advancing years, he hecoiucs 
more imjjressionable than is his wont at the 
advent of the New Year. Realizing that he 
has now one twelvemonth the less ahead of 
liim, he begins to moralize on the shortcomings 
of past days, on time misspent and flagrant 
errors committed. So he makes up his mind — 
finally and irrevocably — that the coming year 
will be the banner year of his life. And nine 
times out of ten he awakes to find it only a 
New Year's resolution. 

That is one explanation, plausible as it is. 
But there is another. The Rolling .Stone, who 
lias accumulated more keenness than moss in 
his rough course down the steep of the 
world, is respbrisible 'for this. He ascribes 
New Year's resolutions to the indigcsiion re- 
sultant upon the gastronomic elforls of 
Christmas day. This malady, preying upon 
the human mind, tends to arouse a morbid 
intro-^pection. The victim is not jileased with 
his past, as seen through these gloomy 
spectacles, and quite naturally decides to blot 
out the past by performing wonders in the 
future- And there it is! 

Custom is Universal 
Whatever be the reason, there can be no 
doubt that the Ne\V Year's resolution is al- 
most universal. More than one married man, 
viewing the world in a kindly light through 
the steam of his after-Christmas dinner cof- 
fee, has resolved to give up toliacco during 

1909, as a magnanimous peace offering to his 
better half. This is a rash vow, and this one 
is quite generally broken. The resolution.s of 
tha man" who takes advantage of the New 
Year to ascend the "water wagon" arc more 
laudable, but, alas! quite as ephemeral. And 
so on through the weary list. 

The vexing part of the whole business is

The street railway company rcsolxes that 
a ten-minute service will, during 1909, niea;, 
a car every ten minutes, and (2) that the Cook 
street line will be in operation before 1910. 

So much for ;i few of the more weiglity 
resolves in our niidsl. Tcdegraphic aiK ice-; say 
that the lady suffragettes in iCngland are re- 
solved, but that is not at all new ; everybody 
knows the resolutions President Roo.scvelt has 
made for his proposed trip to Central Africa ; 
Mr. Gornpers has resolved to get out of jail, 
and the head of the great oil company has re-

Historic January 

The first month in the year has tdwaws 
been a fateful one in I'.nglisii history, but it 
began most specially to be recognized as such 
during the reign of Charles I. It was on Janu- 
ary -pli, i6.|2. that the attempt was made to 
arrest tiie Five .Members, (^n the 10th of the 
nmnth. three years later, .Archbishop Laud 
wa^ beheaded, and January 30th. 1^49, saw the 
King's own head laid itjion the block. 

There is [jrobabU- no act of Parliament 
\\ liicli lias ever been the cause of such ;una/.- 
ing dissension and discortl as that whicn 
lirought about the union between Great V>v\- 
t.ain and Ireland. This came into force upon 
Januar\- 1st, 1801. It was in the same month 
that Richard Tre\itliick, the C>irnish iineiitur, 
perfected ilie first steam locomotive wdiich ever 
nirn'ed upon an I'jiglish road. 

The gre.-it WiHiaiii I'itl, the most able 
I'rinie .Minister who (.\-er ci)ntrolled the des- 
tinies of the kingdom, came into office ;it 
Christmas, 1783, and died in January. iSot). 
His great rival, Charles James Fox, bom in 
January, 1749, only survived Pitt six months- 



One of the greatest boons that a nation ever 
received from its Government was conferred 
upon Great Britain on January ist, 1S40 — 
namely, penny ])ostagc. Adhesive stamps had 
been invented by .Air. James Chalmers, of Dun- 
dee, six A'cars jireviously, and these super- 
seded ^lulrcath's enve!oi)e later in the 
same year. January has long been a very 
notable month in the history of the T\'oyal 
]<"amily. On January 25th. 185S. the 
Princess Ro)'al was married to I'rince h'r 
ick William of Prussia. The Germ.an Kaiser 
was born in January, 1S59. Prince Albert 
\'ictor of Wales was born on January loili, 
i8()4, and b)' a \'er}- strange coincidence it Nsas 
on the same date in the year 1S9J that he was 
attacked by the illness which, ten days later, 
on J.iiiuar}' 20th, ended fatally. 

Prince Henry of Battcnberg's death occurr- 
ed on laiuiary 20th, 1890, and the Did<c of 
Teek's life came to an end on the 21st (jf the 
month, 1900, 

C)ne year later, on J;uiuary 22nd, ;<)oi, 
came the end of the most famous reiu:n in 
lish or any other history. (Jucen V'ii.toi'ia 
(lied at f>.30 on that fateful e\eniiig. .

noticed liiiii at all. I le seemed .-ilwa^-s to dread 
the possil)ilit_\- of any one passing him withonl 
leco^iiitioii. He lo\ed the g.ize of the crowd 
as he loved his daily tipple of brandy and soda. 
He put himself on record as a reveller in pes- 
simism for its own sad sake, and he was as 
ouis])okcn in his dislike of strangers as he was 
.anxious that they should .gape at him and com- 
ment on his jiersonal apjiearance. Ibsen, great 
genius and socioh.igical scholar that he was, ae- 
(|iiire(l, in his latter ^ears, the small \ices of 
a \ ain child ; he was an intellectual j)eacock. 
To lia\e \isiled Cliristiaiiia and not see 
Doctor llenrik Ibsen wr)ul(l h;i\e been like 
touring Hg\pl and missing a sight of the 
Sphinx and pyramids. He was the most in- 
teresting i)crsonage in the Norwegian capital 
— and Ibsen, before any one, was conscious of 
that fact. Down the Karl Jojiann's Gade to 
the Grand Hotel he walked every day, rain 
or shine; when the weather wa^ particular!)' 
inviting, he ))aid two daily visits to the hotel, 
( )n such days he appeared punctuall}' at one 
in the afternoon :.nd again at eight in Ihe 
evening. Ibsen was above all things a meth- 
odical man. His life was governed . by the 
clock. lie had his own table in the gallery 
overlooking the garden, and the minute he 
arrived a mute but well trained waiter placed 
before the shaggy philosopher and playwright 



.a bottle (.)f lirandx- and another of so(|;i. This 
was the author's i.avorite stimulant, and two 
glasses of the liquor his limit at a sitting. 
With the cnre of a druggist compounding a 
jireseript ion he ineasiired .and mixed his drmlc, 
w liieli he sipped. ,a sw.dlo,\ at ;i lime, with 
such perfeci regtilai ity, tli.ii one cinild tell oil 
1)\- his .'leiion the lapse o| e.aeli ti\e minutes 
\sith 110 recourse to clock or watch. These 
(lail\- lihatiuiis seemeil, toward the end of his 
life, to afford llenrik Ihsen tiie one consola- 
tion of an existence who.se ingrained nulan- 
choly impressed itself on all who got near 
enough to him to converse informally. 

One day it was borne in upon this observ- 
ing old man that those who haunted the jnihlic 
cafe of the Grand Hotel were, for the most 
part, his own fellow-coinil ry men, mid that if 
he was lo be seen b\' ti",\\eliiig hhiglisli men. 
.Americans, Frenchmen, (>ei-nians and Italians, 
It W(jnl(l be necess;iry lo take u]) his post in 
the hotel jiroper. Accordingly he chose lor 
himself a table in a most conspicuous part 
of the gallery, which overlooks the big gar- 
den, where all foreigners take their dinners 
and thus it was possible to be "the observed 
of all observers," with no fear of being ap- 
proached or inveigled into c(Uiversai ion. 

Ha\-ing taken his seat, the first of modern 
.\orse writers arran.ged his ne wsjjaiiers, his 
hat, his s])ectaeles, \sith all the fussiness of ;i 
stage spinster. Six pairs of eye-glasses were 
laid out in a row on the lab'e. For every 
paragraph he read he ])laee(l a fresh pair of 
glasses on his nose, always pausing to pojish 
them and hold them to the light. .A.s he read 
apparently ab3orbed in the contents of his 
newspaper, close. observers fre.<iuently .detected 
the old man's .cjres ' roving from the printed 



page in the direction of the people looking his 
way. He was a sly (dd rascal, was Ibsen. If 
ladies were among those who watched him, the 
ruddy face at once lit u]) with the radiance of 
self-s.atisf.-ietion. It was an ill day for Ibsen 
;iiid tin- ( '.r.and llot(d w hen foreigners were 
few in ihe g.anlen. Ihii the strange old genius 
w;ts r.'irely without his audienee, and the more 
the aiidieiicc stared and fluttered the more 
genial ;iiul luminous became tlie Ibsen coun- 
tenance. /\11 this seems increilible; it is the 
fact,' and in the fact you have a memory of the 
real Ibsen. Few great men are admirable off 
their pedestals; Ibsen w.as less so [jerhaps than 
any of lii.s contemporaries. 

I'rom bis eailiest childhood. Doctor Ibsen's 
life was an iinh;ip])y one, and although success 
came to him alinndant !>• in his latter (la3-s, it 
came too hue to (diauge or sweeten him. He 
110 longer had the c,ipaeit_\- for enjoyiug the 
fame and the wealth which were his at tlie 
end. He was compelled to fall back upon 
himself for the greate-Jt gratification of his 
desires. His whinfi and fads circled wholly 
around himself, and the circle was a narrow- 
one. As a lad in the unattractive town of 
Skicii — his native place — Ibsen's life was sun- 
less and [Kivert y-pinehed. Till he was [last 
middle age lie g.aiiied neither countenance nor 
encouragenienl in his own !;md ; indeed, he was 
deemed a man of no abilit}' at all. His work 
w as derided, and over each new day hung the 
pall of bittcre. t adversity. Nor was his di- 
niestie life in an after day a hap])y one. At the 
time of his death he was, as Norwegian wealth 
is estimated, a very rich man. He was wortli 
.$200,000, and that is a princely fortune in 
Norwa}'. Ibsen did not know what to do with

1 
to attack one of the best friends of woman 

suffrage in the country. (Cheers.) She called 
upon all friends of fair play in the hall to 
condemn the conduct of those people by rising 
in their places. 

Praclicall}' the wdiole audience rose and 
stood for a moment. 

"On the c<jntrar}-," saul Lady McLaren, 
and some 30 or 40 ])ersons got up and cheered 
for Mrs. Pankhurst. "The vote of censure is 
carried by an overwhelming majority," Lady 
McLaren declared amidst cheers. 

On the proposition of Miss Balgarnic, 
seconded by iMr.-. Stewart Brown, Mr. Lloyd- 
George was given a vote of thanks. Towards 
the close of the meeting a banner with the 
words "Be Honest" was hung from a box, but 
after a struggle it was torn down by some 
ladies wdio thought it superfluous, and there 
was then a prolonged tug of war for the 
ultimate possession of it. Outside the hall 
a lady dashed through the police towards Mr. 
Lloyd-George as he was entering his motor 
car, but she was smartly swept back upon the 
pavement again by an officer on horseback. 
Outside the Hall 
Some thousands of persons gathered out- 
side the hall, and when the first of the ejected 
suffragists made her appearance she was re- 
ceived with mingled cheers and jeers. One 
young woman attempted to hold a meeting, 
but she was apparently too much shaken by 
wdiat she had undergone in the process of 
ejection to be able to make a speech, even i£ 
the police had not driven her and her friends 
away. Front conversations which took place 
between those who had been ejected and their 
sympathizers, it seemed that the interruption 
of the meeting had proceeded upon an organ- 
ized plan, and that the interjections were made 
in a prearranged sequence. "Before my turn 
came," said one short and determined woman 
of about forty years of age, "I was thrown out 
more violently, and I was more disgracefully 
and outrageously treated than at any other 
meeting I have attended." That matters had 
not gone smoothly in the hall was evident from 
the irritated condition of the ordinary mem- 
bers of the audience, who left before the close 
of the meeting. Three of these ladies made 
some strong remarks to a "militant" suffragist, 
and as she did not give the soft answer that 
turns away wrath the bystanders eagerly 
formed a ring in anticipation of enjoying a 
scuffle. Nearly a dozen photographers await- 
ed the disorderly persons outside, and as each 
was ejected from the meeting she was photo- 
graphed in her turn, the lady with the dog- 
whip first of all. 



MADE USE OF HIS CHANCE 

Opportunity may opme through a lucky ac- 
cident, but genius shows in seeing and using 
it. The Rt. Hon. H. H. Asquith, now Prime 
.Minister of Great Britain, was bound to dis- 
tinguish himself .sooner or later, even though 
he first became noted through wdiat seemed 
mere chance. Mr. Stead, in the Review of Re- 
\iews, tells of this piece of "luck" which 
pavetl the way to fortune. 

Mr. Asquith was the junior counsel to Sir 
Charles Russell, afterward Lord Chief 
Justice as Lord Russell of Killowen, in 
the famous Parnell Commission. For nine 
months he was immersed in the intricacies of 
that celebrated case. One day, while snatch- 
ing a hasty lunch, Sir Charles told Asquith' 
that he would have to cross-examine the next 
witness. 

"This is most absurd!" exclaimed the 
astonished junior. "Mr. MacDonald is the 
next witness, and he is one of the most im- 
portant. Of course you will cross-examine 
him!" 

"No," replied Sir Charles. "I am tired. 
You will do it well enough." 

It was no use to protest. .Asquith was 
dismayed. He was totally unprepared. Mac- 
Donald was stipposed to be a shrewd, intelli- 
gent vScotchman, wdio would prove more than 
a match for the ablest cross-examiner. 

When Mr. Asquith rose in the court he 
was at his wit's end. By good fortune, he put 
a question which was answered by the wit- 
ness in ? supremely silly fashion. Mr. Asquith 
saw at once that he could play his fish. with v 
good results. He did so, and the process was 
one of the most brilliant displays of skill ever 
witnessed at the bar. Poor Mr. Macclonald 
was turned inside out, jand held up to a scoff- 
ing world, from which "he" gained the title of 
"Simple Simon,"

tation throughout the nation. He had seized 
his chance and made iise of it. 
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PASSING COMMENTS 

Fools With Firearms — and Worse, 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 

ROBABLY most of us who have 
hunted in tlic various districts of 
tiiis Island have rcniarkLHl at some 
time or other the advertising- deco- 
rations on tlie roadside and the 
great difficuUy there is in finding 
one of thcni which is not riddled with shpt- 
holcs. The first impression which one gain? 
is that some misciiicvous youth has happened 
alon^- the particular piece of road which .one 
has hit upon for one's first excursion in the 
country, but, as one's travels are extended fur- 
ther, the same tiling is obvious everywliere, 
and the conclusion is forced upun one that 
there must he an unusually large number of 
mischievous boys in the cotmtry. (ir else that 
there is an extraordinary deartli of game which 
leads the disappointed sportsman to Vent his 
disgust on these too-conspicuous targets. 

Now I must admit that 1 see no need for 
the display of these tin atrociiies in the woods 
calling attention to the merits of Dr 
Blue pills for r.liie people or 
Reaeh-me-downs, and 1 dislik 
and duiibt their value as advertising, Init. at 
the same time, it certainly seems a wanton and 
childisii form of mischief to riddle them with 
shot at close range, and the sight of these poor 
battered relics at every turn of the load is cer- 
tainly not a sight to impress the visitor with a 
very high idea of tlie character of our 
sportsmen. 

Unfortunately the mischievous parlie 
waste tlieir ammunition on these tin signs do 
not always confine tiieir attention to such 
worthless' targets. Two instances have oc- 
curred this week of the. wanton mischief of 
hoodlums with firearms, one of which has 
been the cause of serious loss of valuable ani- 
mal life and only by great good fortune not of 
human life, and the other may yet result in 
the death of one of the most valualdc setters 
on the coast. The accident due to the shooting 
away of an insulator of the Electric Light 
company's feed wire has already been report- 
ed in the daily press. The other incident I 
have not seen mentioned up to the time of 
writing this. 

■ Last' Sunday two Victoria .gentlemen 
were hunting in the neighborhood of Some- 
nos Lake, over ground wltere they had jier- 
mission to shoot, having with tliem the well- 
known Irish setter bitch Nellie, which won 
first in tiie open class, and First' winners here 
and at Vancouver in the 1907 shows, thus 
v.'inning in the first year "that she was sliown 
eight points out of ten necessary for cham- 
pionship honors, and is as good a dog in tlic 
field as on the bench. 

They noticed two boys in an adjoining 
field amusing themselves witli a small rifle, 
but paid little attention to them until one of 
them deliberately shot at their dog at the di-^- 
tance of about seventy yards, the bullet pass- 
ing clean through her lungs. Tlie dog is ex- 
pected to live by the veterinary surgeon who 
has attended her, but it was a mere fluke that 
she was not killed on the spot, the l)u!!ct luck- 
ily missing bones and arteries. There was 
absolutely no excuse for this wanton outrage, 
and all Victoria s])ortsmcn and dtjg lovers 
who iiavc heard about it are naturally incens- 
ed at the occurrence. 

It is such acts as these which makes 
.wonder if it is not time that some steps were 
taken to stop the indiscriminate u.se of fire- 
arms by children and irresponsible parties. 
There are far too man\' accidents with fire- 
arms directly traceable to carcdess and ignor- 
ant iiandling, and it is positi\eIy alarming {•> 
many of iis, brought up to regard dangeron , 
weapons with a jiroper respect ;ind h.-indle 
them riccordingly . to see the reckless w.iy in 
which mere children are given .22 rifles and 
cheap shotguns to use and abuse to the com- 
mon danger. 

These small rifles are too apt to be re- 
garded as mere toys by parents unused to fire- 
arms, wiicreas tliey can be and often arc dan- 
gerous weapons in the wrong hands, and it is 
a duty that jiarents owe to societs-, not to 
mention tliemsel\-es and their b<j\s to see that 
they are taught the riglu wa\- lo 1kui.II" 
weapons before they are allowed lo own .■iinl 
use them. Of course, accitleiits and delilierale 
acts of wanton nnschicf are two different 
things, but the one subject suggested tiic 
other, and the point to be emphasized is the 
need for .some regulation to ensure as far as 
possible the limiting of the prisilcge to carry 
and use firearms to those who are fit to do so; 
obviously, I here are many at large in the 
COuntr_\- to(la_\- who .are most deeidedK- not.''^ 
Pacific Salmon Taking in Fresh Water 
It is astonishing once a fallacy gels 
abreiad how hard it is lo desirnv it. Some- 
one once jumped to the hasty conclusion that 
fly-fishing for salmon could not be ])ractise(! 
in British Columbia waters with any hope of 
success, made the statement public and tiie 
mistake was disseminated and widely believed. 
By degrees fishermen are beginning to believe 
when they arc told that if they know where to 
go and the right way to go about it they can 
enjoy excellent sport fly-fishing fur salimjii. 
Another form of the same fallacy was tli.at 
Pacific salmon wcniUl not take a l)ait of any 
kind in fresh water. Last week 1 published a 
cutting from tiic London "Field" recounting 
how Mr. Inskip had been catching salmon 
with the Devon minnow in the Tliompson 
river, and a day or iwn ago the subject was 
recalled by a visit from an old resident of the 
jCqwichan Lake district, who assured me that 
'salmon are taken there both in the lake and 



the- river at all times during the season, both 
With f'pooiT and flv : others corroborate him. 
The trouble is that the salmon run is so great 
on this coast and the taking of the fish in salt 
water such a simple matter by the veriest tyro 
that everyone goes trolling when the run i.s 
on, and British Columbia salmon fishing gets 
-the name of being confined solely to fishing in 
salt water, simply because this is the easiest 
way of taking them, and the majority of those 
who so catcli them know little and care less 
about the fine art of catching salmon in suit- 
able rivers either with the artificial fly or 
other- baits. '

SEA TROUT ANO. THE DRY FLY 

From the day wdicii I first cast a floating 
fh' up stream o\cr the widening rings of a 
rising trout I liaxe been eominced th.at dry- 
fly fishing is the nio.-i feasihh' and also the 
most siieeessful methnd i<\ angling [nr all sur- 
face-rising fish. The trout that one sees rising 
is in the act of takin.g i!u natural fly as it 
floats on the surface of the w .uer, and the mar- 
vel to me is wdi}', when jjeoplc first went down 
to the waters to fish, th<;y did not endeavor to 
place a floating hire before tlie trout instead 
of a sunken and liedraggled bunch of feather- 
.and silk, llnwewr. the wci fly is the tin .,1 
common mclhiHl villaining, and. except ini the 
idi.alk streams, the ili\ -fle purist is seldom nn.'i 
\'.ith. In Ireland \M't flies ni lar.^e p.aUcrn 
•are used on eyer}- stream, .and the man with 
the floating lure is looked up.m a> a crank of 
tlie first water. I have, however, used the dry 
fly on ever}' river I ha\c fished in Ireland, 
and find that, ■striking an averape. it is far nmrc 
successful tb.aii the wel. (hi dr}- and br!L;i:i, 
d.'i\-s. when the wel-flv man sl;i\s ;il home .-inil 
^-cowl.-- .-It the gl.iriiig sh}-, 1 find iliat 1 can 
usuall}- entice .'i brace, or m.-i}be a couple of 
brace, of good trout into my basket, and when 



the wet-fly man is in his clement, after a heavy 
spate, I notice that his catch does not often ex- 
ceed mine. 

1 have therefore staked my faith on the dry 
fly, and whdn 1 got a chance to fish a white 
trout stream for the first time I looked as- 
kance on the l;irge and gaudy lures that I was 
advised to use. The brown trout is a sort of 
jicrso'iial friend, as 1 have met him in England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, and liave found that his 
taste-does not differ much; but the white trout 
up till that time was a complete stranger. I 
knew nothing of his character, nor of his 
method of feeiling. The stream was a small 
one, consisting of large, still iniols, xs'ith short 
runs at intcr\als, and abc^ut ;i mile below the 
.spot where \\-e ])ut up our rods it flowed into 
llie sea. The general opiniem seemed to be 
lli.it the day was must unfavorable; the sun 
was bright, the water clear, and there was no 
ripjjle to break the glassy surface of the pools, 
and. hurling anathemas at our luck, we put up 
our rods. 1 had a large selection of sea-trout 
flie>, ,-ind three of startlin.g jiattern were affix- 
ed to iny cast b}' ni\' h'l.si, .-uid i was sent ii]-) 
^•in:am to fish ;i series of jiools lying between 
lii,L;li .-Mid reedy banks. 1 soon detected a large 
fish rising in tin; centre of a pool, and dropped 
my cast and flies well over him. Considering 
that the water was like a sheet of glass, and 
lien- w .-Ci ]u-,-ielieall}- v < stream carr}- niy 
line dnw-n, I w;is in H snr]irised when in'thing 
li;i])pened. .-Mid pi,'rsi mall}' I re>pecled llie fish 
foi 111-; L^ociil sense. .Xo trmit, whether \\hite or 
Innwn. 1 ai\L',!n'd, winiiil be such a cnnsnnimatc 
foid as 111 iiii' lake a gaud}' bunch of hair and 
leather.-, for Ins natural food under these con- 
ilitioiis. 

I took a look up stream, and noted several 
other rising fish; then, reeling in my line, I 
took off the sea-lroiit cast and affixed a fine 
tapered one that 1 knewL would hold a .^Ib. test 
monster, and therefore should defeat a sea 
liiiut of ei|ual weight, ('.l;iiicing through ni)'- 
box of dry flies, 1 selected a cocli-y-bondhu 
dressed mi a .\"o. 1 hoeik, ;iml, after oiling it, 
pl:ice<l it o\er the spot where 1 had last seen a 
fish rise. 1 must candidly confess that I had 
not the faintest hope of success, but I felt that 
throwing large wet flies in mirror-like pools 
was such an absurd and futile performance 
that 1 resolved to amuse myself by introducing 
llie'flo.-iting lure to sea tront.. Wdien, therefore, 
m\- coch-\--bondhu disapiieared wdth a loud 
si)lasli .-I second later the strike that followed 
came loo late, and a badly scared trout went 
down to soliloquise on the increased dangers 
of small streams as compared with the open 
sea. Considerably surprised, and not a little 
elated, I east ag.-iin over another rising fish, 
trying to persuade myself that the trout who 
had risen to me had forgotten his part, and that 
110 further lapse from the tinte-honored custom 
of taking wel flies would be met with. Jlow- 
e\-er, ;is ni\- fl}- floated down over the spot 
there w-;is a loud plop, and a few seconds af- 
ter^vards a shimmering mass of silver came to 
the net, and turned the scale at I lb. 2 oz. It 
was my first white trout, and I gloated over 
'his beauties before placing him in my basket 
on a bed of grass. 

On the next pool 1 came to fish were ris- 
ing ]iretiv fre'pieiii ly, but 1 noted that no trout 
w.is feediiui; s'.eadiK- in the same spot, as their 
lire;wn lu'ilh.ers do. .My first cast was i.gnored, 
except so f;ir a-; a s,-ilinoii parr w.'is cejucerned. 
,Mid he iniiindentl}- e.-iiiic out of the water and 
drowned the fly, being apparently too full to 
t.ike .111}- more. .M\- next cast was directed to- 
wards a break in the reeds where a large fish 
had risen twice in rajiid succession, and di- 
iccilv it lunched the writer he rushed at it and 
I (I'll; i: with .-1 head and shoulder rise. Appar- 
enth- he inis--e(l it. f"r on slrik-ing I felt no re- 
.sist.-ince, .-md. Imping that he w.'is not scared, 
I put the fly over him again. This lime it was 
allowed to float down in peace for some feet;

all this money, so he hoarded it; he never 
could be iiidiiceil to invest a penny of it. lie 
trusted no one, even in the most trifling- 
financial tra 11,'^-ictii Ills, 

in the face of his cloud}' ]iast it was not, 
therefeirt', surpriiing that llenrik Ibst-n grew 
more and more 111 i--,-iii t hn ipic .md di^•ll shroud- 
ed in his own conceit.

Knowing that the moment lie left his li'Mise 
in L'firist i.-in in lu- wiudd becoiiic ilu- centre of 
interest ;ilong the street.-,, he was ;ilwa}-s care- 
ful to dress for the occasion. It would adtl 
another wrinkle to his brow to discover a but- 
ton missing from his coat or a blur on the 
beaver of his tall silk hat. His clothes were 
made of broadckjth of fine texture; his t;iil(jr 
was the best in Christ iaiii;i. lie alw;i}s wore 
.-I "tile" of metallic smoothness Ills boots 
were of jiateiil leather. Toiiet articles lu' car- 
ried about \x-illi liini .-ilwaxs ;iiid e\er}'wliere. 
.iiid fre(|ueiilly he brought them into rei|uisi- 
tioii ill the most public places. While on 
exhibition in the hotel garden in full view of 
a cosmopolitan throng it was no uncommon 
act for him to take from his pocket a condi 
or brush and caressingly stroke his famous 
white whiskers, or hft to a greater height his 
equally famous white pompadour locks, which 



stood straight up in the air like a miniature

he paused, looking lung ,-iiid (■;irne--t 1}' into the 
opening of his lie.-idpiece. lie ]ireseiite(l at 
such a time the piciure nf a lenninc sage nf 
the Sagas deep in the maze of some \ast 
l)roblein of the co.smos. it was all a mistake. 
Ibsen, critically viewing Ib.sen. There was a 
mirror fastened in the bottom of his hat, and 
he was looking after the twist of his cravat. 

Cut when Ibsen, the anllior, had ff)rmulated 
the scheme for a new drama, and had de- 
termined to weld and mould it inln fniin, tlie.i 
occurred his mcl.-imnrplinsis from fnp in wn;-k- 
nian— .'1 workman ohlixinns of the wlmlc wide 
wnrld, its penjiles .-ind it.-^ pa-->ii nis. The luil- 
terfl)- drew b.'ick into its chr}'saiis; the feast- 
ing crowds at the (irtind Hotel could no 
lo.nger feast their eyes nii llenrik Ibsen, nor 
watch him stroke his whiskers and sip brandy 
and .soda at five miimle intervals. The vulgar, 
\-aiii, fniilish <ild man bail becnine ii venerable 
giant Inrgiiig a in.isl erpiece in .•ib^--nlute soli- 
tude. Snddeiil}- he would sliii> himself ii]) lo 
write, lie would see no one. ;msw er 110 coin- 
iminicat ion.s. Xn cloistered monk was iiujre 
isolated from ilu: inoving world than llenrik 
Ib.'.eii when the fe\ i'r of coiuposil ion \v,-is U])(jn 
liiiii. He ;ite, slept, lived ,-ilone. 

/\sked why he followed the life of a lierniit 
while he was working upon a new produc- 
tion, Ibsen ' rci)licd with characteristic terse- 
ness: "I am living with ni\- characters at such 
times. They ha\e form and life. They talk 
with me; they dine with inc. They are near 
me. all the time^ I write down their conversa- 



tions. their thoughts. My work comes along 
very fast. 1 never have to erase a line. I 

li.iNe ihought out the plot in my mind; I know 
'he pla} from the first scene to the last, even 
'lie dialogue, and ii is oiil}- necessary for me 
til write it out as (piick ;is possible. During 
this time 1 am not llenrik Ibsen. 1 do not 
live in Norway nor in the world. My exist- 
ence is apart from life, in a sphere of my own 
creation peopled by beings of my own crea- 
tion." 

Thus lived the real Ibsen, a two-sided man 
of letters and the drama, one all frills and 

fopper}', \-aiii, supercilious, childish; the other 
the thinker, the worker, the genius. The 
ipiestion w.as put to lliseu \vlietlier he favored 
.-I cerl.-iiii siH'ial institution common lo (jcr- 
iii.-iii\- and h'rance ;ind about l(j be adopted by 
the Xorwegiaiis. "1 fax'or it?" he cried, "I? 
1 am in favor of nothing, I have no remedies to 
suggest. My plays arc not doctrinary. They 
tried to read strange, new meanings in my 
'Peer C.yiu.' They looked it)v jiroblems where 
there were none. 'Peer Ci}-nt' is the story of 
;ill human life presented in epitome; it is 
_\outh. amldiiou, lo\-e, (ild age. truth — the 
greatest tliin.g I have done. Jt will be my 
niominieiit when I am g(me ; and li\'e after me." 

Time seems to be bearing /;>ut the i)ropliccy 
(if this foremost writer of his race. The world 
has already accepted "Peer Gynt" as a gigantic 
picture of human life and emotions; and the 
critics are agreed that in this wondrous' spec- 
tacle of cv-er changing existence by the little 
old man of Christiania, the stage has a work of 
consumate art the like of which has not been 
produced since Snakcspcare's day. 



then just as it reached the reeds lie came at it 
again, and I drove the barb well .home. With 
a mighty rush he dashed up stream, taking 

fifteen yards off the reel without a check; then 
out of the water he came like a streak of glis- 
tening silver. I dropped the point of iny rod 
like lightning and saved disaster, and next mo- 
ment he was dashing towards me again. I 
reeled in as fast as I could, but failed to keep 
a tight line, with the result that he took a 
couple of turns round the root of a reed. I could 
see him about a foot below the surface, squirm- 
ing and pulling for all he was worth ; but the 
cast was equal to the strain, and, getting the 
net well under him, I lifted him out. Two and 
a half pounds was his weight, and, being fresh 
from the sea, he was as bright and clean as a 
new half-crown. 

I fished on for four hours, and though the 
fun could hardly be called fast and furious, I 
had accounted for three and a half brace of 
glorious white trout wdien I arrived at the 
rallying point lo meet the car which was to 
take us home. I\ly host and his son, who had 
fished for white trout all their lives, had only 
accounted for one small half-pounder apiece, 
and their surprise on seeing my basket was 
considerable. Taking into consideration the 
weather conditions and the lack of water, they 
expressed themselves as perfectly satisfied 
with ha\-ing secured one each; ljut llicv were 
wliolR- unable to account ior my catch, ami 
suspected me of limeing the stream, till 1 gave 
iheni the facts, which only incrcised tlieir as- 
tonishment. Unfortunately I lia\-c never since 
had an opportunity of trying the dry fly with 
white trout, but though 1 have never heard of 
anyone using it, I feel convinced that good 
si)ort coulil be obtained with the floating lure 
in the dry weather, when the sea trout lie in 
the pooL, at the mouth of a stream waiting for 
the spate that is usually so long in coming. — 
C. S. J., in The Field.

THE VICISSITUDES OF GOOSE LIFE 

During the migratory season large numbers 

of birds go to the Far North. When the 
snows first melt, the swan, snow goose, Canada 
goose, brant and wavey. go north by the mil- 
lions, and they are followed by almost the 
whole duck family — mallard, broadbill, pintail, 
spoonbill, canvasback, ringncck, teal, wood- 
duck, mergansers and all the others. Geese 
are keen-eyed and acute of hearing, and whe- 
ther feeding or sleeping they keep a sentinel 
on guard to warn them in cas'e of danger. 
Sometimes a quiet old lady is called "an old 
goose," but wdien she is as keen and observing 
as the bird, her granddaughters don't fool her 
much. When the .geese go north, ' during a 
flight of 2,000 or 3,000 miles, they become tired 
and hungry and sto]) at the lakes to feed before 
continuing their journey, and then they are 
shot by tlie thousands. 

The summer habitat of the goose is among 
the rivers, lakes and swamps very far north, 
reaching to the Arctic Circle and above. There 
they make their nests and lay their eggs, 
which are hatched in about four weeks, the 
young taking to the water with their mother in 
one or two days. The enemies of the mother 
goose are many. First the Indian goes among 
their nesting places and steals her eggs, filling 
their canoes to their capacity with them. Then 
if the geese hatch their broods and go upon 
the land, the raccoon, lynx, and other animals 
catch the goslings. When they are on the 
water, the eagles, hawks and owls pounce up- 
on them. If ihev escape the birds, the siiapping- 
turtle, ]iike and ]>ick-ercl catch them by their 
feet, draw them under the water and eat them. 
Those that escape all these dangers arc shot at 
in their migration to the tropics, or on their 
return flight to the "spots that were dear to 
their childhood." When allowed to live through 
his old allotted period, the goose attains the 
honorable age of one hundred years, old 
enough to be in his second childhood, tender 
;ind suitable f(3r a boarding house Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner; but as to the end of his tough life 
1 cannot vouch — we could not remain long 
enough. 

The duck has to swim through life sur- 
rounded with quite the same vicissitudes. 
Those we saw in the North were not taught, 
as the ducks in China are, to go out in the 
morning to feed and then to return at call. We 
called ours v-ith a shotgun — many were called 
but few chose to come. The jiriest at Fori: 
vSniitli said to me, "We ha\'e an immense coun- 
try wdth few people, but we arc free," and so 
were most of the ducks that we saw on our 
trip. — Field and Stream. 

THE FATE OF THE WHALE 

Old people can remember when the whal- 
ing industry of New England brou.ght great'- 
wealth to the country, but that time was over 
more than a generation ago. Whaling ceased- 
to be profitable and was no longer followed, 
and so the whale wav. neglected and had an 
opportunity to re-establish itself. Now it is 
being pursued again and far more relentlessly 
than ever. By nieans , of improved methods o£, 
destruction, more and more whales are being' 
constantly slaughtered, and unless some means 
to limit this destruction can be found the whale 
will actually become extinct. 

At its annual meeting last wdntcr the New 
York Zoological Society- adopted a resolution 
ealliiig for the protection of whales b}-: nican.s 
of international agreenicnt, and there is a pos- 
sibility that some .steps may be taken lo cause 
the slaughter of the whales to cease. Nations 
move . slo.wly, ho^veverj;" J these matters, and 
tlfd Bstory of lack/^p^ which ^attended 

the efforts to prciservc the fur seal, does not 
hold out great hopes. that attempts to preserve 
the whale will be much more successful —

Many of tile newi'^^t evening bodices have beautiful 
tinsel and other embroideries put on In the form of 
a butterfly, or a large moth, or sometimes tliese 
motifs are of a floral origin and describe long cover- 
ed leaves which follow the outlini; of the decolletage. 
But this decoration Is now no longer confined to 
tile front of the gown, and Its counterpart will be 
invariably dlscoverod to be part of the scheme of the 
back of the bodice as well. 

Tile sash, too, which has done its best to occupy 
the Dlrectolre position. Is now found on so many of 
the latest models, hanging down the back of the 
long, narrow skirt, and in short to neglect the back 
trimming of our gown or coat is to be terribly be- 
hind the times, and to Ignore one of the stiltent fea- 
tures of latter day modes. Uven the hair litis de- 
scended from the crown of tlic head to the back, and 
the large Kniplre bands and combs and other de- 
lightful ornaments, which are so engaKlngly dlsiduy- 
ed In the shoi) wlndoiv.s, are used as much at the 
back of the head as they were originally In the 
front. 

I have seen .some pictures of wonderful new 
models In the last few days. Many of them of the 
first dcKre,; of ugliness. Some of the skirts "nave 
till. aii|)i'araiiee of being lengths of double-width stuff 
which are buttoned on to their wearers at odd inter- 
vals, .\ lilouse of ninon, for example, has two trl- 
tiiiKular iileces of iiiaterlal to either front, which are 
Imttoned togetlier beneath the arm; other cloth 
gowns are laced together apparently quite Inade- 
iiuatelv, and look like the cup of the proverbial 
housemaid, as though they might "come a' two In 
your hand."

THE DANCE SUPPER 

The question of a sit-down supper, during a 
dance, is occasionally a difficult problem, capeclally 
where expense has to be considered, and, when both 
In kitchen and pantry, the staff to be relied upon Is 
small. 

The dishes must be selected with care, they must 
be callable of preparation beforehand; they must not 
involve elaborate (jarnishlng at tlu' last moment; 
till y must be such as give as little trouble as pos- 
siblu in waiting; they must be nice, \el not too 
rich; and, tliouf;li tills will not be apparent to tlie 
Kucsts, tlirv must not burden the larder with useless 
reiiiaii'is, liut. to llic comfort of the housekeeper and 
the relief of the jnirse must ministi'i- to nice and 
nourishing mcal.s on tin? morrow and thereafter. 

■\\^lietlier tile supper is to be hot or cold Is en- 
tirely a matter of choice. Perhaps a happy medium 
Is the best, with a hot soup course and a hot fish 
dish, cold meat course and cold sweets and some 
coffee to wind up with. Such a supper will please 
most people and the following Is a good menu for a 
suppor at a small diuice:

Clear Soup In -Cups 
Lobster Patties 
Cold Lamb. Cold Ham. Cold Pressed Beef 
Salad and Mint Sauce 
Rico Cream. Fruit Gateau 
Maraschino Jelly 
Meringues 
Bon-bons. Dessert. Coffee 
Beverages 
Aerated Waters. "Whiskey. Claret 
If this menu be looked Into carefully It will be 
found to contain all the requirements suggested at 
the beginning of this article. The clear soup gives 
not a great deal of trouble, though care should be 
ttikcn that it Is well made, as there is nothing' more 
disagreeable than badly -made clear soup. 

The lobster patty ctises are \ery eas\^ to mtike, 
and any good cook will be able to do Ju.slice to these, 
.•mil a small tin of lobster wlil sudlce to make tlie 
panada for filling them, 

Tlu's.', too, ma\- b,' entirely ready early in the day. 
They will onlv require heating ut supper time and 
wili not bi- at .ill unpalatable chaufees next day, 
slioulil an\' ill- left oviT, 

Cold lamb will live to fight another day, and so 
will press, .li bc'i l)elovi..d of many! The salad, even 
in winter need not be e.\perisive. and it is really de- 
lii ioiKs when properly compounded. 

'J'liu sweets arc all of the "prepared beforehand" 
description. '■■The Ice cream may have a layer of 
sliced orange, banana, or pineapple, or any other 
fruit to make It very nice, and It is not too rich and 
with a simple Jelly will provide admirably for those 
wlio ilislik,' richer swi-ets, 

.\1 ri i ii),'Ui's, boii-boiiN and dess, rt will make the 
labli-s ilaiiil\ and |)ietty iind will not be wasti'd even 
if \i-r,\' frw are usid, as they will keep perfectly well 
for it long time, 

1 will give three of the ri'cipfs which I think are 
lierhups uncommon, the other.s need no description 
from me, being all too well known even to the plain- 
est of "plain cooks." Those wihch I shall give are; 

Haricot Bean Salad 

Soak th'- haricots for elKht liours, then boll until 
triiiU-r and leave till cold, I'iie tlicni in the centre of 
■A salad liowl and surround Ihi'in wllli slicrd loiii.it i"S 
or lu'etroot and a iiltli. shred celery. I'over with 
whijipeil cri'ani llavori'ii witli salt and popper and 
dr. s,, u itii oil and vim-gar according to ta--di-, iJecor- 
ale with (.'oralllne in-ppcr and arrange with beetroot 
oi tomato as a red border to a pyramid of white 
1-11 am. This is really a delicious salad and a very un- 
common one which should tempt oven the most jaded 
Ijalate. 

Rice Cream 

lioii three ttiblespoonsfui of rice in milk until it is 
quill- soft and cri-amy and jiut It aside until It is cold. 
Wliip half a Iiinl of very thick cream with a little 
white of egg till it is trotliy. Sweeten it witli sugar 
and flavor with vanilla and mix this with the ilce. 
I'ui a la.\-er of fruit In the bottom of a silver or cut 
glass disii, pile the rice cream over It and serve. This 
is un excellent sweet on all sorts of occasions. 

Fruit Gateau 

Cut out the centre of a rounil sponge or .Madeira 
cak,' (reserve the crumb for trifle nc.\l day) leaving a 
wall about an Inch thick. Have a tlu of fruit, ot 
whatever kind Is liked, open and turn the contents in- 
to a .saucepan with a little sugar and boil up until the 
fruit Is softened a little and then put the fruit into the 
gateuu and while it cools boll the syrup quickly with 
more sugar and a little wine until it is reduced and 
thickened. Then pour It over the cake and continue 
to baste same with it until all is soft and tender but 
not soppy. Pile whipped cream on lh« top of the fruit 
very thlcltly and sprinkle pistachio nut and silver pel- 
lets over as a garnish. 

With regard to the pre.s^jed beef, have about four 
pounds of brisket of beef, wipe it and rub Into It a 
dessert spoonful of itilxeii spice and ii little stilt and 
leave for twenty-four hours, "i'heti place It In a 
saucepan in cold water with carrot, turnip, a blade 
of mac,' and two bay li-;iv(s, two allsplcu anil six 
pi-jilii-rcorns and siiniiicr f;i'ntly till soft enough to 
• illow the boiii's to be pulled out gently. Place on a 
flat illidi with another dish over wr\l weij^litcil and 
have till cold, Ali-lt a little gi:i/.c in a citii placed in 
;i s;iiici'|)an of boiling wat'-r. lirij;!li tile luief over, 
gariilsli u\ib Italian paste and .serve with a jirclt.N^ 
border of ]iarsli',\'. 

N.H — 'I'lic lioni s and the liquor Will make beauti- 
ful .soup for the next day. 

It will bo .seen that this supper la practically jir- 
rangnd and cooked and may almost bo finlahed, if 
so desired, the day before the dance. Thus, on the 
day itself the tables may be laid very early, the flow- 
ers arranged leisurely and there need be no con- 
fusion. It possible, there should bo two waiters to 
every twelve people, uiid everything should be hand- 
ed, the lamb, beef and ham being cut down Into neat 



.slices on large dishes. There should bo small tables, 
seating say six people at each. In which case there 
would be a waller to each table. 

Supper should be served In a room easily access- 
able from the room in which the dancing takes 
place, and If there have to be two lots of supiier, on 
account of iiccoiomodatlon, there .should be numbered 
tlekels which sl:ould be haniled to the gentlemen 
only on entering the ball-room, so that all up to a 
certain number should go in to the first supper and 
all after that number should go in fo the second. 

Great care should bo laki-n that both times the 
supper is equally good, the ticket would, of course, 
admit the gentleman and hhs partner and in this way 
all muddle would be avoided. 

The beverages are, of course, a iniitler of Individ- 
ual taste, but 1 think those suggested would prob- 
ably be such as would be required, though sparkling 
wines could be added acc<irdiiig to tlealrc or means. 
Also extra dishes could be added if the supper were 
required to be rather more elaborate, such as a hot 
pigeon i)ie between tlie fish ;in(l the cold meat.s, 
.served with chipped potatoes and mushrooms, a 
small portion on each plate, and ;i savory after the 
meringues, l hope these f-.-w .suggeslion.s for a sit- 
down supp'.'r iit a suKiU priviite dance may be of 
some use to such of my readers who may be con- 
templating giving a function of this kind during thu 
iestlve season, 

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 

It is, of course, most difficult to lay down a hard 
and fast rule wtu llicr in reguril to pco|i|e or rooms 
as to in what actual ugliness consists. 

For, regarding people, 1 suppose wi- can all recall

faultless. 

The l'"rench ntitne for the fascinating featureless 
■woman Is excellent — "uue Jolle laldc.^' Of coursi-, 
the tenth person (if one who must have everything 
"according to Cocker") will at once dIsuilsH our 
"jolle laide" as "an ugly girl," and thus we come 
back as to what is ugllnoss? 

In my youthful days I well remember (amongst 
other horrors of the day) the dreadful black ja- 
panned tin coal boxes, which had in some instances 
•painfully" well-executed pictures (usually Land- 
seer subjects) on the lid. 

I once wrote un iirticlc on the subject and a week 
or two after it appeared J got iiuite ;i pathetic letter 
to the effect thai, tliougli liitherto the writer liad 
thouglit 1 iiossessi'd excellent tiiste, yet '•when It 
comes to the bctiutiful reproduction of 'The Stag at 
Hay.^ 'Dignity ami Iminul.-iici-; •The Monarch of 
tile Gleir' not being consldi-i-od a thing to adorn a 
Well-furnished room my oiiinlon will have to be 
inodilied, for to niu and many of my friends a really 
liandsonit- and artistic ■I'urdonium ' (my first intro- 
duction to the weird name of tlie horrid tin boxes!) 
Is a beautiful feature in a well furnished room," 

"Well, well, 1 hope the dear lady continued to use 
her "Purdoulum" to the cdlllcatlon of herself and 
her friends and perliaps. If she be still in the land of 
the living, the handsome article still continues to re- 
joice her heart. 

But much water luis run under the bridges since 
those days and methinks, with thu artistic and up- 
to-date wrought Iron, "Antique" or hammered brass 
or copper receptacles for coal, there would not bo 
found now-a-days many readers of this paper who 
would take up lier pen in defence of these afore- 
mer.tloned horrors. 

Some there are, of course, who still like to Im- 
agine themselves In the '•Etirly Victorian" ova, and 
to tliese, no doubt ••Purdonlunis'^ tippi-al strongly, 
but with the many b,-autiful modern liousehold ar- 
ticles at the ('Xtraonllnarlly low jirlccs which some 
of them are sold ;it will sure appeal forceably to 
those who lovo daintiness and good taste. 

Still, although things lia\-e improved as time has 
gone on, even the most lenient of us must admit 
that there are still ugly rooms— unnecessarily ugly 
rooms — to be seen, and in tliese days of lovely tlilng-s 
at all prices one seeks in vain to know the' reason 
why this should be so. For although It cannot be 
denied that to malic a retilly liandaonie i-ooni or a 
really beautiful one means money, lixiiendlture be- 
yond what can always be attained to, but I wot of 
many a room where much cannot be spent thereon, 
yet which is withal full of charm and originality. 

Now, originality can no more be taught than 
fascination — that strange magnetic power which may 
emanate from old or young, comely or plain — a 
power which no one can explain but which lew can 
resist. 

.Vor is originality of very much use to the many 
women who cannot start from the very beginning to 
make their rooms what th,-y would have them, 1 
mean rooms in an inlieriled homi', full of family tra- 
ditions ami associations. And, truK', in sui-h a case 
thi; wise woman walks warily, and iijakes hercluingi.- 
from uglini.'ss to beauty with discretion and consid- 
eration, so as to keep the character and style of the 
house, wliati ver It be, whilst correcting possible an- 
achronisms in furniture or materials and bringing in 
rich colorings Instead of existing timid and pallid 
ones. 

\'erily. in sucli cases as these. "fools rush in 
wheni wise 'women' tear to trciidl" 

1 have liefore now shuddered as I read of tile out- 
rage. In the shape of the frivolous wallp;i|H-rs and 
"in-etty prett.\" materials which had ln'cn lliri.st by 
It's tactless neiv nilstress tm some grim old .Border 
castle, where comfort should liave been combined 
with dignity of style, such as velvet curtains, and 
loose covers of a bold yet subdued Jacobean linen, 
and whert) the "lovely cretonne with wreaths of 
roses, hovering doves, and blue rlbbon.s, curtains of 
turquoise satin, wdth borders of roses," prepare one's 
mind for the statement, "Yet it Isn't really a pretty 
room," 

For incongruity is to my inlnd, quite the most 
powerful ingreilient In the jumble and lack ot effect 
which Is bound to produce an ugly room. Needless 
to say, one's safeguards against an ugly room Ho In 
the choice of a sulttible wallpaper, carpet and cur- 
tains. 

l''or a large drawing-room with white woodwork, 
large old-f.-ishloned mirrors and good noii -dt;scrlpt 
furnitiire. l sliould connect a i-ertaln rose-colored 
"Rinaldo" sllk-effect w.-il liiapi-r, with a fine blue- 
grei-n pill- cariii't and velvet curt.ilns of the same 
beautiful tone, loose covers of wlilb' ground chintz or 
cretonne with roses, would increase tlie dllllculty oil 
making .-in ugly room l^roni the above recipe. 

For a rathii- smaller and dtirker room, with sny 
natural wooil, a certainty of success lies In a fiiwn 
paiier with a white frelzi! iind a moss green carpet 
and covers of cliintx, with curtains o'f gold brociide. 
Or the same paper with a freize of pink roses, a rose- 
pliik carpet and window curtains, cushions anil cov- 
ers of chintz. Or, again, are -vc considering a 
"den" for one of tlie sterner sex, whose special 
treasures are bits of old delft, or copiier, and a score 
or so ot old engravings in black and gold frames, or 
some odds and ends of old furniture. 

^\'ell, evi'ti with such promising Ingredients, an 
ugly roiun ha,s ere this been attained to b\- the nils- 
guldcil choice of :i timid drab wallpaper, .fejim cur- 
tains, and pc-icoek blui' felt sparsely strewn with In- 
ferior pile rugs. 

Hut paper the wall with ii verdlgrls-groen paper, 
have old Ivory or else dark oak brown jialnt, a rich 
toned, but inexpensive oriental c.'irput, and solf-col- 
oreil X'erona curtains in red, verdigris or gold, and I 
will gaarantcc a great sucee-i.s. 

On mature consider.-ition ;is to the ugliest room I 
ever s;iw the following stands conspicuously I'ortli: — 

A largi-, well-shapi'd room with riiiaint windows 
and lireplact's which ought In tlieni-ii'lves to liavi- in- 
spired a dainty schi-inc. The w;illiiaiii-r was a cri-am 
grouiiil with siirawllng drab and linuvnish chrysan- 
themums picked out with gold; the jiaiiit drill) and 
brown touclicd up with gold, the cnrpcl a good jille, 
all In shaib'S of drab and brown with a design nt' 
huge ])opi>les tiiid lea\'cs; the curtains in a tapestry 
of the stinie sad tones, 'Pile furniture was jiartl.v 
ebonized (of the date when little gold panel.s, witii 
storks and water lilies, were put in whei-e'cr thoy 
could find a resting place) and partly Early Vlo- 
torian. The chairs, however, ' wore nuilnly cane or 
wicker, and over such loose covered armchairs as 
there were ramped brown and drub poppies on -» 




smoko-blue ground. Once — tind once only — did I 
see that room; but It's memory is forever enshrined 
In my mind Jis an example uf '•how not to do it,^' It 
really struck me as a case wle ie arsnn was alii si 
Justiliable! TluTe was, 1 iiiuh-rstooil. no lack of 
means to excuse the unkni-abli- ingr.'dieiits, noliod.v^s 
feelings to consider In banishing them; so doubtli-ss 
the owner never even suspected that it wa.s an ugly 
room.

The general effect of a crowd Is still 
black or grey, perh.'iiis because of tlu- nia-icullni- eh-- 
meiit. Yet in spite of this, one feels that Ihere is 
now too much color about, color wrongly used — 
wrongly disposed, cruelly plastered upon the wrong 
objects — tile wrong people. 

We see much less black and white in women's 
dress than we did, and when we see It we find the 
black on thu old, and the white on the young, in 
obedience to a popular fallacy. 

In obedience to another fallacy people with dull 
complexions and colorless hair favor black, which 
needs brilliancy to set It off, and eschew white. In 
which they i?'ouId look very well. 

The sense of color, strangely enough, seem.s to 
have very little to do with the art of dressing well. 

How often one Sees a woman exquisitely turned 
out, and wonders why the effect Is not pleasing.

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N illuminating address was given 
before the Canadian Club in 

Vancouver recently by Dr. Jud- 
son F. Clark, on "The Forests of 
IJritish Columbia ami Their Con- 
servation." About 125 i;uests, 
representing strongly the busi- 
ness clement of the city, were 
present, and the practical and 
useful nature of the address was keenly ap- 
jjreciiated. 

Mr. J. N. Ellis, president of the chib, pre- 
sided, and in opening stated that following 
the address given by Mr. A. C. Flunierfclt 
earlier in the year, the committee of the club, 
according to his suggestion, had loi^ked arovnul 
for some one who niiglu give tiicni an address 
devoted to the forest resources of British Co- 
lumbia. They had been fortunate enough to 
secure Dr. Clark to give them the benefit of 
his exjierience, though his absence from the 
city during tlie past season had delayed his 
address somewhat. It was pleasant to know 
that the sons of Canatla always maintained 
her credit in other countries, and Dr. Cclark's 
career at Cornell University and other places 
where he liad licen called uiion to serve, was a 
good illustration of this. 

Dr. Clark was received with applause on 
rising to si)eak. lie expressed the pleasure 
he fcdt in addressing a gathering of his fellow 
citizens on a matter in which he felt so keen 
an interest and which was of supreme import- 
ance to all of them. 

"I have been asked," he said, "to discuss 
the conservation of the forest resources of 
British Columbia, and to cover the field-— or 
the N\oods, if you jileasc— in some thirty min- 
utes. What 1 shall say will, I fear, be largely 
in the nature of a skeleton, for there will not 
be time to clothe it respectably. 

Wc shall get down to liie bones of the mat- 
ter at once bv enquiring, Why conserve the 
forest resources of B. C? Which is, of course, 
simply another way of asking. Why practice 
forestry in B. C? 

The Value of Forests 
The forester's answer is that in any coun- 
try the maintenance of forests is justified be- 
cause forests are helpful as improvers of cli- 
mate; forests arc desirable as national play- 
grounds; forests arc valuable in that a forest 
crop is the only possible crop for large areas 
of our inferior lands; they are also valuable m 
that they provide a large field for the employ; 
mcnt of capital and labor; but it is as produc-' 
crs of wood and as conveyers of stream flow 
that forests arc absolutely indispensable. 

Now, just to give a touch of historic back- 
ground to the discussion, let us recall that the 
human race has seen many epochs. The dis- 
covery of fire, the invention of the bow and 
arrow, of potterj--, the domestication of ani- 
mals, and the smelting of iron all marked dis- 
tinct periods of ju-ogrcss in prehistoric times. 
With the invention of the alphabet, by means 
of which the knowledge acquired by one gen- 
eration could be transmitted to those that fol- 
lowed, the race passed from barbarism to his- 
toric civilization. The epoch of historic civili- 
zation lasted some 4,000 years and about the 
middle of the last century gave place to the 
Age of Industrial Civilization. This newest 
epoch in the world's history is a direct result 
of man's discovery of the manufacture of 
powder and the still more recent discovery of 
the transmission of power. The new ei)och 
has already revolutionized our industries, our 
commerce, our ways of living, and even our 
habits of thought, but it is its effect on the 
forest and forest products with which we are 
concerned today. 

In every period of the world's history the 
forest has been the friend of man ; on the con- 
trary, rarely has man proven a friend of the 
forest. But previous to the inrhistrial epoch 
the process of forest destruetinii was neces- 
sarily slow if .sure, because of lack of machin- 
ery and power and transportation facilities for 
wholesale exploitation. ^Vllat ])revious races 
accomijlished in China, in Asia i\Iinf3r, in 
Mediterranean Knro]3c and Africa and other 
once densely peopled parts in the way of con- 
version of fertile regions to man-made deserts, 
was a work of centuries. The Industrial' 
Epoch with its unlimited power, its machin- 
ery, its transportation, and almve all with its 
enormous demand for w<io(l, ]ia> enabled our 
generation to accompHsh similar results in a 
matter of years. Meanwhile, because of the 
increased demand for wood, the increase of ir- 
rigation and the new uses for water power, 
the forest has become more necessary than in 
any previous age, absolutely indispensable in- 
deed, and in no country more so than in 
British Columbia with its vast store of unde- 
veloped resources in minerals and lands. 

Contrary to the popular iin[M-ession, civil- 
ized peoples are everywhere using more wood 
today than ever before, notwithstanding a 
greatly increased cost \n-kc. Not only is Uie 
consumption of wood products increasing in 
the aggregate, but the per capit.a consumption 
is also increasing. Great Britain's consump- 
tion illustrates the tendency in all modern 
countries admirably. Great Britain is a coun- 
try lacking in forests, but rich in all sub- 
stitutes for forest products. It is a country o^ 
cheap coal, cheap iron and steel, and cheap ce- 
ment. Its wood supplies are all imjiortcd and 
therefore dear. And yet the 15 years, 1S87- 
]Ooi, saw an increase in the per capita con- 
iiumption of lumber of 40 per cent, and of 
wood pulp and [lapcr to over ,300 per cent. In 
J850 the per capita consuniptioij. of lumber in 
North America was about 200 feet board 



measure per annum. Iii 1896 it had risen to 
450 feet, and last year exceeded 47" feet board 
ineasurc. Further illustration of Luis tendency 
might bo drawn from Germany, Switzerland 
or "any other country which keeps statistics, 
and all to the same effect. 

Wood Is Largely Used 

Many people noting the substitution oT 
wood by other materials may be surprised to 
learn that even in shii)building much more 
wood is used today than in the days when 
ships were built entirely of wood, for_ we build 
so much more shii^ping. The same is true of 
building construction, of cooperage, of min- 
ing, and indeed I do not now recall a single 
line of endeavor wdiere we do not consume 
more wood directly or indirectly than was con- 
sumed in our father's time. 

But the production of needed wood is but 
half the story of the forest. Almost ecpially 
important is its regulation of stream flow. 

As the rain falls on the mossy forest floor, 
very large rjuantitics are absorbed by the 
sponge-like soil. Indeed, surface run-off is 
most excej)! ional. This absorbed water perco- 
lates slowly downward, to gradually reappear 
days and weeks later at lower levels as springs 
furnishing the ideal source of water supply for 
any purpose what.sover. The streamlets unite 
to form the larger streams which in their fall 
give so much valuable jiower f(jr modern elec- 
tric dewdopment. Passing on tlown towarils 
the sea the water may be used again for irri- 
gation or na\-igation. In the forested land 
water is a blessing from its starting point at 
the hill tojj till it reaches the sea. 

Destroy the forest by the axe and fire and 
the rainfall quickly runs from the surface, 
carrying with it the soil from the steep moun- 
tain sides. In a matter of iniiuites, if the 
rain l>e heavy. e\xry little \allc}' has its roar- 
ing torrent of muddy waters. The torrents 
unite to form floods, which rush \-alleyward 
with irresistible force, lex'ying a heavy toll of 
damage and often death as they go. The agri- 
cultural lands bordering such a stream are 
often greatly injured and even destroyed by 
gullying and by the deposition of gravel and 
coarse silt. The finer jHirtions of the soil arc 
carried further down, where they are de- 
posited as shoals and bais to the detriment 
of navigation. .A day or so later :■ stream 
that caused the ha\'oc ma)- tlimini it.s flow 
as to be worthless for ]iowcr devclo])nieiil or 
irrigation, or may disajipear altogether. 
The Province's Resources 

Granting that I have thus briefly made a 
case for forest conservation, I shall very brief- 
ly allude to the forest resources of our pro- 
vince and indicate some steps that in my 
judgment should be taken with a view to their 
conservation by wise use. 

The real forest resources of any country ' 
are its a\ailable forest soil, its climate and 
its present stand of timber. 

The available forest soil in British Colum- 
bia will be such areas as are capable of grow- 
ing trees in a commercial way, but which arc, 
for one reason or other unsuited for agriciit- 
tural development. Tlie actual area which is 
thus available for forest crops in this province 
can only be very roughly approximated at the 
l^rescnt time. My pstimate is that it is in 
the neighborhood of twenty million acres. 
Forest fires which destroy the thin soils so 
common on mountain .sides are annually re- 
ducing the available area. 

The climate of British Golumbia, aiid more 
particularly that west of the Cascades is un- 
surpassed for wood production in the whole 
world. (Api)lause.) 

Trees delight in an abundance of moisture, 
both in tiie soil and in the air, and here they 
get it. ( Laughter.) Another climatic feature 
of the greatest imi)ortance is the long growing 
season. In the East there are at most not 
more than seven months of growth activity, 
here on the Coast there are twelve, for every 
Winter's day which sees the thermometer 
above the freezing point witnesses a storing 
up of a reserve food in the green needles of 
the trees . preparat(M-y to the next season's 
growth. As a result, the terminal shoot com- 
monly reaches upward from two to threo 



feet in a season as compared with about one- 
third to one-half that growth in the East, 
As to the present stand of timber, I can 

but give an estimate that is little more than 
a guess. It may, however, be useful for those 
who know less about it than I. There are 
held under the sixteen and twenty-one year 
timber licences about 1 1,000 square miles. I 
think all will agree that ten million feet board 
measure per scjuare mile will be a liberal 
estimate for these lands, or one hundred bil- 
lion altogether. There are nearly 800,000 
acres under lease and perhaps a million acres 
more of commercially valuable timber land 
owned in fee. Assuming a cut of 40,000 feet 
per acre, these lands will yield a round 
seventy billion. Then there are the reserved 
lands. These lands comprise not only such as 
carry timber now merchantable, but such 
timber as may come to be regarded as mer- 
chantable in future years. The area of such 
lands west of the Cascades cannot exceed the 
area now under licence in that region. The 
inlei'ior has not been so thoroughly expU^rcd 
and it may be that the .-irea of reserved tindjer 
land may exceed tliat now held under licence 
two, three ruul possibly four-fold. 

.Assuming then that the productive lands of 
the reserve will be eipial in area to the 
licensed area in the interior, the total pro- 
ductive area reserved should be in the 
vicinity of 28,000 square miles. Assuming a 
cut of five million per scpiare mile for this 
area, there would be a round one hundred 
anil forty billion of reserved timber, or a 
grand total of three hundred and twenty bil- 
lion feet of standing timber in the I'rovince, 
approximately half of which is merchantable 
under present conditions. This would be in 
my judgment an outside estimate. 

Different Viewpoint 

There arc, of course, two ways of looking at 
this enormous total — the optimistic and the 
pessimistic. The optimist will point out that 
at the present rate of cutting wc have timl)er 
for four centuries. The pessimist will remark 
that the entire stand, accessible and inaccess- 
ible, would supply the lumber mills of the 
Continent with logs for less than seven years, 
and if other users of wood were to draw on us 
for their supplies, our foicsts would scarce 
meet the recpurements of North America for 
three slujrt years. 

For my part, I must confess to pcssimisr.i, 
for it has been the experience ot the past that 
when an inexhaustible forest gets up against 
an insatiable demand it has always gone hard 
with the forest. (Applause.) 

Cut there is a very real sense in which the 
forests of Hritisli Colnnihia may be made in- 
exhaustible. Forests managed so as to yield 
a succession of wood croi)s in perpetuity are 
essentially inexhaustible so long as soil a.hd 
climate endure. (Hear, hear.) And there is 
no country on the face of the earth where the 
natural conditions are so favorable for secur- 
ing wood crops in perpetuity as the Pacific 
Coast of North America. 

You will be interested to know what an- 
nual yield might reasonably be expected from 
llritish Columbia's twenty million acres of 
permanent forest lands. I'Vom what measure- 
ments 1 have made in this Province and what 
has been accomplished elsewhere under less 
favorable climatic conditions and with poorer 
kinds of trees, oiic can confidently say that an 
average yield of- two hundred feet board mea- 
sure per acre per annum would be a very con- 
servative estimate. This would mean an !.n- 
nual production of four billion feet, or some 
five times our present annual cut. 

First Steps in Forestry 

Naturally, the next inquiry is: What is to 
be tlone?" \\'hat are the first steps ?'■ 

1. Provincial Forests. — The Government 
has already taken the first and most important 
steps in the reservation of all forest lands. It 
remains for them to develop a foroet policy 
by means of which the mature timber may be 
utilized for the benefit alike of the forest , the 
wood-working industries and the Provincial 
revenues. It is a matter in regard to which 
haste should be made but slowdy. 

2. Fire Protection.— British Columbia lias 



much the largest forest revenue of any province 
or State in America. It also has the largest 
equity in standing timber for future revenues. 
This is surely reason enough why she should 
have the best forest fire patrol. Besides, pro- 
tection from fire is not only the corner stone 
of all forest policy, but it is the whole founda- 
tion of practical forestry. The present Gov- 
ernment is to be commended for having made 
an excellent beginning, but it is as yet little 
more than a beginning. 

The problem of disposing of the debris in- 
cident to logging operations is as yet an un- 
solved problem on the Pacific Coast on both 
sides of the international line. The United 
vStares l'~(jresl Ser\'ice ru'c conducting extensive 
exijeriments along this line, but liru'c reached 
no definite conclusion. 1 suggest that the Pro- 
\incial Government make a modest approi)ria- 
tion for the purpose of determing ^the practi- 
cability and cost of burning the brush under 
local conditions. Such investigations arc pro- 
l)erly within the province of the (.kivernnuiil, 
and the information gained might be of the 
greatest moment to the lumber iudustr}' and 
to the iniblic. Certainly no intelligent legisla- 
tion can be formulated along this line in the 
absence of definite knowledge both as to its 
practicability and cost. 

3. Taxation and Revenues. — Foresters are 
everywhere agreed that next to fire the great- 
est enemy of forest conservation is high an- 
nual taxation. High taxation jdaces a premium 
(.111 hasty and uncconomica! logging with a 
view- to the abandonment of the land after it has 
been stripi)ed of whatever has any market 
value at the time. 

The liritish Columbia case is complicated 
by the fact that tiie high licence fee is essen- 
tially a method of paying for the timber on 
the instalment plan, and cannot now be 
changed without unfairly discritninating in 
favor of the licencce, desirable as such a cou-sc 
might be from the standpoint of forest con- 
servation. It is a matter in regard to wdiich 
we as a Province have started on the wrong 
tack, and will have to jiay the price. 

Provision should, however, be made for the 
reiluction of the annual licence fee to a nominal 
rate on all cut-over lands, whether under lease 
or licence, which are logged according to jdans 
approved by the Provincial Forest Depart- 
ment, in order that operators may find it good 
business to log carefully and otherwise care for 
their cut-over lands with a view to returning 
later and cutting a second and succeeding crop 
of logs. 

Tenure of Licences 

The limited tenure feature of timber 
licences, which as it stands is utterly prohibi- 
tive of any forestry practices by loggers, and in 
view of the large amount of timber so held, 
is a direct and most powerful incentive to 
wasteful logging, might find an equitable solu- 
tion along similar lines. 

Let the licence holder be given the option 
for a period of, say, ten years of renewing his 
licence as per the present laAv, or of convert- 
ing it into a licence renewable from year 1.0 
year without time limit, as now obtains on 
Dominion lands, with the provision that the 
logging wdieiiever undertaken be conducted in 
conformity with plans approved by the Provin- 
cial Forest Department. Special and reason- 
able provision must, of ' course, be made for 
the clearing of the timber from 1;ut1s suital)!c 
for and actually needed for agricultural settle- 
ment. 

In no feature of their forest policies have 
the Canadian provinces been more fortunate 
than in the i)lacing of the heft of the forest 
taxation as royalties, payable wdien the timber 
is cut. Saxony, one of the most progressive 
countries in forest matters, has adopted a 
somewhat similar plan, the annual taxes being 
allowed to stand uncollected until a cutting is 
made, when they are paid in full. There is an 
agitation in several of the American States 
looking to the adoption of a similar system. 

Foresters are also quite agreed that when 
conditions are such that the lumber industry 
can and should bear additional taxation, it can 
be placed in no way more equitably than by 
increasing the royalty payable on the ijettcr

goN-ernmcnt had signetl contracts for the tear- 
ing down and removal of the great wall of 
China, oik; of tlie seven wonders nf the world, 
which was built as far back as 200 I), C. Ad- 
hering as the Chinaman tloes to the traditions 
and customs that have been handed down to 
him from the ages of the past, one can scarcely 
give credence to an announcement that this 
great product of the Tsin dynasty, erected to 
bar the 'Partars from the northern provinces 
2,cK)0 years agof is to be demolished and the 
ruins carted away. The Chinese love and wor- 
shi]) their ancestors, and revere the works of 
their ancestors, and while the great wall would 
not prove effective against the modern artil- 
lery that Russia might turn upon it after a 
march through Mongolia, it is hardly to lie 
conceived that the great wall will pvovc an 
exception to this reverence and be destroyed. 
When one stands and gazes upon this mighty 
piece of construction, the most stu])en(lous 
ever made by man, not even excepting the 
pyramids, he falls from the present, and in 
imagination lives in that exciting period of 
Chinese history, 246-210 B. C; It was then i 
that Shi Hoang-Ti, the greatest of the Chinese ' 



lu-rocs, reigned. The Mongols, the wild tribes 
who lived in the ccumtry wdiich is now called 
Mongolia, w'cre then a menace to the very life 
of the Chinese ; they had invaded the country 
on the northern part and were encroaching 
farther and farther toward Pekin and the pro- 
vinces to the south. The nation was in need 
of a hero, and Shi Hoang-Ti responded to the 
need. He threw his armies upon the Mon- 
golian hordes, fought them, (lefeatcd them, 
and drove them from Chinese territory. Then 
to keep them back he began the stupendous 
work of projecting a great stone wall along 
the mountains and across the valleys of the 
northern part of China. In these days we can 
hardly imagine what a great task such a con- 
struction was, everything being done by hand, 
for of course there were then none of the 
labor-saving machines that we now make use 
of. Yet, it was done, and to this day the great 
barrier winds and stretches across the country 
for some 1,700 miles. Its battlemented walls 
p.re 50 feet high, and at every few hundred feet 
they bristle with lookout towers where were 
garrisoned Chinese warriors, ever ready to re- 
pel an onslaught. The wall is 25 feet wide, and 
is built for the greater part of its course of 



mortared brick and stone, ^^dlen the Ming 
dynasty bad come into power, it duplicated 
Shi Hoang-Ti's wall for no inconsiderable dis- 
tance. 

It was down the Nankou pass, sixty miles 
from Pekin, and others near at hand that the 
great Genghis Khan led the victorious Mon- 
gols into Chinese territory after the. two, 
peoples had been at war for more thza i',300 
years; and down it, too, Kubla Khan rpcje Ip 
victory and extended his dominion until .it-\yas- 
the greatest empire the world has ever Urioijvn. 
We speak with wonder of the wide realm con- 
quered by Alexslndeii-, Caesar and Bonaparte, 
but they fade into insignificance when com- 
pared with Kubla Khan's domain, for all Asia 
and part of Europe from the Dnieper to Japan, 
was at their feet. In many respects this 
grandson of Genghis Khan was a good and 
wise ruler, for he patronized letters and en- 
couraged agriculture, indut'try and commerce, 
thus proving himself to be quite the opposite 
of the Chinese Shi Hoang-Ti, who burned 
most of the national literature. But between 
Shi I-Ioang-Ti and Kubla, Khan nearly 1,566: 
years had passed. ^ ^ ^ \ 



grades of logs by a graduated scale of increase 
covering a definite period of years. 

A matter of some urgency is the establish- 
ment of a cull class of logs on which no royalty 
should be collected. Under present practice 
the culls arc left in the woods, to the extent of 
very many millions, to become a total loss and 
a menace to the forest as well. Tiie Govern- 
ment will lose no re\'enuc 1)3' the move, the 
logger and the forest will be benefited, and at 
least $10 per thousand feet board measure will 
be distributed to British Columbia labor in the 
manufacture and transportation of the product 
of the cull logs. (yVpplause.) 

The definition of wdiat should constitute a 
cull log should be adapted from time to 
time to the var}'ing conditions. At the present 
time it should, 1 think, include rough fir and 
cedar tops, logs having an excessive proportion 
of defect, and all hemlock logs below the 
merchantable grade. British Columbia has the 
b/cst system of government scaling of any of 
the Canadian provinces, and I am sure that 
the adoption of this reform would be quite 
practicable under present circumstances. 

4. Stock Taking — In regard to this, I shall 
only pause to remark that a stock taking of 
the provincial forest resources is an essential 
preliminary step to the development of any 
adequate policy for the forest reserve. 

5. Administration — Under our system of 
representative government it is impossible that 
a comprehensive and consistently far-sightctl 
forest po.licy should be successfully developed 
unless the matter be placed in the hands of 
a special department or bureau. This has been 
the successful practice of India, of Europe, of 
the United States, and in recent years a good 
beginning has been made at Ottawa. Call it 
a forest department, a forest service, or what 
you will. The essentials are that the men in 
charge be thoroughly practical men and that 
they be free to develop and carry out a con- 
sistent and far sighted forest policy unham- 
pered by the vicissitudes and exigencies of 
party politics. (Applause.) 

I have said that British Columbia leads 
America in the matter of forest revenue? a.nrl 
in the value of her public forest. resour.ces.". J 
will only add that she undoubtedly leads not 
only America but the whole world in forestry 
opportunity. 

Every wise father strives not only to give 
his son an inheritance of an untarnished name, 
but also an opportunity to do a life-work. As 
with men, so should it be with generations. 
vSliould we not endeavor by a wise use of the 
bountiful natural resources witli which l,v.e 
have been blest to set a good example to ihose 
who follow, and give them an opportunity to 
bring to fruition the marvellous promise 'of 
tl^e twentieth century? (Loud and prolonged 
cheers.)

ENGLAND'S RICHEST DUKE 

Speculation was rife a fe\v days ago, saj'S 
London Tit-Bits, concerning the identity of 
the two millionaires who are credited in the 
Statistical Abstract of the United Kingdom 
with possessing between them the enormous 
sqm of £8,619,000. These two fortunate per- 
sons are probably the Dukes of W^estminstcr 
and Bedford. 

The Duke of Bedford, who is known among 
his intimates by the nickname of '■hatband," 
owns the larger portion of Bloomsbury and 
the whole of Covent Garden, including the 
market, which is reputed to brnig him £50,- 
000 a year. The Duke and Duchess of Bedford, 
care little for society, and the only oc'casions 
on which they appear are at rare intervals in 
the Bedford box at Covent Garden Opera and 
:it Piince's Skating Rink in Knightsbridge. At 
Woburn Abbey, their principal palatial resi- 
dence, tiiere are iH'i\Mte zoological gardens. 
The Duchess of Bedford is a Fellow of the 
Zoological Society. The Duke is greatly taken 
up with all the varied interests of his property 
and is the author of a book on "The Manage- 
ment of a Great Estate." 

It is doubtful whether the Duke of West- 
minster realizes exactly what he is worth. He 
is probably the most wealthy territorial mag- 
nate in the kingdom, counting among his 
]n-operties the valualjle Grosvenor estate which 
is situated in the heart of the West End. 

The Grosvenor family represents one of the 
few remaining sets in London society that 
may be described as strictly exclusive. They 
live in a Avorld of their own. Outsiders for 
them do not exist, nor will they willingly 
tolerate the presence of anyone who by birth 
and brcedin,.j does not belong to the privileged 
elect. This cxclusiveness is probably the re- 
sult of the successful marriages made by the 
Grosveiior girjs; into exalted families. 

An idea of the'Duke's colossal wealth can 
be gained bj' an inspection of the splendid 
town mansion, which is a treasure house filled 
with objects of priceless value. Many people 
are content with n clock which costs a sove-' 
reign or two, but that which tells his Grace 
of Westminster the hour possesses a pendulum 
which in itself is worth £48,000, for it is set 
with forty-eight flawless diamonds .> each 
valued at £i,ooo. :The Duke of Westminster 
is a popular sportsinan,; and is kribAvn^^ 
his particular friends as Bend Or, a nickname 
conferred on him to commemorate the famous 
racehorse of that name owned by his grand- 
father the late Duke. Socialists and others 
ma}'- forgive him his great wealth when it is 
stated that fancy foods have no favor in .the 
Westminster household. Simplje: : Irishes ciuarc. 
always provided, such as mutton cutlets,' niilk 
puddings, fruit tarts, and so on. Much of his 
vast wealth is derived from ground rents.- He 
grows rich because he can't h1;lp, it, 
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Driving loads, ono or four persons, 
single hour, $2.00; over an hour and 
a half, $1,50 pop hour, -w-ltliln the 
city limits.

CORNER GOVERNMENT AND JOHNSON STREETS 
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"As True as the Needle to the Pole" 

T is an age of unbelief — an ag-c v/licn 
most people must he "shown" c-e 
they will pin Iheir faith in anything 
under the sun. And now — sad fact! 
is is the compass that is coming in 
for a share of the general distrust. 
It is in Massachusetts, whence have come 
many of our strange creeds, that the first blow 
has been struck against the compass. 

One day a week or two ago the , British 
steamer Satsuma came into IJoston from 
South /Vmerican poi ts, and was within an ace 
of breaking its back on the inhosintable coast 
because the compass guessed a-\yrong about 
the magnetic pole. Next day the Chelston, 
another British steamer, came up the bay, 
taking an accurate course from Highland 
Light, but going astray by two full miles in 
the forty-mile trip to the city. Four years 
ago the Chelston had a similar experience. 
What the mariners want to know — and it in- 
terests sailors on tlie Tacilic as well — is 
whether the blame rests with the compass or 
with the New England coast. This matter 
the United States authorities are now investi- 
gating. 

But afier all it is a simple matter and 
would hardly cause comment were it not for 
the fact that literature has stamped a phrase 
with the coinage mark of truth and made it ac- 
ceptable everywhere at its face value. ".\s 
true as the needle to the pole'' is the phrase, 
and there is nothing the matter with it as lit- 
erature, but as for a statement of fact it has 
not high value, for the needle is anything but 
true to the pole excepting on occasi9ns when 
its affections have been carefully * steriUzed 
and removed from the zone of all other attrac- 

' tions. The magnetic needle will try to be true 
to the cook's wrought-iron fire-poker if you 
will only bring it within its sphere of influ- 
ence. Hence many a missing ship which 
Davy Jones has lolled to its doom by getting 
the mariricr's compass to whisper lies to the 
helmsman. For alas, the mariner's compass 
is a light-o'-lovc who must be threatened, ca- ' 
joled and restrained or she will tell you that 
north is south. This was true in a measure in 
the old days of wooden ships. Kvery school- 
boy knows about the deviation of the needle 

' on the ship of Columbus and how it came near 
to frightening his sailors into mutiny. But 
with the building of ships of iron came so 
many attractions right near home for the 
fickle little lady in the ship's binnacle that 
she forgot the north and loved every portion 
of the iron ship that carried her till she point- 
ed merrily in all directions in turn, whirling 
and pirouetting in a devil's ballet that nearly 
made master mariners drop dead with dismay. 

Of course, this had to be corrected, and it 
has been in a large measure. Fickle as she is, 
the mariner's compass is the ship's only ac- 
curate guide wdicn out of sight of land, and, 
though slie has been made true to the north 
in the main, it has been only by strenuous cor- 
rective measures where iron ships are about, 
and in the very corrections there is .«!ome- 
times cause for erron Some of these strenu- 
ous efforts at correction, the cause and their" 
effect, with some of the vagaries which still 
])crtain to the needle, which ought to point to 
the pole, may be interesting, even to the lands- 
man. 




Let us go back to school for a paragraph. 
The whole earth is itself a great magnet, with 
a north pole otcupying a space some fifty 
miles square northwest of Hudson Bay. Here 
the magnetic needle points straight downward. 
North of this sjiot it would point back of it, 
ignoring the geographical north pole. Hence 
the variation in ti^ie magnetic needle when out- 
side foreign influence. Pointing' to the mag- 
netic north, it varies from the true north more 
cr less, according to its position on the earth's 
.surface. It is the induetne magnetic force of 
tiMs great earth magnet that makes all other 
ir.agncls the wnvld (i\-er. .-ind is continually at 
work" influencing tlicni. l:\il were not for tills 
the needle would not point to the pole. 

'eeause of this, any iron mass lias a pole of 
wdiai is called fi )!• ci in\'cnience "red magne- 
tism" pointing toward the north, and "blue 
magnetism" jiointing toward the south. But 
here enters a singular phenomenon. If you 
handle and hammer and bend and twist this 
iron mass as it lies motionless yon hammer the 
induced iiiagiietism into it in some way and it 
heconies fixed in its ni;igiielism. If you turn 
the unhaiiiniercd iron about, the red magne- 
tism will still point to the north, the blue to 
the south, ljut after hammering, the red mag- 
netism will stay in the spot where it lay when 
the iron was hammered, whether it point north 
or south or cast. Hence every great iron ship 
slides from the ways a great magnet with a 
fixed north and a fixed south ])ole. Accord- 
ingl\-, a shi])'s bow. or its stern, or its star- 
bo.ard. or its port side, may be a ]X'rmanent 
north magnetic pole, according in the direc- 
tion of the ship's keel as it lay in the shi])yard. 
Now, the till}- compass placed aboard this 
great ship-magnet forgets the earth magnet 
and points instead wheresoever the ship bids 
it. The more violently the ship was put to- 
gether, the greater the hammering and bend- 
ing and twisting, tlie more firmly it holds the 
affections of thc;^ compass. ^forcover, the 
ship's binnacle must in the very nature of the 
case he |)Ut where it has iron all about it, alxnx- 
as well as below. (Oftentimes a might}' iron 
mast towers from the deck right alongside it 
and carries a magnetic field of its own hfgh in 
air for a further complication. J-Iowevcr, we 
musf have iron ships, it seems, and a ship 
without a compass is a poor investment ; so 
the brightest scientific minds the world over 
tool; up tl),. matter and succeedeil in pre\-cnt- 
ing the fickle jade of ;i needle from eloping 
from its properly wedded ])ole. They bound 
the tiny creature about with balls and chains 
and iron rods and thus jirevented these unfor- 
tunate love affairs, though they did not alto- 
geflier stop the flirting. Moreover, this long 
and careful process of adjustment, of hemming 
in and restricting and balancing attractions 
has to be gone through with for each new ship. 
.As soon as launched she is put through her 
pace, pointed north andi south and all about 
the horizon and the swing of the compass 
watched and adjusted with minute care till at 
length it swings free from the ship's magne- 
tism and shows the true magnetic north once 
more. 

How accurate this adjustment has come to 
be in the hands of trained men is proved by 
the great number of iron and steel vessels that 
todav traverse the trackless sea as surely as if 
the parallels and meridians were marked upon 
it, leil-by the wee fickle creature that shivers 



in the ship's binnacle. the adjustment 

can be absolutely accurate only on the spot 
where it is made. j\love your ship and otlicr 
conditions immediately enter into the equa- 
tion and affect the result. F.xperience has 
taught master mariners that local conditions 
outside the ship affect the needle, and lli;it 
this is particularly true of ccrt.ain well defined 
Sjiots. Tile conii)asr, is ii>c!ess near llw mag- 
netic i)oles, pointing straight toward the cen- 
tre of the earth, but ih.ese i)olfs lie, fortunaie- 
ly, well outside the usual tracks of- na\igation. 
But this dipping tendency grows as a sliij) ap- 
proaches these poles and has to be accounted 
for. .An iron ship's compass adjusted on the 
ecpiator would play strange tricks in Ihubson 
Lia)'. There is a sfxit off the northwest coast 
of .Australia wlicre the compass wii'ies sonu; 
thirty-two degrees from the true north. In 
the C.ulf of St. Bawrcnce is another .-pot wliei-e 
charts warn the mariner of the great \-ari;ition 
of the needle. To come nearer home, there is 
a well-known though eonqiaratively slight 
zone of peculiar variation in Salem, bay, and 
ships approaching Nantucket have also noted 
ii similar phenomenon on, or r)ff, the shoals, 
it is proh.able that land masses and shoaling 
water play their ])arl in tlie-c slighli'r \ag;ir- 
ies, as it is a wcW estahlislicd fact that land 
masses and shallow water give a xar^-iiig 
needle. 

Its Refusal to "Vary 
In the cases of the Satsuma and the Clul- 
I ston we must, however, seek for another cause 
' than any thus far mentioned, and we find it in 
the oddest of all forms of compass variation, 
that is the refusal of the compass to vary. It 
is a fact, well known and always taken into 
account by mariners sailing long courses in a 
definite and unchanging direction, that \vheii 
the ship's course is cliruiged the needle is loth 
to change with it. This is k-nowii as "retained 
magnetism.'' That is, the compass tends to 
hold the long accustomed course. In the mat- 
ter of ocean liners sailing between New York 
and L<ivcrpool, for exam[)le, on the western 
trip the ships head west for a week. When 
they change to the northerly course t(i enter 
New \'orlc ila\- the needle fails to .'icciiraleK' 
record the time north, tending to hold its old 
ixisiliou relai vc to the ship, hence the shi]) is 
thrown to the westward of her course and the 
navigator must take this into his reckoning or 
invite disaster in thick weather. So well is 
this, guarded against that many liners have 
two compasses, one adjusted for New York 
harbor, the other for the course up the .Merscv. 
The same condition holds good for the Siiisn- 
ma and the Chelston. They had held ;i north- 
erly course for a ^veek and on roundnig- Cape 
Cod and heading west the needle, true to its 
habit though untrue to the nprth, tended to 



hold them on the old course, carrying them 
north still and threatening to pile them up on 
the rocks of M arblehead. " 

Thus the navigator must take into account 
nf)t only the variation of his ship's compass in 
different localities and under different circum- 
stances, but he nuist watch out also for its 
tendency on occasions to refuse to \'ary when 
it ought to. Moreover, it is liable to suffer not 
only from vari;ilion but deviation. You can 
Hi.ike the compass box itself in short order by 
coaxing it with .-i close application of a bunch 
<if keys. Siiiiilarly any iron or steel jilaced 
nearer to it than the adjuster would have al- 
lowed may affect it. W e sometimes hear of 
wonderful cases of a compass jum])ing a point 
or two in sudden and miraculous fashion with- 
out any change in the ship's head, and this is 
attributed to all sorts of factastic causes such 
■as the attraction of metal in the nearby land, 
etc. I'ar mow often it is caused by the atlrac- 
lion of metal in the binnacle boxes. These are 
conveniem lockers just to the right and left of 
tiic binnacle, where flags only arc supposed to 
be kept. Cut they are very iiandy for the 
(juartermaster, and the chances are that the 
jumping of the compass might be as suddenly 
cured by clearing out his keys or revolver or 
some other metallic property from the too con- 
\enient binnacle boxes. 

.A strange story of deviation and disaster 
is that of the ship that not many years ago 
was making its way up' the English Channel 
with well adjusted compass in murky weather. 
With a change of helmsmen she went off her 
course scx eral points, as was afterwards learn- 
ed, and was wrecked. In the investigation 
that followed it was discovered that the new 
man coming to the wheel had on under his 
clothes a "magnetic" belt for the cure of some 
disease, real or fancied, and that this belt 
caught the fancy of th.e fickle needle and threw 
the ship off her course. 

A Peculiarly Dangerous Spot 

One of the most terrible disasters of 
modern times would seem to have been caused 
by this deviation of the ship's compass from 
ilie true north, caused by local conditions. 
( )ne June morning some years ago the Danish 
steamer Xorge .si ruck the island of Rockall, 
west of the 1 lebi-i(le\s. 'I'he ship broke up and 
some six hundred lives were lost. According 
to her course the Norgc should have been 
some twenty-five miles tcrthe south of Rock-- 
all and it seems impo.ssible to account for the 
difference between the ship's real position and 
ilie reckoning without assuming a sudden and 
large change, a deviation in the compass. This 
deviation has been noticed in the neighborhood 
of Rockall by many vessels. Captain Hveysel 
of the'~steamer Carl, on a voyage from the 



United States to Denmark, found by careful 
solar and stellar observation that in a very 
short time wdren in the neighborhood of Rock- 
all both the compasses of the ship had an 
easterly deviation of ten or eleven degrees. A 
faint northern lights was visible and the cap- 
tain attributed the deviation to this cause, but 
after passing from this neighborhood of Rock- 
all the compasses resumed their normal condi- 
tion. 

These arc a few of the things that the wise 
and conscientious navigator must bear con- 
stantly in mind if he would bring his ship 
safely into port. He shouUl know in what 
-shipyard his ship was built, and in wdiat di- 
rection her prow pointed while sh- was still on 
the ways and the riveters were clinching the 
permanent magnetism in her plates with their 
pnctimatic hammers. The men who go down 
into shipyards and build iron ships pound 
more of fate than they think into garboard 
strake and keelson, into rudder post and deck 
beam. As her head lies on the stocks, on that 
course will her compass be always a trifle 
sluggish, a trifle slow to answer to change of 
course, and it is well if the master bears this in 
mind. He must continually watch his steer- 
ing compass, and he must continually prove 
the constancy of his steering compass by one 
device or another, studying and correcting its 
deviation and humoring its vagaries. Nor can 
he inspect his instrument itself too closely. It 
is a simple mechanism, a magnefic needle bal- 
anced by a steel point set on a jewel so that it 
will swing freely. But here is what happened 
to the steel ocean-going tug Tacony not long 
ago off Highland Light. The jewel on which 
the needle balances cracked in soinc. strange 
and unexpected way, and the needle no longer 
swung freely but stuck. The mishap was im- 
mediately discovered, and the matter rectified 
before h^rm carne to the ship. In other case? 
a slight crack in the jewel has been known to 
pass unnoticed, merely slowing up the swing- 
ing of the compass or preventing it from turn- 
ing in a portion of the circle. It can be read- 
ily seen that such a defect might pass un- 
noticed and bring: disaster upon the ship. 



Iron and gold when melted together may 
be mixed in various proportions, and hardened 
or crystallized.

Canada's - Far North 
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■ N the course of his address before the 
Canadian Club at Montreal recently, 
.Mr. i-'red F. Eawrence, of h'ort \'er- 
milion, gave the members a vast 
amount of information regarding the 
northwest of the future, which prov- 
ed quite sufficient to cause his auditors to take 
a second look at the map and\conclude that 
there was a great deal more in the future des- 
tinies of the country than even the most en- 
thusiastic believeisin the present "last west" 
imagined. In fact, Mr. Lawrence showed that 
there were possibilities in fhc far north and 
ifbrthwest which might some d.ay equal or ex- 
ceed the development of the present "Canadian 
AVest. In plain terms, as a pioneer who had 
lived most of his life on speaking terms with 
the .Arctic Circle and months away from m.ail 
facilities, Mr. I,;n\rencc described the Beace 
ri\'er district, its resources, ami the resource- 
fulness of those hardy jjioiieers who were 
hewing it into a future rich province of the 
Dominion. "W^ith the natural pride of the 
pioneer, he dwelt upon its advantages today, 
pointing out that it was really a country where 
animals and birds ctmie south to get warm in 
winter — albeit the thermometer might vary 
around fifty below, ilis information as to the 
products of that far north land and its agri- 
cultural possibilities came. as a .sur])risc to most 
of his . hearers, who were previously inclined 
- to think of it as the "Great Silent Northland," 
!' .which has 'been the butt of magazine writers 
for so long. Mr. Lawrence prophesied that 
the day would come Avhcn settlement would 
extend clear to the Arctic ocean, and the 
"silent north" would be jMished out over the 
ice floes towards the Pole, His address 
j)rovcd so interesting that instead of being- 
glad wdien lie had finished the audience paid 
him the unusual, compliment of twice urging, 
him to go on when he exhibited signs of want- 
ing to close. 



In Oldening, Air. Lawrence said he had lived 
in the i'eace River country since 1879, and 
declared that the pioneers of 'that country 
were laying the foundations of what would 
prove a very important portion of the Do- 
minion in years to come. In fact, he declared, 
that north of the C. I^. R. there was today 
more land suited for agriculture than there 
was west of W'imlipeg — 65,000,000 acres, as 
compared with ri3,ooo.ooo. 

'JMic carl}' |)ioiieers found gre;it difficulty in 
getting fi.ifjd, depending largels' upoii supplies 
of moose meat from the Indians, .'ind often 
they were close to starvation. 'Then they dis- 
covered that in the valley of the Peace River 
they could raise wheat which could not be 
excelled in the world, and .Mr. Eawrenc'e's 
father brought in a jiortable mill, which 
ground flour .11 l'"rirl \''eniiilion, in latitnd.e 
S^'/j north, wdiicli toilay had become an elec- 
trically lighted loller process flour mill, turn- 
ing out the liigliest grade of flour in the heart 
of the northern wilderness. And not only had 
they raised the best wheat, but had succeeded 
in glowing garden vegetables. In fact, the re 
suits were such that Mr. Lawrence prophesied 
that wdien communication was opened with 
Prince RufjerL (.111 the f\'ieific and 1 fiidsOn's 
.Bay oil the other side, the Pe;ice River coun- 
try, instead of importing food, would become 
a source of food for the Empire. 

They had been told they were too far from 
"the af)ple blossom and clover," , but already 
apples had been grown there, and had reached 
the blossoming stage in less lime than they 
could in Quebec or Nova Scotia, 300 miles 
north of Edmonton. 

Mr. Lawrence, however, had a good deal 
to say as to the encouragement these ])ioneei's 
received from the Government. While tele- 
graphic facilities were being put in, mail facili- 
ties were so crude that letter 'posted in Mon- 
:treal,; today might reach Fort "ycrmilion by 
ncxt^April, if connections were prompt, other- ' 



wise it might get there s('inie time in ?\l;iv, 
owing to the insufficient service, in fact, so 
bad were the mail arrangements, said Mr. 
Lavvrencc, that raliier than trust to them, 
people up there would don their snowshoes 
and tramp 700 miles to transact business that 
should be deine ea^il}- by mail. "It looks lo 
'me," h,' iiiiluoiaiit !}■ expl.-nucd, "as though for 
a few hundred doli;irs this cotnUry were will- 
ing to sacrifice its pioneers upon an altar of 
gold."' ( .Appl.'iiise. ) 

Despite ils reinotcne.^-, .Mr. l,a\\r(M;ce -aid 
that business to the exient of a million (ioll,'ii-s 
a year v.as being transac'ted in the J'eaco 
Ri\'cr country, altiiougli there was only a. 
handful of whiles tlu-rc. ^'el. on its tliiee 
Iiiiiidrefl miles of inland iia\igation along the 
Peace, M;ickenzie ;ind .\thabasca rivers and 
the great lakes, there were no less than $300,- 
000 worth of w;iler craft. 

.Another difficitit}' the [jioiieers had to 
meet, said Air. Lawrence, was that the coun- 
try was entirely at the mercy of accident or 
disease, since it was withotit doctors, medi- 
cines or trained nurses. "If a pioneer breaks 
a limb we get around find fix him the best 
way wc can. If he ge's sick we bury him — 
and that is wh}' }-ou never hear of a sick- 
pioneer in that country, (k.aughter.) But if 
you need these things in Montreal are not the 
pioneers of that great country entitled to 
something along that line? We hope within a 
few years to show the people of the East that 
they are not doing their entire duty to these 
pioneers who are opening up so vast an addi- 
tion to this Dominion. (Applause.) For in- 
stance, if an epidemic of smalliiox were to 
break out it would sweep 2,000 miles of coun- 
try and probably earrs' off all the peo])le there. 
Is not that worth considering? The ])ioneers 
may not be worth much indi viduall}', but col- 
lectively, i think they are worth looking after. 
(Applause.) 

Proceeding, to deal in detail with the pos- 



sibilities of the country, Mr. Lawrence said 
In- had r.'iised there 66 bushels of wheat per 
acre, weighing 64 ll)s. a bushel, equal to 70 
bushels and 44 pounds standard measurement 
per acre. "And," he continued, "this can be 
done through a country in which we have a 
<|ii.'u-ier ot' llritish Columbia, all of Northern 
Albert.!, and considerable of the rest of the 
world. ( Laughter.) 

Ill thi.s same l.'ititude Mr. Lawrence said 
he h;id ,-;iised J5 \arieties of garilen flowers, 
just lo -how- it could be' deiiie, as well as all 
kinds of garden vegetables, in addition they 
had immense inland fisheries, the finest sal- 
mon, trinit, herring and other fish swarming 
up ils rivers from the Arctic ocean, and ere 
many years he expected to sec a great canning 
industry established to handle these rich re- 
sources. 

Timber also there was in abundance, both 
.-DUtli ;ini! north of the so-calletl timber line, 
spruce, birch, and other timber, often over 
four feet in diameter and from 100 to 140 feet 
high. Even as far as the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie river, far inside the Arctic circle, he 
had seen spruce two feet in diameter. In ad- 
dition to this enormous quantities of wild 
fruits, such as raspberries, currants, goose- 
berries ,'111(1 saskatoons grew tiicrc, showing 
the' possibilities of culti\'ated fruit. 

"And then," said Mr, Lawrence, "3'^ou talk 
about minerals. You go to Trinidad to got 
a.sphalt to pave your streets. Not that they 
need paving, but it looks better. (Laughter.) 
In Athabasca there is a deposit of the finest 
asphalt in the world, over a thousand square 
miles, estimated to lioUl 6,400,000,000 tons — 
\',diy g(J to 'J'rinidad for it? » ' 

".And if I told you our rivers run through 
bank-s of coal yon would say I was a liar. But 
lh;it is ;ilmost the truth. (Laughter.) In fact 
on ;iliii(jst all these rivers there are to be found 
seams of coal running from 6 inches to 28 feet,, 
showing that we have the greatest coal re- 



sources in the world, while in many of their 
sand;; gold is found." 

in addition to this Mr. Lawrence pointed 
out the gas resources, referring to the famous 
gas well at Pelican Rapids, which has been 
burning for eleven years, with a flame 80 feet 
high, whose roar can be heard over a mile 
away. 

And, further north still, in what Mr. Law- 
rence called the "Real Great Silent North,"' he 
said there were countless herds of caribou and 
other aiiiinals, as avcII a.s the musk ox, which 
disdained to go near .so warm a country as 
the Peace I'iiver district. This, he argued, 
proved that reindeer could be successfully 
raised there. He instanced the work done by 
the American Government to introduce the 
reindeer into Alaska, and urged that the 
Canadian government should confer the same 
boon on his counlr}', which would enable them 
at small expense to ali^andon the troublesome^ 
dog trains and use the much fleeter reindeer 
for traveling — until the railway came in. This 
he- considered inevitable, and declared, amid 
laughter, that even now both the Canadian 
Pacific and Grand Trunk had surveying parties 
out "on the sly," looking over the country, .so 
that he ]}rophcsicd that the day was not far 
distant when people would be able to go to the 
Windsor Street station and buy a sleeping 
ticket straight through to Peace River. (Ap- 
plausc.) 

"The time is near," concluded Mr. Law- 
rence, "when the Peace ^River country .wilLbe- 
conie an important factor in the Greatei- Can- 
ada, and when that day comes you will find 
the pioneers of Ihc Peace River jirst as loyal 
to British institutions and to the welfare of 
the Dominion as any in the older parts of 
Canada." (Loud applause.) 

At the close Dean Walton, of McGill, who 
presided^ briefly expressed the thanks of the 
club to Mr. Lawrence for his interesting ad- 
dress.
